So  rich  hi  co  nmod  tiesfo  beautiful!  m  fitunion,fo  refpl en- 
dent  m  all  glory :  that  if  t^e  moft  Ommpo  enc  had  fafhio- 
ncd  the  world  round  like  a  ring,  as  he  did  like  a  globe,  it 
misht  have  been  molt  worthily  the  onely  gem  me  therein.

beautified  with  many  populous  Cities ,  fair  Borroughs 
good  towns,  and  well-built  Villages,  ikosg  Munitions,' 
magnificent Pallaccs  of  the  Prince,  ftately  houfes  of  the 
Nobilitie,  frequent  Hofpitals,  beautifull  Churches,  fair 
Colledgcs,  as  well  in  other  places,  as  in  the  two  Univerfi- 
ties,  which  aic  comparable  to  all  the  reft  in  Chiittcwdomr, 
not  onely  in  antiquitie,  but  alfo  in  learning,  buildings,  and 
endowments.  As  for  government  Eccleliafticall  and  Civil, 
which  is  the  very  foul  of  a  kingdomc,  I  need  to  (ay  nothing, 
when  as  I  write  to  home- borne,  and  not  to  Grangers. 

But  to  prz&Britaine  according  as  the  digruue.  thereof 
requires,  is  a  matter  which  may  cxerofe,if  not  tire  theJiap- 
pieft  wit fumifhed  with  the  greateft  varietic  ©f  learning; 
and  feme  already  have  buiied  their  brains  and  pennes 
herein  with  no  fmall  labour  and  travell :  let  therefore  thefc 
few  lines  in  this  behalf  fuffice,  out  of  an  ancient  Writer. 
Britaine,  thou  art  aglorioiu  I  fie,  extolled  and  renowned  a- 
mong  all  Nations;  the  navies  a/Tharjis  cannot  be  compared 
to  thy  (kipping,  bringing  in  all  precious  commodities  of.  the 
TV  or  Id;  the  Sea  us  thy  wall,and  ft  r  org  fortifications do  fee  are 
thy  Torts.'C  hivalrie^C  tergie,  and  Merchandise  do  jiourijh 
in  thee.  7foPifans,Gcnovefcs,  and  Venetians  do  bring 
theeSaph ires, Emeralds  and  Carbuncles  from  the  Eaft'  Aria 
fervetb  thee  with  fdk  andpurvle3A&riOL  with  Cix      \  .:Kd 
Spain  wit h  Gold,  and  Germanic  with  St  Thy 
Weaver  Flanders  doth  drape  Cloth  for  thee  of  thine  owne 
Wooll ;  Thy  Gafcoigne  doth  fend  thee  Wine  :  $ucl^  wd-  Doe 
InteZ        m  Pk#tf*&  b  thy  Forrefts:  Droves  of  Cattell, and  Flocks 
Crown  ofEngu  pf  Sheep  are  upon  thy  Hills:  All  the  perfection  ofthegoodliefl 
land.  Land  is  in  thee:  Thou  hafi  all  the  Fowl  of  the  a:y%  In  plenty 

cfFtfh  th-oudofl  furpafs  all  Regions  .  And  albeit  thou  art  not 
ftr etched  out  with  large  limits  yet  bordering  Nations  clo- 
ihedwtth  thy  Fleeces, do  wonder  at  thee  for  thy  bleffed plen- 
ty. Thy  fwcrds  have  been  turned  into  Plough- flares:  Peace 
And  Religion  flour ifheth  in  thee'-yfo  that  thou  art  a  mirrour 
to  all  ChriftianKingdome:, 
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Adde  hereunto  (  ifyoupleafc  )thcfefew  lines  out  of  a 
fir  more  antient  Fanegyrift  in  the  time  of  Conftantine  the 
Great.  O  happy  Britain  and  more  bits  fall  then  all  other  Re- 
gions '>  Nature  hath  enriched  thee  with  all  commodities  of 
heaven  and  earth ^wherein  there  is  neither  extreme  cold  in 
Winter /tor  fcorching  heat  in  Summer^wherein  there  is  finch 
abundant  plenty  ofCorny  as  may  fiufjice  both  for  Bread  and 
Wme'wherein  are  woods  without  wildeBeaJis}and  the  Fields 
without  noyfom  Serpents  ;but  infinite  numbers  ofmilchCat- 
tell, and  Sheep  weighed  down  Wftb  rich  Fleeces  :  And  that  Medut 
whtch  ts  moft  comfort  able, long  days ,and light fiome  nights.  RievMllc?ifis% 

So  that,  not  without  caufe,  it  was  accounted  one  of  the 
faireft  and  moft  glorious  Plumes  in  the  triumphant  Dia- 
deme  of  the  Roman  Empire,  while  it  was  a  Province  under 
the  fame ;  and  was  truly  called  by  Charles  the  Great,  The 
Storc-houfe,  and  Granary  of  the  whole  Weft  cm world. 

But  whereas  the  faid  Fanegyrift  falleth  into  a  gladfome 
tdmiration,how  from  hence  there  hath  rifen  gracious  Prin- 
ces,^*'  good  Gods  honoured  throughout  the  whole  world, 
That  if  ever,  as  it  was  lately  to  our  glorious  Joy  evidently, 
and  effectually  verified  in  our  late  Sovcraign ,  of  moft 
dear,  facred,  and  ever- glorious  mcmorieQ.  Elizabeth^  the 
honour  of  her  time,  and  the  mirrour  of  fucceeding  ages  :  fo 
with  an  afTured  confidence,  we  hope  it  will  likewife  be 
proved  true  in  her  undoubted  and  rightfull  fucceffour,  our 
dread  Lord  and  Soveraigne.  That- to  his  endlefs  honour, 
CMercy  and  Trnth^Righteonfnefs  and  Peace  may  here  kifs 
together;! nd  true  Religion, with  her  attendants  yoy^  Hap- 
pincjfe,  and  Glory,  may  here  for  ever  feat  themfelves  under 
him ;  in  whofe  perfbn  the  two  mighty  kingdoms  of  Eng~ 
land  and  Scotland  hitherto  fevered  ,  are  now  conjoyued, 
and  begin  to  clofe  together  into  one,  in  their  moft  antieoc 
name  of  Britain. 

If  any  would  undertake  the  honour  and  precedence  of 
Britain  before  other  Realms  in  ferious  manner  (for  here 
I  proteft  once  for  all,I  will  pafs  over  each  thing  lightly  and 
flightly)  a  world  of  matter  at  the  firft  view  would  prcfent 
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it  telfeufito  htm.  As  that  the  true  Chriftian  Religion  wis 
planted  here  molt  anciindy  by  jfojeph  of  Arir^ath^u^Simcn 
Ztid.^A  tfhb  7^,yea  by  Same  Peter ,and  Saint  Paul,  a* 
mav  be  proved  by  *2»y othem ,j hcodor.et m .SopLr^n^s %aud 
before  the  v far  oi  Churl  20c,  itwas  propagated,  as  Ter- 
t  dt.:-i  writes,to  pUcrs  of  Brti <, Ane,i  aiceff*  li  tn  ;fo,whi- 
t*er  the  Koman-,  never  reached,  which  cannot  be  under- 
fhiod  b<t  of  that  pan  v^  hich  yi  as  after  calLd  S  o<Um.  The 
king.iuin    alio  ane  muO  auneat,  heidefGyd  alone,  ac- 
knowk<^in£rro  iupenours,  in  no  v.  fla  j^e  to  JE/iipuour 
Tkiy  MWein  orPopc.

Princes  of  this  ReaJra,  in  curing  the Kings  Svtll,  I  refer  re 
you  to  tlw  learned  Difcourte  thereof  lately  written.  Nei- 
ther would  it  be  forgotten,  that  England  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Popes{wheft  they  fwaid  thc  world,  and  their  authori- 
tie  was  heldjacrcd)  was  preferred,  becaufs  it  contained  in 
the  Ecdefiafiicall  Divihon,  two  large  Province^,  which 
hid  their  ievc^  fcantly 
li  one. 
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cm  if  hit  Scotland  was  by  them  accounted  an  exempt 
kmgdome,  and  a  peculiar  properly  appertaining  to  the  Ro-  E  ^ 

C<  wli.tixxd  which  w?s  accounted  in  thatage a mat-  fept.adEd.\, 
ter  of  honour,  when  all  Chnftiantty  ih  the  Councell  ofreg9dniti*. 
£onfia  ce  was  divided  mco  Ntixons, Anglican*  Natio  was 
one  of  the  princpal>and  noliibilten  e.A:>  alfo,that  in  times 
paft,  the  Lnipctoar  wa$  accounted  Major  fiUns  Ecclefia, 
the  K  ng  of  t  rance  fiLiKs  M.norpxA  the  King  of  England 
Ft  ttu  r}"crtim>&  AiQfti  Jm,  And  fo  in  generallCouncel*, 
as  the  King  oi  h  r«n  e  had  place  next  the  Emperour  on  the 
right  hand,fo  the  King  of  br gland  on  the  iefe,&  the  Kings 
of  Scotland^  appeaiethin  atrancient  Roman  Provincial/, 
had  next  place  before  C^i/^.Andhovvfoever  the  Spaniard 
CinceCharles  the  5.  time  chalJengeth  the  pnm;er  place  in 
regard  of  the  largenciTe  ofhis  dominions :  Pope  Jnlim  the 
fecond  gave  fentence  for  England  before  Spain  in  the  time 
of  King  Henry  the  fevemh. 

The  Archbifhops  of  Canterbury  Y  who  were  anciently 
ftikd  Arc\.bt[h<pt  ofBritainc, were  adjudged  by  the  Popes, 
tayiau;  m  affgrjw  orb  is  Po  .tifi 'ess  M '  ixi/ns-fe  they  had  their 
place  in  all  generall  Councels  at  the  Popes  right  foot.  The 
tide  alio  of  Defenfor  fidei,  is  as  honourable,  and  more  juft- 
ly  conferred  upon  the  King  ntiLngUnd^  than  either  thri- 
ft Uniffi  mix  upon  the  Fi  ench,  o*  Catholi^t^  .upon  the  Spa- 
niard.  Neither  is.it  to  be  omitted,  which  is  fo  often  re- 
corded in  our  Hiftories,  when  Brtt.'  wald  the  Monke,  Hot 
long  before  the  Conqucfl  bufied  his  brain  much  about  the 
fucce'fion  of  the  Grown,  becaufe  the  bloud  Royall  wat 
aim  jit  extinguished,  he  had  a  mrange  vifion,  and  heard  * 
voyce,  which  forbade  him  to  be  l^quifitive  of  fuch  mat- 
ters,.refonnding  in  his  cars,   ihktngdcmc  cf  England  k 
Cj  ,d>  ypn  k}>-gdome,and  for  t$  Cj  d  himftlf  will prov^fS^ 
thefe  and  fuch  liTke  are  more  fie  for  a  graver  trearife  than 
this.  J  will  ^erfbrme  thai  I  prcwjiW, in  handling  nothirtg,  ■ 
feffoull/.  and  therefore  I  will  bring  yo^ftjptBe: j  Poets,  to 
fpeak  in  this  behalf  for  me«  and  will  begin*  with  old  Al- 
fred Qf%tvcrlic%  who  made  this  for .BriMwJu.  generall* 
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which  you  muft  not  reade  with  a  cenforious  eye ;  for  it  if, 
as  the  reft  I  will  cite,  of  the  middle  age,  having  heretofore 
ufedall  ofmoreantient  and  better  times  in  another  work.

Dlvittijquc  finum,  de licit fque  larem. 
So  that  not  without  caufc  Pope  Innocently  the  4.  moft 
willingly*  and  efpecially  defircd  to  (ce7):vltias  Londmitf 
delicias  Wefimonajhri\  And  would  often  fay,  That  Eng- 
landw as  a  Paradlfe  or  garden  of  pleafure^aPtt  which  could 
never  be  drawn  drtet  and  wig  ere  much  waiy  much  might  be 
had. 

And  accordingly  in  that  age  thefe  verfes  were  written 
inpraifeof  England.

S  all  the  Regions  with  the  whole 
worlds  frame,  and  all  therein  was 
created  by  the  Almightie,  for  his 
latt  and  moll  perfect  work,  that  cicer$* 
goodly,  upright,  provident,  fubtle, 
wittic,  and  reaionable  creature, 
which  the  Greeks  caH'Arf***®',  for 
his  upright  look;  the  Latines  He-  pe(  ^miWt 
n  o^  for  that  he  was  made  of  Mo(d\  '  ^* 
and  we  with  the  Germans,  call  mar9^ho(c  principall  part, 
the  mind,  being  the  very  image  of  God,  and  a  pettie  world 
within  himfe If  !  fohe  affigned  in  his  divine  providence, 
this  fo  happy  and  worthy  a  region  to  men  of  anfwerablc 
worth,if  not  furpafllng,  yet  equalling  the  moft  excellent  in- 
habitants of  the  earth,  both  in  the  endowments  of  mind, 
lineaments  of  body,  and  their  deportment  both  in  peace 
and  war,  as  if  I  would  enter  into  this  difcourfe,  I  could 
Very  eafily  (hew. 

But  overpaid  »g  their  naturall  inclination  by  heavenly 
influence,  anfwerablc  to  the  difpofition  of  A,  ies,  Ltoy  and  p^  >n  ^uth 
Sagittar/  ;  and  juptter^  with  Mars  dominatbrs  for  this  ^  *^ 
North  weft  part  of  the  world,  which  maketh  them  impati- 
ent of  fervitude,  lovers  of  liberty,  marciall  and  coura- 
geous ;  I  willonely  in  particular  note  fomewhat,  and  that 
iummarily  of  the  Bcitains,  Scostifli,  and  Englilh,  the  three 
principall  Inhabitants. 

TheBrira'ins  the  meft  antient  people  of  this  Iflc  anti-  BrUuxs. 
ently  inhabited  the  fame  from  fea  to  tea,  whofe  valour  and 
prowefleis  renowned  both  in  La  tine  and  Greek  monu- 
ments, andmay  appear  in,  ihefe  two  points  which  I  will 
hcrconcly  no  e.  Eirtt,thatthc  moft  puiffant  Roman  for- 
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Vilnius^  ce$,  when  they  were  at  the  higheft  could  not  gain  of  them 
(being  but  then  a  half-naked  peopled  in  thirty  whole  years, 
the  countries  ftom  the  Thames  to  Strivdtng  .  And  when 
they  bad  gained  them,  and  brought  them  into  forme  of  a 
Province,  they  found  them  fo  warlike  a  people,  that  the 
Romans  levied  as  many  Cohorts,  Companies  and,Enfignes 
of  Britains  from  hence  for  the  fervice  of  Armenia,  <^£g;tu 
TiU  Britain*.  Ittyrlcum  ,  their  f  ontire  Countries  ,  as  from  any  other  eff 
their  Provinces  what  foe  ver  .  As  for  thofc  Britains  wliigh 
were  farther  North ,  and  after,  as  is  moft  probable,  called 
Pitts  (  for  Jthat  they  ftill  painted  themfelves  when  the 
Southern  pans  were  brought  to  civilitie )  they  not  onely 
moft  couragioufly  defended  their  Jibcrtie,  but  oflefldep 
the  Romans  with  continual!  and  moft  dangerous  inetrr^ 
fions. 

The  other  remainder  of  the  Britains ,  which  retired 
themfelves  to  the  Weft  parts,  now  called  WaUs^  with  like 
honour  of  fortitude,  for  many  hundred  years  repelled  the 
yoke  both  of  the  Eeglifh  and  Norman  flaveric.  In  which 
tkne  how  mrl ike  they  were,  Iwillufeno  other  teftimony 
than  that  of  King  Hcn%  the  fccond}  in  his  letter  to  Emanuel 
Empcrour  of  Conftantinople :  The  Welfo Nation  is  fe-ad* 
euemretu%  that  they  dare  encour.ter  naked  -with  armed  meny 
ready  to  [fend,  their  bloudfor  their  comtreyy  and  pawn  their 
life  for  praife.  How  a&ive,  and  ferviceablc  they  were  when 
King  Rich.  Cuer-de-lion  lead  an  army  of  them  into  France, 
have  this  teftimony  of  William  Brim  (who  then  liyedj  in 
his  fifth  book  of  Thiltppeidos.

And  fince  they  were  fubje&ed  to  the  Imperiall  Crowne  of 
England,  they  hive,  to  their  juftpraife,  performed  all  parts 
of  dutiful!  loyalty  and  alleageance  moft  faithfully  thcreun- 
tojplentifully  ycilding  Martiall  Captains,  judicious  Civil- 
ians, skilfull  common  Lawyers,  learned  Divine^  compleate 
Courtiers,  and  adventrous  5ouldiers.  In  which  commen- 
dations their  coufins  the  Cornifhmen  do  participate  prp- 
portionably,  although  they  were  fooner  brought  under  the 
Englifli  command. 
Great  alfo  is  the  glorie  of  thofeBritains,which  in  that  moft  Armorim  or 
dolefull  time  of  the  Englifh  invafion,  withdrew  themfelves  French  Brhanu 
into  the  Weft  parts  of  Cjallia,  then  called  ^Armor'ica  :  For 
they  not  onely  fcated  themfclves  there,  maugre  the  Romans 
(then  indeed  low,  and  nearfetting)  and  the  French  .'  but 
alfo  impofed  their  name  to  the  Countrey ,  held  and  de- 
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fended  the  fame  againft  the  French,  untill  in  our  Grandfa- 
thers memory  ,it  was  united  to  France,  by  the  facred  bonds 
of  matrimonie. 

Scoitijhmen.  Next  after  the  Britains,  the  Scottish  men  coming  out  of 
IreLmd,  planted  themfelves  in  this  Me  on  the  North  fide 

BcdMb.i.  of  (  lutdy partly  by  force,  partly  by  favour  of  the  Pides, 
vvitb  whon>  a  long  time  they  annoyed  the  Southern  parts, 
but  after  many  bloudy  battels  amongft  thcmfcJves ,  the 
Scottiflj  men  fubdued  them,  and  cttablifhed  a  kingdom  in 
thoiV  parts ,  which  with  manlike  courage  and  warlike 
proweffc,  they  have  maintained,  and  have  purchaled  £reat 
honour  abroad.  For  the  French  cannot  but  acknowledge 
they  have  leldome  atchievrd  any  honourable  a&s  without 
Scottifti  hands,  who  therefore  are  defervedly  to  participate 
the  glory  wirh  them.  As  alfo  divers  parts  of  France^  Cjer- 
tnany ,  and  SmtwUnd,  cannot  but  confefs,  that  they  owe 
totneScottifh  Nation,  the  propagation  of  good  letters, 
and  Chriftian  Religion  amongft  them. 

Bngtijhmen.  After  the  Scottiflhmen,the  Angles,  Englifhmen  or  Sax- 
ons, by  Gods  wonderfull  providence  were  transplanted 
hither  out  of  Germany  •  a  people  eompofedof  the  valiant 
Anglts  Jutes %\vA  S  axons  jhtti  mhibumglut/andflolften, 
and  the  fea  coafts  along  to  the  river  Rhen§,  who  in  fhorc 

See  afttmtrd  timefubduing  the  Britains,  and  driving  them  into  the 

in  Languages,  mountanous  VVcfterne  parts,  made  themlelves  by  am  oft 
complete  conqucft,  abfolute  Lords  of  all  the  better  foyl 
thereof,  as  faisOrkency.  Which  cannot  be  doubted  of, 
when  their  Englifo  tongue  reachcth  io  far  along  the  Eart 
coaft,  unto  the  fartheft  parts  of  Scotland,  and  the  people 
thereof  are  called  by  the  H  ighland-men^  which  are  the  true 
Scots,  by  no  other  name  then  Saxons,  by  which  they  alfo 
callus  the  Englifh. 

This  warlike,  victorious,  flirTejflout,  and  vigorous  Nati- 
on, after  it  had  as  it  were  taken  root  here  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fixtie  years ,  and  fpread  his  branches  farre  and 
wide?  being  mellowed  and  mollified  by  the  mildnefs  of  the 
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foyl  and  fweet  air,  was  prepared  in  fulncffe  of  time  for 

the  firtt  fpintuall  biefling  ot  God ,  I  mean  our  regenera- 

tion  in  Chritt,  and  our  ingrafting  into  his  myfticall  body 

by  hoiv  Baptnm.  Which  Btda  our  Ecelcfiafticall  Hiflo-  Lib.%.  Cap.  i , 

rian  recountech  in  this  manner,  and  I  hope  you  will  give 

it  the  readmg.O^r/  the  Great  B  fhop  ot  Romejm  a  time 

faw  beautifull  boyes  to  be  fold  in  the  market  at  Rome^  and 

demanded  from  whence  they  were  •  anfwer  was  made  him 

oucofthelfleotitocrf'tf.  Then  asked  he  again,  whether 

they  were  Chnftiansor  nofthey  faid  no.  AUs-for  pttiefaid 

Gregory,  that  the  foul  fiend  jhould  be  Lord  offnch  fair 

f oiks yand  that  they  which  carry  fuch  grace  m  the'r  comte- 

nances  fiould  be  void  ofgtxce  in  their  hearts, Thtn  he  Wold 

know  of  them  by  what  name  their  Nation  was  called,  and 

they  told  him.  Angle fm^  nA^upiftlf  be  they  Jo  called 

(quoth  he)  for  they  have  Angclike  facei,  and  feem  meete 

to  be  m*de  coheirs  with  the  Angels  in  heaven* 

Since  which  time,  they  made  fuch  hap  pie  progrefs  in 
the  Chriftian  profcflion  both  of  faith  and  works,  that  if  I 
fhould  but  enter  into  confideration  thereof,  I  fliould  be 
over-whelmed  with  main  tides  of  matter*  Many  and  ad- 
mirable monuments  thereof,  do  every  where  at  home  pre- 
fent  themfelves  to  your  view,  erected  in  former  times  (and 
no  (mail  number  in  our  age,alchough  few  men  note  them) 
not  for  affectation  of  fame5or  orientation  of  wealth,  but  to 
the  glory  of  God5tncTCafe  of  faith,of  learning, and  to  main- 
tenance of  the  poor*  As  for  abroad,  the  world  can  teftifie 
that  four  Englishmen  have  converted  to  Chriftianitie , 
eight  Nations  of  Europe.  Wviftid  alias  Boniface the  Dcn- 
fhire-man  converted  the  German  Saxons,  Franconians, 
Hejfuns,  zvio^Thuring  ans : WtUcbrod  the  Northern  man, 
the  Fri  hans  and  Hollindcrs.JV  c  hoi  as  Brakefpeare  of  Mtd- 
dlef ex, who  wa>  afterwards  called  Pope  HadridvythtNor- 
wegtavs3  and  not  long  (mcc  J  homos  de  Walden  o(Efexttht 
Lithuan'ans. Nether  will  I  here  note  which  ftrangcrs  haye 
obferved,  that  England  hath  bred  more  Princes  renowned 
for  fan&itie,  than  any  Chriftian  Nation  whatfocver. 
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It  doth  alfo  redound  to  the  eternal!  honour  of  England, 
that  our  councriinen  have  twice  been  Schoolmafters  to 
Prance.  Firft  when  they  taught  the  Gauhs  the  difciplinc  of 
the  Dmides  $  and  after,  when  they  and  the  Scottimme* 
firft  taught  the  Freach,  the  liberal  Arcs,and  perfwaded  Ca- 
rolus  Magna*  to  found  theUniverfuie  of 'Paris.  They  alfo 
brought  into  France  the  beft  laws  which  the  Parliament 
of  Parts  and  Bordeaux  have  now  in  ufe.They  at  the  loweft 
ebbe  of  learning  3  amazed  the  world  with  their  excellent 
knowledge  in  PhiIofophie5  and  Divinitic:  for  that  I  may 
not  particulate  of  Alexander  of  Hxlcsy  the  Irrefragable 
'Doltor,  Schoolmafter  to  the  Angellque  Doftor  Thomas 
Aquinas  put  Colledge  in  Oxford  brought  forth  in  one  age 
thofe  four  lights  of  learning  :  Scot  us  the  Subtile*  Bradwar- 
dine  tht  Profound,  Okham  the  Invite  l>te,  and  Purity  the 
Perfpicfioufyznd  as  fome  fay,  Bac:nthorpe  the  Refolnte$ 
which  titles  they  had  by  the  common  confent  of  the  judi- 
cial! and  learned  of  that  and  the  fucceeding  ages. 

Yet  their  miJitarie  glory  hath  fur  pafled  all  5  for  they  have 
terrified  the Avhole  world  with  their  Armcs  in  Syria,  e/£- 
gy ft, Cyprus  Spain,  Sicilie^txA  India. 

They  have  traverfed  with  molt  happy  victories  both 
Prance  and  Scotland,  brought  away  their  Kings  captives  , 
conquered  Ireland,  and  the  Ifle  of  Cypres,  which  King  Ri- 
chard the  firft  gave  frankly  to  Gm  of  Lx/igwax:  and  lately 
With  a  maidens  hand,  mated  the  mightieft  Monarch  in  his 
own  Countries.They  befide  many  other  norable  difcovc- 
rieSjtwicc  compafTed  the  whole  globe  of  the  eanh  with  ad- 
mirable fuccefs,  which  the  Spaniards  have  yet  but  once 
performed.  Good  Lord^  how  fpacioufly  might  a  learned 
pen  walk  in  this  argument  ? 

But  left  Iihould  feem  over  prodigal  1  in  the  p'aifc  of 
mycountrimen  ,  I  will  onely  prefentyou  with  fome  few 
verfesinthis  behalf,  and  fuft  this  Latine  Rythme  of  the 
griddle  times,  in  praife  of  the  EngliQi  Nation ,  with  fome 
jdofe  cautions.  Its  quilted  as  it  were  outoffhreds  of  divers 
Poets,  fuc(^as  Scholars  do  call  a  Cent*.

The  fwect  that  thepope  fucked  hence  a  long  time  Co  easi- 
ly ,gave  occafion  to  their  iucceiTo:  s  to  la,  k  Sr.gUnd  almoft 
dry  with  extorting  from  the  Cleric,  and  impofing  fuch 
burdens  upon  them  :  that  Adam  at  Mnrymath  called 
Englifhmen,  The  Popes  ^$Jfesy  vprt'.ng  to  bear  all  burdens 
whatfiever.  In  this  refpett  another  Pcpe  playing  upon  peo- 
ple at his  pleafure, {aid  that  the  Italians  were  Vo'atdla  cx- 
ity  the  French  and  Spaniards  Pifces  ^qaorls^  the  Englifh 
and  Germans,  fci'cra  camp. 

S.h  and  fharpe  was  he  which  faid,  French  and  Englifli 
do  not  read  as  they  write.  Flemmings  and  Germans  do 
not  ling  as  they  prick.  Spaniards  and  Italians  do  not  mean 
as  they  fpeak. 

The  hypercritical  I  controller  of  Poets,  Julttu  Scaligtr 
doth  fo  fcverely  cenfure" Nations,  that  he  fecmed  to  (it 
in  the  chair  of  the  fcornfull ,  and  therefore  I  will  omic 
him  and  his  cenfures ,  left  I  might,  fcem  to  approve 
them.

Do&ot  Bwd  (hall  end  thefe  matters,  who  painted  for 
anEnglifh  man,  a  proper  fellow  naked,  with  a  pair  of 
Tailers  (hears  in  one  hand ,  and  a  peece  of  cloth  on  his 
arme,  with  thefe  rimes :  how  truly  and  aptly  I  refcrre  to 
each  mans  particular  confederation.

Languages. 

Rom  the  people  we  will  now  proceed  to 
the  Lmguages.Hcre  Would  Scholars  (hew 
you  the  HrH  confufion  of  Languages  out 
of  Mo[e$,  that  the  Gods  had  their  pecu- 
liar tongue  out  of  Homer ;  that  bruit 
Bcarts,  Birds,  and  Fifnes,  had  their  own 
proper  languages  out  of  Clemens  A- 
[exandrww.  They  would  teach  you  out  of  Eupbortu,  that 
there  were  but  twoand  fiftie  tongues  in  the  world,  becaufe 
ib  many  fouls  out  of  Jacob  defcended  into  z&£J}t\  and  out  in  PfaL  104. 
of  A  mob  'us>  tWat  there  were  feventy  two.   Albeit  T.mo- 
fthet.es  rcporteth  that  [n'D.'ofcurias^  mart  Town  of  Col- 
chis, there  trafficked  three  hundred  Nations  of  divers  lan- 
guages:  And  honfocver  our  Indian  or  American  difcove- 
rcrsfay,  that  in  every  fourfcore  mile  in  America,  and  in 
every  valley  almoft  of  Pern  you  (hall  find  a  new  language. 
Neither  would  they  omit  the  Ifland  where  the  people  have 
cloven  tongues  out  of  the  fabulous  Narrations  of  Diodorus 
S'.culus :  yea,  they  would  lifh  out  of  the  Utopian  language 
with 

Volvola  Bar  chin  hemam,  la  Ulvola  drame  pagl.nl. 
When  as  it  is  a  greater  glory  now  to  be  a  Linguift,  than  a 
Realift.  They  would  moreover  difamrfe  at  large,  which  I 
will  tell  you  in  a  word. 

Firft,  the  Britifh  tong'ieor  Welfh  (as  we  now  call  it )  Br\UnU  Cam- 
TFas  in  ufeondy  in  this  Ifland,  having  great  affinitie  with  dent* 
the  old  Cjalliqueof  Cjaulc,  now  Trance,  from  whence  the 
firft  inhabitants  in  all  probability  came  hither.  Afterward 
the  Latin  was  taken  up,when  it  was  brought  into  the  form 

Da  of 
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of  at  Province,  by  little  and  little.  Firft,  about  the  time  of 
Domttian ,  according  to  that  notable  place  of  Tacitusy 
waerehereporteththat  Julius  Agrk oh^  Govcrnour  here 
fo»  the  'Romans i  preferred  the  Brttains>  as  able  to  do  more 
by  witjthan  the  Gauls  by  ttudy  :  Ut  qui  (faith  he)  modo  lin- 
litine  tongue  guam  Romanam  abnuebaKt^loquentixm  CJncuptfcerew.  I nde 
in  the  Romane  etiam  habitus  noftri  honor  &  frequens  toga  .Then  when  Ro- 
frov'muu      man  Colonies  were  here  planted,  and  the  people  ruled  by 
Roman  law$,writtcn  in  the  Latine  tongue :but  efpecially  af- 
ter that  all  born  in  the  Roman  Provinces  were  enfranchikd 
Citizens  of  Rome  by  Adrian  the  Emperour,  as  S.  C  hryfoft. 
i  Vfriteth ;  or  rather  by  Marcus  Antomnus^xs  AurelV tttor 

rcporteth.  Then  the  world  accounted  themfclves  all  one 
Nation,  and  fang,  Jam  cmtttgens  unajumus.  As  RuttHtfs 
CO  Romes  praife : 

Dumque  offers  viUis  propriisonfortia  juris y 
Urbemfeciflt^uod  \rius  or  bis  erat. 
Hence  it  is  that  fo  many  Latine  words  remain  in  the 
French,  Spanifh,  and  other  tongues,  as  ailo.from  the  Popes 
'  praclifc,who  impofed  the  Latine  tongue  in  the  divine  Ser- 
vice, as  a  token  of  fubje&ion  to  the  Romane  Sea. 

Notwithstanding  in  thislfle  the  Brit  over-grew  the 
Latine^  and  continueth  yet  in  Wales ,  and  lome  villages  of 
Cornwall  intermingled  with  iJrovhciall  Latine,  being  very 
fignificative ,  copious  5  and  pleafantly  running  upon  agno- 
minations, although  harili  in  afpirations.  After  the  Irifh 
tongue  was  brought  into  the  Northweft  parts  of  the  Ifle, 
out  of  / reUnd  by  the  antient  Scottifliajcn,  and  there  yet  re* 
rnaineth.  Laflly,  the  Snglijh-Saxon  tongue  came  in  by  the- 
Englijh-Saxons  out  of Germ<tnf%  who  valiantly  and  wifely 
performed  here  all  the  three  things,  which  imply  a  fullcon- 
queft,  v/*.  the  alteration  of  laws,  language,  and  attire. 

This  Englifh  tongue  is  extracted,  as  the  nation,  from  the 
©ermansjthemoft  glorious  of  all  now  extant  in  Europe 
for  their  morall,  and  martiall  vertues,  aad  preferving  the  Ji* 
berty  entire,  as  alfo  for  propagating  their  language  by  hap- 
pic  victories  in  France  by  the  Francs ,  and  Burgundians ; 

in 
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in  thhlflc  by  the  E»gftjh*$xx4>*s  ;in  Italy  by the  Heruliy 
YfcfrGo.ks^andals^nd  Lombards ;  in  Spam  by  the  J**- 
t/.W/j  and  frand*les.  And  this  tongue  is  of  that  extenfion  at 
this  prctenr,  thit  ic  reacheth  from  Surfer  landed  from  the 
fountains  ot  kheneovcx  all  anticntG^rw^»/,both  high  and 
low  as  far  as  the  river  ftftula  (except  Bohemta9StleJiay  and 
part  ot  PolonU  which  fpeak  the  Scldvonian  tongue  )  and 
alfo  over  Denmark^  ^Suedenfiotland^  Norway  Ifland  to  the 
Hyperborean  ot  Fr<7*,*/r-S^;with©ut  any  great  varietie,  as 
I  couid  prove  particularly.  But  let  this  fuffice,  that  for  the 
Latine  conjunction  copulative  E  T,  we  and  the  Saxons  in 
Germany  ufe  Ands  the  Netherlander  End ,  the  Switzcrs 
Vnnd*  other  Germans  0»d,  the  Gotlandcrs  V nt}  the Ifland- 
t  ers  Anty  as  the  old  Francs  ufcd  Eind  and  Ind. 

And  to  the  honour  of  our  progenitors  (the  EngUflo  Saxons') 
beitfpoken,  their  conquer!  was  more  abfolutchcre  over 
the  Britain*  y  than  either  of  the  Francs  in  France  oyer 
the  Gauls ,  or  the  Goths  and  Lombards  in  / taly  over  the 
Romans\ox  of  the  Gothsfandals,  and  Moore  s  over  the  an- 
tient  Spaniards  inS  ain :  For  in  thofe  nations  much  of  the 
provincial!  Latine  (  I  mean  the  Latine  ufed  whileft  they 
were  provinces  of  the  Romans)  remaineth,  which  they  po- 
liticly had  fpreadover  their  Empire,  as  is  already  faid. 

But  the  Engi  (b-Saxon  conquerours,  altered  the  tongue 
which  they  found  here  wholly ;  fo  that  no  British  words,  or 
provincial  Latin  appeared  therein  at  the  firft  :  and  in  fliort 
time  they  fprcad  it  over  this  whole  Ifland  from  thtOrcades 
to  the  Ifle  of  Wight ,  except  a  few  barren  corners  in  the  Wr- 
flem  parts,  whereunto  the  reliques  of  the  Britans  and  Scots 
retired,  preferving  in  them  both  their  life  and  language.  For 
certain  it  is  that  the  greateft  and  beft  parts,  the  Eafl  and 
South  of  Scotland,  which  cal  themfeJvcs  the  Larrland-m*ny 
fpeak  the  Eng<i(h  tongue  varied  oncly  in  DW<?#,  as  de- 
fended from  ihzEngltjh-S ixons  :  &  the  old  Sccwfh*  when 
isthevery/r//fr,  is  ufedonely  by  them  of  the  Weft,  called 
thtHecbtand-m  *n,  who  call  the  other  as  the  WeJfli  call  us 
Safons,  Saxons )  both  in  rcfpc&of  language  and  original), 
as  1  (hewed  before.  D  }  .  I 
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Idarenotyethereamrmefor  the  antiquitie  of  our  lan- 
guage, that  our  great- great-great  grandfires  tongue  came 
out  of  Perfia,  albeit  the  wonderful]  lingusft  Jofiph Scaliger 
hath  obfavcdyFader^Modgr9B ruder  Jond,  crc.  in  the  Per^ 
pan  tongue  in  the  very  fence  as  we  now  u  fe  them. 

Ic  will  not  be  unproper  1  hope  to  this  purpofc,  if  I  note 
out  of  the  Epiftlcs  of  that  learned  Ambaffador  Busbequiufy 
how  the  inhabitants  ofTaurica  Cmt June  (fits,  in  the  utter- 
rocft  part  of  Enrols  Eaftward>  hare  thefe  words ,  Wind> 
Silver, Corn%S ah >Fi(h)S on t  Apple,  Waggon,  Smgtn,  Handa^ 
Beards  with  many  other  in  the  very  lame  fence  and  figni- 
fication>  as  they  now  are  in  ufc  with  us,  whereat  I  marvel- 
led not  a  little  when  I  firft  read  ic.  But  nothing  can  be  ga- 
thered thereby,  but  that  the  Saxons  our  progenitors,  which 
.  planted  themftlves  here  in  the  Weft,  did  alio  to  their  glory 
place  Colonies  likewife  there  i»  theEaft. 

As  in  the  Latine  tongue,  the  learned  make,  in  refpeft  of 
time,  four  Idioms,  the  Ancient,  the  Lattne  ,tht  Romanic 
Aftxtifo  we  in  ours  may  make  the  Ancient  Engltfh-  Saxon, 
and  the  Mixt.  But  that  you  may  fee  how  powerfull  Time 
is  in  altering  tongues  as  all  things  elfe,  I  will  fet  down-  the 
Lords  Prayer  as  it  was  tranflated  in  fundrie  ager,  that  you 
may  fee  by  what  degrees  our  tongue  is  rifen  ,  and  thereby 
conjecture  how  in  time  it  may  alter  and  fall  again. 

If  we  could  fee  it  down  in  the  ancient  Saxon,  I  mean  in 
the  tongue  which  the  Englifli  ufed  at  their  firft  arrivali 
here,  about  440.  years  after  Chrifts  birth3  it  would  feem 
moft  flrange  and  harfti  Durcb,  or  (Seberifh,  as  women  call 
it ;  or  when  they  firft  embraced  Chriftianitie ,  about  the 
yearofChrift  600.  But  the ancienteft  that  lean  find,  was 
about  900.  year  fiftce,  about  the  year  of  Chrift  700  . 
found  in  antient  Saxon  gloifed  Evangt/ifis,  in  the  hands 
of  my  good  friend  M.Rofort  Bawyer,  written  by  Eadfrtde 
Holy  JjUnd.    the  eight  Biflhop  of  Li  nd'fame(  which  after  was  tranflated 
to  Durham) and  divided  according  to  the  antient  Canon  of 
Eufeb'HSfiOt  into chapters;for  Stephen  Langton,  Archb.  of 
Canterhurk^  firft  divided  the  holy  Scriptures  into  Chap- 
ters 
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ters,  as  Robert  Stephsn  did  lately  into  vcrfc ;  and  thus  it  is*

In  the  time  of  King  Riehard  the  fecoad  about  t  hundred 
and  odde  years  after,  it  was  fo  mollified,  that  it  came  to 
be  thus,  as  it  is  in  the  Tranflation  of  Wtckeliffe,  with  fome 
Latinc  words  now  inferted,  whereas  there  was  not  one 
before. 

Ourfa^yr9  that  art  in  heaven ;  halloed  be  thy  name ; 
thy  kingdom  com  to  \  be  thy  will  done,fo  in  heaven* 
and  in  erth  gif to  vs  this  day  our  bread  oner  other 
[ub fiance  '  and  for  gif  to  vs  our  dettis,  as  weforge- 
ven  to  cur  detters,  and  leed  vs  not  into  temptation, 
but  deliver  vs  fro  evtO*  Amen. 

Hitherto  will  our  fparkfull  youth  laugh  at  their  grefct 
grandfathers  Englijh^  who  had  more  care  to  do  well,  tfaaft 
to  fpeak  minion*  like ,  and  left  more  glory  to  us  by  their 
exploiting  of  great  a&s,  than  we  (hall  do  by  our  forging  of 
new  words,  and  uncouth  phrafcs. 

Great  verily  was  the  glory  of  our  tongue  before  theiW- 
tnan  Conqueft*  in  this,  that  the  old  Englt[h  cottld  Cxprefs 
moft  aptly ,  all  the  conceits  of  the  mind  in  their  own 
tongue  without  borrowing  from  any,  As  far  example  : 

The  holy  fervice  of  God,  which  the  Latins  called  Rcl£ 
gioni  becaufc  it  knitted  the  minds  of  men  together,  &  moft 
people  of  Europe  have  borrowed  tht  fame  from  them,  they 
called  moft  fignificantly  San-faftnes,  as  the  one  and  oneljf 
affurance  and  faft  anker-hold  of  our  fouls  health. 

The  gJadfome  tidings  of  our  falvation,  which  the  Greek* 
called  Euangelion3  and  other  Nations  in  the  [fame  tford* 
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they  called  ifo0e^MHt  is,  Gods  focch. 

For  our  Saviour,  which  we  borrowed  from  the  French, 
and  they  from  the  Latin  Sdvator^they  called  in  their  own 
Word,  Haelend  from  Haely  thit  is  Salnsy  fafcty,  which  wc 
mtmMi  in  Al-hae!yznd  rfafhael,  that  is,  Ave,  Stive, 
$is  falvtts.  * 

They  could  call  the  difciplesof  Chv(t>learnmg  (fnihtas, 
that  by  Learning  %:rvttors.  For  Cn.ht  which  is  now  a  name 
of  wormip,6gnified  with  them  an  *x\  Attendant  ft  fervitour. 

They  could  name  the  Pharifees  according  to  the  He  brew 
Smd.r-h.ilgens%  as  holy  religious  men,  which  had  fundrcd 
and  fevered  themfclves  from  other. 

The  Scnbes  they  could  call  in  their  proper  Unification, 
■is  Bookmen,  Boar.  So  they  called  parchmeir,  which  we 
hzvecMcht&om  tht  Latin,  prgamemm^oc' fell  in  refpeft 
oftheufe. 

So  they  cculd  call  the  Sacrament  Haligdome ,  as  holy 
judgement.  For  fo  it  is  according  as  we  receive  it, 

1  hey  could  cz\\ frrtilttie  and  fruitfulnefs  of  land  figni- 
ficativcly  £ordef-welat  as  wealth  of  the  earth. 

They  could  call  a  Comet ,a  Fixed  ftarrewhich  is  all  one 
with  Stella  pr  wit  a^vt  comet  a.  So  they  did  call  the  judge- 
meftt-feat  cDomt fettle. 

That  which  we  call  the  Parliament ,of  the  French  Tarler, 
tofpeak,  they  called  a  fVlttenmot,  as  the  Meeting  and  if- 
fembiy  of  wife  men. 

Thecertsinand  inward  knowledge  of  that  which  is  m 
our  mind  ,  be  it  good  or  bad ,  which  in  the  La  tine  word 
we  call  con fcie  net  fhty  called  Inwlt,  as  that  which  they  did 
inwardly  wit  and  wote,  that  is,  know  certainly. 

That  in  a  river  which  the  Latines  call  AIvchs,  and  Cana- 
lis,  and  from  thence  moft  Nations  of  Europe  name  the 
Chanel,  Kanel ,  Canale,  &c+  they  properly  called  the 
Stream-race* 

Neither  in  the  degrees  of  kindred  were  they  deflitute  of 
fignificativc  words ;  for  he  whom  we  of  a  French  and  Eng- 
lifjh  compound  word  call  Grandfather,  they  called  Eald-fa- 
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Aer  whom  WC  call  Great  Grandfather,^  called  7*#r«k- 
^f.So,hini  which  we  call  C7r^  Great  Grandfather^ 
called  Forda-f*dcrsznd  hisfaiher  Ftfth*fitder. 

An  £tmncl\  for  whom  we  have  no  name,  but  from  the 
Gr*^  ,  they 'could  aptly  name  Vufiana^  thaVis,  without 
tfones,  as  wvfc  spotted  for  without  fpot,  rnlearned,  for 
whhout  learning.  . 

A  covetous  man  whom  we  (o  call  of  the  trench  Lon- 
voittfe,  they  truly  called  Git-far,  as  a  foie  and  eagre  Getter, 
qtnd  Gatherer. 

That  which  the  Latines  call  sAborttu,  and  we  in  many 
words,  Untimely  birth  >  or  Borne  fcfore  the  fall  time,  they 
called  Mif  borne. 

A  Porter >  which  we  have  received  from  the  Trench, 
they  could  in  their  own  word  as  fignificatively  call  A 
Doreward. 

I  could  particulate  in  maiiy  more,  but  this  would  ap- 
pear moft  plentifully,  if  the  labours  of  the  leaded  Gentle- 
men Matter  Laurence  No  well  of  Lincclnes  I  km,  whofirft 
in  our  time  recalled  the  fludie  hereof,  Matter  VVilham 
Lxmbert.lAafttt  /.  Jofcelin,  Matter  Fr.  Tate  were  once 
publittied.  Otherwise  it  is  to  be  feared,  that  devowrirg 
Twe,\n  few  years  will  utterly  fwallow  it,  without  hope 
of  recovery. 

The  alteration  and  admiration  in  our  tongue;as  in  all  o- 
thers,  hath  been  brought  in  by  entrance  of  Strangers  ,  as 
Danes,  Normans*  and  o:hers  which  have  fwarmed  hither  ; 
by  traffick,  for  new  words  as  well  as  for  new  wares,  have 
alwaies  come  in  by  the  tyrant  Ttme,  which  altcreth  all 
under  heavenly  Ufe,  which  fwayeth  moft,  and  hath  an  ab- 
folute  command  in  words, and  by  prfgxknt  wits  /  fpecially 
fmce  that  learning  a fcer  long  banifoment,  was  recalled  in 
the  time  of  King  Henry  the  eight,  it  hath  been  beautified 
and  enriched  out  of  other  good  tongues,  partly  by  enfran- 
chifing  and  endeniziag  ttrange  words,  partly  by  refining 
tnd  mollifying  old  words,  partly  by  implanting  new 
words  Trith  artificial!  compofition,  happily  containing 
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themfefves within  the  bounds  prefcribed  by  Horace*  So 
that  our  tongue  is  (and  I  doubt  not  but  hath  been)  as  co- 
pious, pithie,  and  fignificative,  as  any  other  tongue  in  Eu- 
r<?^:and  I  hope  we  are  not  yet3and  fhall  not  hereafter  come 
to  that  which  Seneca  faw  in  his  time,  when  mens  minds  be- 
gin once  to  inure  themselves  to  dip<ks>  whatfoever  is  ufptall 
is  difdained.They  affect  novehiein  ppeech^they  recall  fore- 
wow  and  uncouth  words,  they  forge  new  phrapss,  and  that 
which  is  newefiy  is  befi  likgd-jhere  is  prepumptuopu  and  far 
fetching  of  words.  And  fome  there  are  that  thinkjt  a  grace  if 
their  Jpeech  do  hover  t  and  thereby  hold  the  hearer  in  [tip- 
fence  '  you  know  what  foilowcth. 

Omitting  this,  pardon  me,  and  think  me  not  overbal- 
anced with  affection,  if  I  think  that  our  Englifh  tongae  is 
(I  will  i»ot  fay  as  facred  as  the  Hebrew,  or  as  learned  as  the 
Greek)  but  as  fluent  as  the  Latin^  as  courteous  as  the  Spa- 
nlfh,*s  Courtlike  as  the  Fret ;c£,and  as  amorous  as  the  Itnl>- 
tn,  as  fome  Italianated  amorous  have  confefled.  Neither 
hath  any  thing  detracted  more  from  the  dlgnitie  ok  our 
tongue,  than  our  own  affecting  offorraign  tongues,  by  ad- 
rairiflg,pr»ifing,and  fludying  them  above  meafure  :  where- 
as the  wife  Romans  thought  no  fmail  part  of  their  honour 
to  confift  in  the  honour  of  their  language,  cftecming  it  a 
diflioncur  to  anfwer  any  forrainer  in  his  own  language, 
As  for  a  long  time  the  EngUfli  placed  in  the  Borrough- 
townsof  Ireland  and  Wales,  would  admit  neither  Irifh  nor 
Welfli,  among  them. And  not  long  fincc  for  the  honour  of 
our  native  tongue,  He.iry  Fttz*-  Allen ,  Earl  of  Arundel,  in 
his  travell  into  tiah ,  and  the  Lord  William-  Howard  of  £/- 
pnghamjw  his  government  of  Caltce^ albeit  they  were  not 
ignorant  of  other  forrain  tongues,  would  anfwer  no  Gran- 
gers by  word  or  writingybutoneiy  in  Englifh.  As  in  this 
confideration  alfo  before  them  Cardinal  Wo/fey  in  his  Am- 
baffagc into  Fr.w^commandcd  all  his  fcrvants  toufe  no 
Freftch,  but  mcer  Englifh  to  the  French>  in  all  communi- 
cation whatfoever.  % 
Aj  for  the  MonofyllMes  fo  rife  in  our  tongue,  which 
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were  not  fo  originally ,  although  they  are  unfitting  for 
verfes  and  meafurcs,  yec  are  they  mort  fit  for  cxpreffing 
briefly  the  firft  conceits  of  the  mind  ,  or  Intentionalta  as 
they  call  them  in  Schools :  fo  *ar  we  can  fct  down  more 
matter  in  fewer  lines,  than  any  other  language.  Neither  do 
we  or  the  Welfh  fo  curtale  the  Latine  >  that  we  make  all 
therein  Monofiytt  ablet-,  as  Iofeph  Scal'iger  chargcth  us  *,  who  tnCatakfits. 
in  the  mean  time  forgetteth,  that  his  Frenchmen  have  put 
in  their  provifio  in  the  Edi#:  oUJ  deification  in  ihcGramma- 
tied  werrc,  that  they  might  not  pronounce  Latin  diflind- 
Iy)  and  the  Irifh  not  to  obferrc  quantitie  of  fyllables.l  can- 
not yet  but  confeffe  that  we  have  corruptly  contracted 
moft  names  both  of  men  and  places,  if  chcy  were  of  more 
than  two  fylbtbles,  and  thereby  hath  enfued  no  little  ob- 
fcuritie. 

Whereas  our  tongue  is  mixed,  it  is  no  difgrace,  when  as 
all  the  tongues  of  Europe  do  participate  interchangeably 
the  one  of  the  other,  and  in  the  learned  tongues^  there  hath 
been  like  borrowing  one  from  another.  As  the  prefene 
French  is.compofed  of  Latinfiennan^x\d  the  oldGallique, 
the  Italian  of  Latin  indGerman-Goti(h,ii\d  the  Spanijhoi 
Latincy  CfPtiJh-CJerman.znd  Arabiqueyot  Mtifiquo, Yet  it 
is  falfe  which  Ge finer  affirmeth,that  our  tongue  is  the  moft  In  Mithridate. 
mixt  and  corrupt  of  all  other.  For  if  it  may  pleafe  any  ro 
compare  but  the  Lords  Prayer  in  other  languages>  he  (hall 
find  is  few  Latine  and  borrowed,  forrain  words  in  ours , 
as  in  any  other  whatfoever .  Notwithstanding  the  di- 
verge of  Nations*  which  have  fwarmed  hither,  and 
the  practife  of  the  Normans  ,  who  as  a  monument  of 
their  Conqueft ,  would  have  yoaked  the  Englifh  under 
their  tongue,  as  they  did  under  "their  command,  by  com- 
pelling tbem  to  teach  their  children  in  Schools  nothing 
but  French,  by  fetting  down  their  laws  in  the  Norman- 
French  and  enforcing  them  moft  rigoroufly  to  pleade 
and  to  be  impleaded  in  that  tongue  onely  for  the  fpace  of 
three  hundred  years,  untiJl  -King  Edward  the  third 
enlarged  them  firft  from  that  bondage^.  Since  which 
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time,  our  language  hath  rifen  by  htde,  and  the  proverb 
proved  untrue,  which  fo  long  had  been  ufed,  Jacl^  would 
be  a  gentleman,  if  he  could Jpt.tk,  any  French. 

Herein  is  a  notable  argument, of  our  Anceftors  ftedfaft- 
nefs  in  efteeming  and  retaining  there  own  tongue.  For  as 
before  the  Conqucft  they  milked  nothing  more  in  King 
Edw.  the  Confeffor.  than  that  he  was  Frenchified,  and  ac- 
counted the  defire  of  forraine  language  then  to  be  a  fore- 
token of  the  bringing  in  of  forrain  powers,  which  indeed 
happened.  In  like  manner  afcer  the  Conqucft ,  nocwith- 
fiaiiding  thofe  enforcements  of  the  Normans  in  lupplant- 
ingit,  and  the  nature  of  men  which  is  moft  pliable  with  a 
curious  jollitie  to  faftiion  and  frame  themieives  according 
to  the  manners,  attire,  and  language  of  the  Conquerours: 
Yet  in  ail  that  Ion*  Ipacc  of  300  years,  they  intermingled 
very  few  French'  Norman  words ,  except  fome  tcrmes  of 
law,  hunting,  hawking,  and  dicing,  whea  as  we  within 
thefedo  years,have  incorporated  fo  many  Latin  and  French, 
as  the  third  part  of  our  tongue  confifteth  now  in  them.  But 
like  themfeives  continue  ftill  thofe  old  Englishmen  which 
were  planted  in  Ireland^  Fingall ,  and  the  Countreyof 
Weysford^  in  ihe  time  of  King  Henry  the.  2.  who  yet  ftill 
continue  their  antient  attire  and  tongue,  in  fo  much  that 
an  Englifti  gentleman  not  long  fince,fent  thither  in  Com- 
miffion  among  them,  faid  that  he  would  quickly  under- 
ftandthelrifh,  when  they  fpake  the  antient  Englifti.  So 
that  our  anceftors  feemed  in  part  as  jealous  of  their  native 
language,  as  thofe  Britain*  which  palTcd  hence  into  Armc- 
rica  in  France ,  and  marry'ng  ftrangc  women  there,  did  cut 
out  their  tongues,  left  their  children  fliouJd  corrupt  their 
language  with  their  mothers  tongue,  or  as  the  Cjermam^ 
which  have  moft  of  all  Nations  oppofed  themfeives  againft 
all  innovations  in  habite  and  language. 

Whereas  the  Hebrew  Rabbtnes  fay,  and  that  truly,  that 
Nature  hath  given  man  five  inftruments  for  the  pronoun- 
cing of  all  letters,  the  lips,  the  teeth,  the  tongue,  the  palate, 
-  and  throat ;  I:wiU  not  dxnie  but  fome  among  us  do  pro- 
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nouncemore  fully,  fome  flatly,  fomc  broadly,  and  no  few 
mincingly,  offending  in  defect,  excefs,  or  change  of  letters, 
which  is  rather  to  be  imputed  to  the  perfons  and  their  edu- 
cation, than  to  the  language  When  as  generally  we  pro- 
nounce by  the  confeflion  of  (hangers,  as  fwettly,  fmooth- 
ly,  and  moderatly,  a?  any  cf  the  Northern  Nations  of  the 
world,  who  arc  noted  to  fbupe  their  words  out  of  the  throat 
with  fat  and  full I  fptrirs. 

This  variety  of  pronunciation  hath  brought  in  fome  di- 
verge of  Orthographic,  and  hereupon  Sir  John  Priec,  to 
the  derogation  of  our  tongue,  and  glory  of  his  tVcljh,  repor- 
teth  that  a  fentence  fpoken  by  him  in  Snglijb^  and  penned 
outofhis  mouth  by  four  good  Secretaries,  fcverally/for 
triill  of  our  Orthography,  wasfofet  down  by  them,  that 
they  all  differed  one  from  the  other  in  many  letters  .-where- 
as fo  many  fVtljh  writing  the  fame  likewife  in  their 
tongue,  varied  not  in  any  one  letter  at  all.  Well,  I  will  not 
derogate  from  the  good  Knights  credit  5  yet  it  hath  been 
feen  where  ten  Englifh,  writing  the  fame  fentence,  have 
all  fo  concurred,  that  among  them  all  there  hath  been  no 
other  difference,  than  the  adding,  or  omitting  once  or 
twice  of  our  (ilent  S ,  in  the  end  of  fome  words.  As  for  the 
fVei{hy  I  could  never  happen  on  two  of  that  Nation  toge- 
ther, that  would  acknowledge  that  they  could  write  their 
own  language. 

Sir  Thomas  Smith  her  Ma  jeflies  Secretary  not  Jong  Rnce 
1  man  of  great  learning  and  judgement,  occafioncd  by 
fome  uncertaintie  of  our  Orthographic  ,  though  it  feem 
grounded  upon  found  Rcafe*,  and  C  uflomti  laboured  to  re- 
duce it  to  certain  heads ;  Seeing  that  whereas  of  Ncceflicy 
there  rnuft  be  fo  many  letters  in  every  tongue,  as  there  are 
fimple and fingle founds,  that  the  Latine  letters  were  not 
fufficient  to  exprefs  all  our  fimple  founds.  Therefore  he 
wiftied  that  we  fhould  have  A  fliorr,  and  A  long,  becaufe 
*  in  jpatl,  and  in  <JWin  of  horfe  hath  different  founds  ;  E 
long  as  in  CM*n  moderate,  and  e  (faort  as  in  $)etl,  and  a». 
Englifh  e  as  in  tee,  Vqzz&W ,1  lo»g,and  I  (bore  ai  in  Vh 
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?*r}and  Bi,r«/r*;  O  ftiort,ind  O  long,as  in  fmok  of  a.  wo- 
min.aad  fmokc  of  the  fire:  V  long,as  in  But,  Om,and  V 
(borc,as  in  But  Sed'  and  Y  or  y  Greele,  as  flu,  nu,  tru.  For 
confonantshc  would  have  C  be  never  ufed  bat  for  Ch,  as 
it  was  among  the  old  Engli(h,and  K  in  all  other  wordsjfor 
Th,  he  would  have  the  Saxon  letter  Theme ,  which  was  a 
D  with  a  dafli  through  the  head,  or  p  •  for  I  confonant  the 
Saxon  3,as  set,not  Jeatforleat-ftone^ay  for  jay^if  he 
were  king  of  the  A,  B,  C,(hould  be  put  to  the  horn,  and 
banifhedj  and  Ku  in  his  plact.as  Kutk^  not  qui^  KnareU 
not  Qxarel :  Z,  he  would  have  ufed  for  the  fofter  S,  or  eth, 
and  es,  as<l/^  for  dietb,  liz,  for  lies,  and  the  fame  S  inverted 
for/fc,  as  Sal  for  (hall,  fits  for  fiefh.  Thus  briefly  I  have  fet 
you  down  his  devift,  which  albeit  Sound  and  Reafon  fee- 
med  to  countenance,  yet  that  Tyrant  Cuftome  hath  b 
confronted,  that  it  will  never  be  admitted. 

If  it  be  any  glory  which  the  French  and  "Dutch  do  brag 
of,  that  many  words  in  their  tongues  do  not  differ  from  the 
Greek;,  I  can  (hew  you  as  many  in  the  E»gli(h  ;  wherof  I 
Will  give  you  a  few  for  a  tafte,  as  they  have  offered  them- 
felves  in  reading  ;  butwithalb  I  truft  you  will  not  gather 
by  confequence,  that  we  are  (Hcfcthded  from  the  (jra^lan^ 
Who  doth  not  fee  ideatitic  in  thefc  words,  as  if  the  one  dc- 
feended  from  the  other  ?

Hereby  miy  bo  feen  the  original  I  of  fome  Englifli  words, 
and  that  the  Etymology  or  reafon  whence  many  other  arc  de- 
rWed,befide  them  already  fpecificd,  may  as  well  be  found  lfi 
our  tongue,as  in  the  learned  tongues,  though  with  fome  difc. 
ficulty;for  that  herein,as  in  other  tongues5the  truth  lieth  hi*, 
den  &  is  not  ea%  found, asboth^rro  &  tfidtrt  do  acknow- 
ledge. Butaa  indifferent  maa  may  judge  that  our  ttame  of 
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the  mofl  divine  power3  God,  is  bctccr  derived  from  Good> 
the  chief  attribute  of  God,  than  Dcm  from  ®«i>3  becaufe 
God  is  to  be  feared.  So  Wtnter  from  Winde,  Sommtr  from 
the  Sonne,  Lent  horn  fpringing,  becaufe  ic  falltth  in  ths 
Springjfor  which  our  progenitours  the  Germans  uie  Gj Iwu 
The  feaft  of  Chrifts  Rifing,  £^rr,from  the  old  word  Eaft. 
which  we  now  ufe  for  the  place  of  the  nfing  of  the  Sunne, 
Say  It  as  the  Sea-haile^  Wmdor  or  Window,  as  a  door  againft 
thewiRde,  King  (torn  Co:;in£y  for  fo  our  Great-grandfa- 
thers called  them,  which  one  word  implycth  two  moft 
important  matters  in  a  Governour,  Power  ^  and  SkiU  •  and 
many  other  better  anfwering  in  found  and  fence,  than  thofc 
of  the  Latines^F  rater  quaftferl  alter  {Temp ft  as  qmfi  Yem- 
eni peftisfiaput  a  cap^e^dc",  pigfc?  q%*a  dec  enter  junftyg.  ts-0 
raquia  cor  urit ;  Peccare -.quafi '  pedam  capere. 

Dionyfius  a  Greek  coyner  of '.Etymologies  is  commended 
by  Athcnkus+m  his  fuppcrguls,  table-talkcr^or  cZ)e'pxofc- 
phift<c,  for  making  mcufc  traps  of  Adufteria :  and  verily  if 
that  be  commendable,  the  Mint*  maflers  of  our  Etymologies. 
deferve  no  lefs  commendation -  for  they  have  merrily  for- 
ged Mcny  for  CMy-honj ;  FlatUr  from  flie  at- her  Stiwell 
from  (hove-  full ;  Mayd  as  my  ayd;Maftttfe  as  Ma  fe- thief; 
Stajfe  as  Stay  ofyBeer,  Be  here;  %ymony  %ee-mony\%ttrrttpt 
a  Stayr-up)  (frc. 

This  merry  playing  with  words  too  much  ufed  by  fome, 
hath  occafioned  a  gtcat  aad  high  perfbnage,  to  fay,  that  as 
the  Italian  tongue  is  fit  for  courting  5  the  Spanijh  for  treat- 
ing \  the  French  for  traffick ;  10  the  Englijh  is  moft  fit  for 
trifling-,snd  toying. And  lb  doth  Glraldm  Cambrenfts  feem 
to  think,  when  as  in  h's  t'me  he  faith,  the  Btigtifb  and  Wetffi 
delighted  much  in  licking  the  Ietccr,and  clapping  together 
of  Agnominations.  But  now  wilt  I  conclude  this  tr  .fling 
!  dSfcourfe-with'a  true  tale  out  of  an  antiem  Hiflorian. 

Of  the  effectual  I  power  of  'word?,  great  difputes  have 
been  of  great  wits  in  all  ages;  the  Fyth.  gove.^.s  extolled 
it,  the  impioni  Jews  afcribed  all  miracles  to  a  name  which 
ws  ingravccTm  the  rcvcftiarie  of  the  Temple,  watched  by 
*o  tint*       mhrwz  ^uuiit-w  rs-rti..'     .  .ofjffi. 
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two  brazen  dogs  which  one  ftolc  avviy  and  cn Teamed  it  in 
his  thigh,  as  you  may  readc  in  Ofirsw  dc  SapiMia^nd  the 
like  \\\'<Rabbi  Htnuu  Speculation:  and  ftrange  ic  is  what  S*-» 
monicMi  S  rfniU  afcribed  to  the  word  Abradactrla^giitift 
A°ucj.  But  there  was  one  true  Englifh  word  of  as  great,  if 
nor  greater  force  than  them  all,  nowout  of  all  ufe,md  will 
be  thought  for  found  barbarous ;  but  therefore  of  more  tf- 
ficacie(as  ic  plcafech  P^yp'nr^)  indm^m^Cizlon  it  fig- 
nificthas  it  feemeth,  no  more  than  abject ,  bafe-minded, 
fa!fc-hear  ted,  coward,  or  nidget.  Yet  it  hath  levied  Armies,  vldt  Gy$  ^ 
and  fubdued  rebellious  enemies  ;  and  that  I  may  hold  you  irattunMtak 
no  longer,  it  is  Nldw£.  For  when  there  was  a  dangerous  ?arif> 
rebellion  aga'mftKmg  ff  'itliam  Rttftu,  and  Rorhcfter,C&k 
then  the moft  important  and'  ftrongeit  fort  ofchiS  Realm*,  l*U\™ 
wa$  lloutly  kept  againfl  him,  after  that  he  had  bit  prociai-  MMmsM7- 
med  that  his  fubje&s  fhould  repair  thither  to-his>  Carftpe, 
upon  no  ocher  penaltie ,  but  that  whofotver  refilled  to 
comfjfhoulci'be'fcboteda  Nd "wj  :  they  Mkim^to  him 
imm'ediatly *6tt 'iWfidMtfftcH  hiimbto,  tliat  he  h*d\m 
few  dayes  an  infinite  Annie,  and  the  Rebels  therewith 
were  fo  terrified,  that  they  forthwith  yeelded.  But  while  I 
run  on  in  thisccu'rfeof ourEnglim  tongue,rather  relpec^ing 
matter  than  words*  I  forget  that  I  may  be  charged  by  the 
minion  refiner's  of  Englifh,  neither  ro  Write  State- EngJifli, 
Court-EngUfh  ,  norSccretarie-EnglitTi ,  and  rerily  I  ac- 
knowledge it :  Sufficient  it  is  for  me,  if  I  have  waded :  hfc- 
therunto  in  the  fourth  kind,  which  is  plain  Engltflf,  Ica- 
ykg  to  fuch  as  arc  complcatc  in  all,  to  fupply  wharfoeyer 
remiineth.  "  '  '  -  •

T  were  moft  fitting  (in  rcipe&  of 
diicrecion;  that  men  fhould  firft 
weigh  matters  with  Judgement, 
and  then  encline  their  afTc&ion^ 
where  the  grcateft  reafon  fwaycth. 
But  ordinarily  it  fallcth  out  to  the 
contrary ;  for  cither  by  cuftom,  we 
firft  fettle  our  affe<ftion,and  then  af- 
terward draw  in  thofe  arguments 
to  approve  it,  which  fhould  have  foregone,  to  pert  wade  our 
felves.  This  prepoftcrous  courfe,  feeing antiquitie  from  our 
elders,  and  univerfality  of  our  neighbours  do  entitle  with  a 
f  ight,  I  hold  my  fclf the  more  freely  warranted  delirarty  not 
onely  enm  vulgo,  butalfo  cum  fay'ientibHs^  in  feeking  out 
*nth  what  commendations  I  may  attire  our  Englifh  lan- 
guage, as  StephafJHj  had  done  for  the  French,  and  divers  ci- 
thers for  theirs. 

IFivrpoims*  Locvtioii.dcfinti,  Animi  fenfusfer  voeem  cx$reffie%  On 
vtqwfrte'mM  which  ground  I  build  thefe  con fequenccs.  that  the  firft  and 
principall  point  fought  in  every  language,  is  that  we  may 
eiprefs  the  meaning  of  our  minds  aptly  each  to  other. 
\  Next  that  we  may  do  it  readily  without  great  ado.  Thea 
fully,  fo  as  others  may  throughly  conceive  us.  And  laft  of 
all  handfom  ly ,  that  thofe  to  whom  we  fpeak  may  take  plea- 
fure  in  hearing  us,  fo  as  whatfoever  tongue  will  gain  the 
faccofpctfc&ion,  rnuft  run  o»  thefe  four  wheels,  Sig- 
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mfieaKcbyEafi»tfj,CophHf»efsfind  Swcetr.tfs\  of  which 
thee  wo  formoft  import  a  necefluie  ,  the  two  Utter  a  de- 
light. Nowifl^an  prove  thai  our  En^lifh  language,  for 
all,  or  the  molt,  i  macchable,  r  not  prefcrrabic  before  any 
other  in  ufc  at  tnis  aay,  I  hope  die  aflcac  of  any  impartiall 
Reader  will  pafs  on  my  fide  .•  And  how  I  endeavour  to  per- 
formc  the  lame,  this  fliorc  labour  (hall  manifetf. 

To  begin  then  with  the  Significance ,  it  confifteth  in  Siydfemdk 
the  letters,  words,  andphrafes.    And  becaufe  the  Greek 
and  Latine  have  ever  borne  away  the  prerogative  from  all 
other  tongues,  they  (hall  ierve  as  touch  Hones  to  make  our 
triall  by. 

For  letters  we  have  K  more  than  the  Greeks  ,  K  and  Y  itU(rs% 
more  than  the  Latim,  and  W  more  than  them  both,  or  the  ' 
French,  and  Italians. 

In  thole  common  to  them  andus,  we  haye  the  ufe  of  the 
Greek  B  in  our  V,of  our  Bthey  have  none ;  fo  have  we  of 
their  A  and  ©  in  our  Th,  which  in  that  and  th  'ngs  cxpref- 
feth  both  j  but  of  our  D  they  have  none.  Likewife  their  T 
we  turn  to  another  ule  in  yedd,  than  they  can,  and  as  for 
E  G  and  I,  neither  Greeks  nor  Latines  can  make  profit  of 
them,  as  we  do  in  thefe  words,  £acht  Edge,  JoyK  True  ic  is 
that  we  in  pronouncing  the  Litine,  ufc  them  alfo  after  this 
manner  ;  but  the  fame  in  regard  of  the  ancient  and  right 
Roman  deli verie  altogether  abufively,  as  may  appear  by 
5 'calmer ,  Sir  rhombs  Smith,  Lip/rfts,  and  others. 

Now  for  the  fign  ficancic  of  words,  as  every  Indiv'.duum  midu 
is  but  one  loin  our  native  Englifh  Saxon  language,  we 
finde  many  of  them  fui  ably  exprcficd  by  words  of  one 
fyllable  :  thofe  confifling  of  more  arc  borrowed  from  o- 
thcr  Nations,  the  examples  are  infinite,  and  therefore  1  will 
omit  them  as  fufficicntly  notorious. 

Again  for  exprefftig  our  paffions,our  interje&ions  ittMf'pfiHM* 
Very  ape  and  forcible.  As  finding  our  fclves  fomcwhac  a- 
grieved,  we  crie  Ah,  if  more  deeply  Ohy  when  we  pittic 
Alas,  when  we  bemoane,  Alack*,  neither  of  them  fo  effe- 
fiiiiate  as  the  Italian  Deb  or  the  French  HeUs  •  In  dc tefli-

tiofi  WC  fay  Phy,  as  if  therewithal!  we  (houid  fpk.  Iri  at- 
tention Haa^in calling  ^boupe{iR\u\\ovfln^^ahahowr^\\ 
which  (in  my  car)  fcem  to  be  derived  from  the  very  na- 
tures of  thofcfeverall  affections. 

Grow  from  hence  to"  the  composition  of  words ,  and 
therein  car  language  hath  a  peculiar  grace,  a  like  fignifi- 
cancie,  and  morefhort  than  the  Greeks  $  for  example  in 
Afoldwarf  wecxprefs  the  nature  of  that  beaft.  In  hand- 
kercher  the  thing  and  hisufe.  In  upright  that  verme  by  a 
Metaphorc.  ItifVifedowe,  in&rD3omes-d&yi  fo  many  fen- 
tences  as  words5  and  fo  of  the  reft ,  for  I  give  oncly  a  tafte 
that  may  direct  others  to  a  fuller  cLfcrvation  of  what  ihj 
fudden  memory  cannot  reprefenr  unto  me.  It  may  pafs 
alfo  the  matters  of  this  fignificande ,  char  in  a  manner  all 
the  proper  names  of  our  people  do  import  fomcVfhafj 
which  from  a  peculiar  note  at  firft  offome  one  bf  the  pro- 
genitours  in  procefs  of  time  inveficd  it  fcJf  in  a  poffeffi- 
on  of  thepofteritie,evenas  we  fee  Jike  often  befall  to  th'ofe, 
whofe  fathers  bare  fome  uncouth  Chriftian  names.  Yet 
for  the  moft  part  we  avoyd  the  blemifli  given  by  the  Ro- 
mans, in  like  cafes,  who  dimnguifhed  the  pcrlbns  by  the 
impcrfe&ions  of  their  bodies  ,  from  whence  grew  their 
Nafones,  Labecnes,  Froxtoness  Der; tones,  and  fuch  like, 
how  ever  Macrobitu  coloured  the  fame.  Yea  fo 'lignificaiic 
are  our  words,  that  amongH  them  fundry  fingle  ones,  ferve 
toexprefs  divers  things  5  as  by  Bill  is  meant  weapon,  a 
fcroll>  and  a  birds  beake  j  by  Cjrav^  fobcr,  a  tombe,  and.tq 
carve ;  and  by-  Ligbt^  mar^,  match ,  file,  fore,  zndyray,  the 
femblable. 

Again,  fome  fentences,  in  the  fame  words  carry  a  di- 
verfe  fence,  as,  lill  defart  ground  :  fome  fignific  one  thing 
forward,  and  another  backwards  as  Fetter  I  was  no  fo,  Of 
cnfalv  I  relecf.  Some  fignifre one  fclf  thing  forward  and 
backward, as  Dtddstmd^  I  ioiy  revivir^tnd  ihisfifeiJid 
Madam  £rre.  Some  canie  a  contra rie  fence  baek^i^ijig 
that  they  did  forward,  as  /  dtdlcvell  ere  Ventre'  & 
veil  did  I.

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Some  deliver  a  contrary  fence  by  the  divers  pointing 
ascbeEpiftle  in  Doctors  fViifips  Rhetorickc,  and  many 
fuchiike,  which  a  curious  head,  Jeahrre,  and  time,  mighc 
pick  out. 

Neither  may  I  omit  the  fignificancie  of  our  provcrbes ,  Prwerfc 
concife  in  words,  but  plentifull  in  number,  briefly 
poiating  at  many  great  matters ,   and  under  the  cir- 
cuit of  a  few  fyllables  preicribing  fundry  avajleable  ca- 
veats. 

Laft]y,our  fpeechdoth  notconfiftonely  of  words,  but  Ma^hm. 
in  a  fore  even  of  deeds,  as  when  we  exprefs  a  matter  by 
Metaphors,  wherein  the  Englifh  is  very  fruitfull  and  for- 
cible. 

And  fo  much  for  the  fignificancie  of  our  language  in 
meaning. 

Now  for  his  cafinefs  in  learning,  the  fame  fhooteth Eafitefs  u  be 
out  in ro  branches.  "The 'one,  of  others  learning  our  Un-lwnez. 
guage,  the  fecondofour  learning  that  of  others.  For  the 
firit)  the  mo  ft  part  of  our  words  (  as  I  have  touched  )  are 
fyfonofyllables,  and  fo  the  fewer  in  tale,  and  the  fooncr 
reduced  to  mcmorie ,  neither  are  we  loaden  with  thofc 
declensions,  flexions,  and  variations ,  which  are  inci- 
dent to  many  other  tongues ,  but  a  few  articles  govern 
all  our  verbs  and  Nouns,  and  fo  we  readc  a  very  Chore 
Grammer. 

For  eafie  learning  of  other  languages  by  ours,  let  thefc  to  tim  ethers, 
ferve  as  proofs ,  there  are  many  flcalian  words,  which 
the  Rench  men  .cannot  pronounce;  accio  for  which 
he  faith  Afy'io :  many  of  the  French,  which  the  Italian  can 
hardly  come  away  withall ,  as  Buyllsr  ehagzjni  Poftillon : 
many  in  ours  which  neither  of  them  can  utter,  as  Hedget 
j.  ter.  So  that  a  ftrangcr,  thougn  never  fo  long  converfanc 
amongft  us  >  carrieth  evermore  a  watch -word  upon  his 
tongue  to  defcrie  him  by:  but  turn  an  Englifhman  at  any 
time  of  his  age  into  what.Coumrcy  focver,  allowing  him 
due  rcfpite>  and  you  fhali  fee  him  profit  fo  well,  that  the 
imitation  of  his  utterance  will  in  nothing  differ  from 
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the  pattern  of  that  native  language.  The  want  of  which 
towardnefs  coft  the  Ephramites  their  skins ;  neither  doth 
this  crofs  my  former  atfertion  of  others  eafie  learning  our 
language.  For  I  mean  of  the  fence  and  words,  and  not 
touching  the  pronunciation, 

,  ^jitfr-fr  But  I  muft  now  enter  into  the  large  field  of  our  torgues 
;  J  '  copioufnefs,  and  perhaps  long  wander  up  and  down  with- 
out fading  ealie  way  of  Iffue,  and  yet  leave  many  parts 
thereof  unfurveyed. 

Zotrrvini.  ^  proof  of  our  plenty  I  borrow  from  the  choice 
which  is  given  us  by  theufcof  divers  languages.  The 
ground  of  our  own  appertained  to  the  old  Saxon  ,  little 
differing  from  the  prefent  low  Dtich,  becaufe  they  more 
than  any  of  their  neighbours  have  hitherto  preierved  that 
fpeecb  from  any  great  fcrre  gn  mixture ;  here  amongft, 
the  Brittans  have  left  divers  of  their  words  interfowed,  as 
it  were,  thereby  making  a  continual!  cairn  to  their  anti- 
ent  poflcflion.  We  may  alfo  trace  the  footfieps  of  the  A*. 
nijh  bitter  (though  not  long  during)  foveraigntie  in  thefe 
parts,  and  the  Reman  alfo  imparted  unto  us  of  his  Latine 
riches  with  no  fparing  hand.  Our  neighbours  the  Frcncb9 
have  been  likcwife  contented  we  fhould  take  up  byre- 
tailcas  well  their  tearms  as  their  fafhions  :  or  rather  we 
re  ain  yet  but  feme  remnant  cf  that  which  once  here  bare 
all  the  ?way.  and  daily  renew  the  ftore.So  have  our  Italian 
travellersb  ought  us  acquainted  with  their  fweet  relifhed 
phrafes,  which  (ro  their  conditions  crept  not  in  withall) 
were  the  better  tolerable  yea,  even  we  feek  to  make  our 
good  of  our  late  Spanifh  enemie,  and  fear  as  little  the  hurt 
of  his  tongue.as  the  dint  of  hisfword.  Seeing  then  we  bor- 
row (and  that  not fliamcfully)  from  tht7)r<tcb>  the-ffr/- 
r*i»,the  R  man,  the  Daxe9  the  Fred*,  the  Italia*,  and 
Spa  iard-j  how  can  our  frock  be  other  than  exceeding 
plentifull  ?  Icmay  be  objected  that  fuch  patching  maketh 
Litt IctoHs  hotch-pot  of  our  tongue,  and  in  effect  brings  the 
fame  rather  to  a  Babcliflh  con;  uhon,  than  any  one  entire 
language.

Moreover  the  copioufnefs  of  our  language  appeareth 
in  the  diverfitieof  our  Dialeds,  for  we  have  Court  and  we 
have  Coiintrey  Englifh,  we  have  Northern,  and  Southern, 
grofs  and  ordinaric,  which  differ  each  from  other,  not  onc- 
ly  in  the  terminations,  but  alfo  in  many  words,  termes»*nd 
phrafes,  and  exprefs  the  fame  thing  in  divers  fort*,  yet  all 
write  Englifh  alikd  neither  can  any  tongue  fas  I  am  pcr- 
fwaded)  deliver  a  matter  with  more  varictic  than  ours  t 
both  plainly,and  by  proverbes  and  Metaphors :  for  exam-

The  Dutch  manlike.but  withall 
very  harft,  as  o  -e  ready  at  every  word  to  pick  a  quarrel!. 
Now  we  in  borrowing  from  t:  em,  gire  the  ftrength  of 
confonants  to  the  Italian,,  the  full  found  of  words  to  the 
French,  the  varietic  of  terminations  to  the  Spanifti ,  and 
the  mollifying  of  more  rowels,  to  thev  Dutch  ,  and  fo

AdoV  hereun- 
to, that  whacfoevcr  grace  any  oihcr  langirgc  carrieth  in 
verfc  or  proft,in  Tropes  or  Metaphors,  in  Echoes  and  Ag- 
nominations,thcy  may  all  be  lively  and  exactly  reprcfented 
in  ours  :  will  you  have  Pilots  ytlnf  read  Sir  77.*.  SrnUh. 
the  JontL\  r*  Sir  Thomas  M^ore.C  iceroes  >  Af'han.  Varro  ? 
CkAHttrJDimoftbms?  Sir  John  Chid;  (who  in  his  treatffe

The  moft  antient  Nuion  of  the  Jews  gave  the  flame  tc 
the  Ci  cumciiiontheeg'^t  day  after  thenativitie ;  the  Ro-, 
mans  to  femiles  the  fame  day.  to  males  the  p.  day ,  which 
they  called  Dies  luflrieus,  a<  it  were  the  ckanfing  day,upori 
which  day  they  folemnized  a  feaft  called  Nominaltay\vi&  isnemimt.^ 
Tert*lhAnnoiti\i)Fatafcnbsy?da  advocabantHr,  that  it, as 
I  conceive,  their  nativicie  was  let.  And  it  was  ena&ed  by 
the  Emperour  Antoninus  Pbifafophw 3that  all  Qiould  enter  cMftoGmtt 
their  childrens  names  on  record  before  Officers  thereunto 
appointed.  At  what  time  other  Nations  in  antient  times 
gave  names,  I  have  not  read:  but  fince  Chriftianitie,  moft 
Nations  for  the  time  followed  the  Jews,  celebrating  bap- 
tifm  the  eight  day  after  the  birth,  ©nely  our  Anccftours  in 
this  Realm,  untill  latter  time  bapcizrtUnd  gave  names  the 
very  birth  day  ,  or  next  day  after,  following  therein  the 
counfell  of  S.  Cyp       in  his  3.  EptfHc  A  iFlaum.  But  the 
Polonians  gave  name  in  the  feventh  year,  at  which  time  Mmt.Cmmm 
they  did  firft  cut  their  childrens  hair. 

The  firft  impofition  of  Names  was  grounded  upon  fa 
many  occafions,  as  were  hard  to  be  ipecihed  but  the  moft 
common  in  moft  ancient  times  among  all  Nations,  as  well 
as  the  Hebrew*,  was  upon  future  good  hope  conceived  by 
parents  of  their  children,  in  wh  ch  you  might  fee  their  fi.ft 
and  principall  wifhea toward  thcm.Whtreupon  S.  Ht?rcm 
faith,^ rtiva  &  qnzfi oh  vinntis  aufp  ctn  m p>  ntur  vocabu* 
la bomrwbm&  apiellattva  vtr>  nt ur  in ,  roprUficut  apud  La- 
t^nos^ViUor^  Probwg  tftw^c.  And  fuch  hopefull  luckic

{oteft  regere^  Deus  tibt  regis  nomen  'mpofu'i&ni  Co  inveftcd 
ihn  with  imperial!  robes*  In  this  Iflc  alio  at  Stlcejhr  in 
Hampftiirc/  onftanttntss  a  mditarie  man  of  ibme  reputati- 
on9in  hope  of  his  luckie  name,  and  that  he  would  prove  »• 
toother  Confront  mtss  Magnus  to  the*  good  of  the  people, 
was  by  the  Britan  Armie  proclaimed  Emperour  againft 
Honorins :  who  exploited  great  matters  in  his  own  pcrfon 
in  Ca/lsar^nd  by  his  Con  in  Spun.  So  in  former  times  the 
name  of  Antoninus  in  remembrance  of  Antoninus  Pirn , 
was  fo  amiable  among  the  -Romans,  as  he  was  fuppo&d  un- 
fit for  the  Empire,who  bare  not  that  namerMntiiL  ^**<?/z;- 
rirn  Slagabalus  with  his  fikhie  vecs  diftaincd  the  fame. 
We  reade  alfe  that  two  Ambaflidours  were  fent  out  of 
France  into  Spain,  to  King  ^iphonfe  the  ninth,to  demand 
one  of  the  daughters  that  he  begat  of  ' the  daughter  of  King 
Henry  the  fecond  of  England,  to  be  married  co  chcir.  Sove- 
aign  King  Lewes  the  eight:  one  of  thefc  Ladies  was  very 

beauti- 
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beautiful]  called  Vrrac*\i\\t  other  not  fo  beautiful!  jbac  nt* 
med  Blanche.  When  they  were  prefented  to  the  Ambaflk- 
dours,  all  men  heldit  asamatterrcfolved  that  thechoic* 
would  light  npon  Vrraca,  as  the  elder  and  fairer  :  But  th« 
Ambaffadours  cnquiringeach  of  their  names,  took  offencc 
at  Vrraca,  and  made  choicaof  the  Lady  Blanche,  faying, 
That  her  name  would  be  better  received  in  France  than 
the  other,  as  fignifying  fair  and  beautifull,  according  to  the 
Terfc  made  to  her  honour.

adion^tnd  fuccefles  of  men  to  be  according  to  their  Fate, 
Genius  and  N»me. One  alfo  wellobferveth  thatthefcfeyen 
things ^Vertuejgood  Parentage ;  Wealth,  Dignity,  or  Office, 
good  Prefence  a  good  Chnftian  name,  with  a  gracious 
Surname,  and  fecmlyartre  do  efpecially  grace  and  adorne 
a  man*  And  accordingly  faich  Panormitan  $  £x  hone  nomine 
er/tur  benaprafumptio.

For  which  refpeft  theantients  were  not  a  little  ftudious

Whereas  in  Jate  years  Surnames  have  been  given  for 
Chriflrari  names  among  us  and  bo  where  elfe  in  Chnften- 
dome ;  although  many  difl.ke  it,  for  that  great  inconveni- 
ence will  enfue  :  nevcrthelefs  it  feemeih  to  proceed  from 
hearty  good  wi I!, and  affec^ron  of  the  godfathers  to  fhew 
their  love,or  from  a  defire  to  continue  and  propapare  their 
own  name*  to  fucceedng  ages.  And  is  m  no  wife  to  be 
difliked  ,  But  rather  approved  in  thofe,  which  matching 
With  heirs  gene' all  of  worfhipfull  ancient  Smiles,  have 
given  thofe  names  to  the  r  heirs,  with  a  mindful  &  thank- 
fu I  regard  of  themas  we  ha  ve  nowfTick* (  }:g  W  o. ton 
vi!lVA™e)\B*Jfi*gbxrM  G  \C*Ak  P  Parker  \  Pe  fall 
Br  ocas  \  Tttx,-  Raul  Chunk  rla#*t9  who  are  the  heirs  of 
Picke  jug)  B.iQingbK)  ne,Grevt/ly  C  a  thorpx  &c.

-  Neither,  can  I  bekeve  a  wayward  dd  man3  which  would 
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fay,  that  the  giving  of  Surnames  for  Chriftiaft  ftames  firft 
began in  tnc  timc  °f  King  Edward  the  fixt,by  fnch  as  would 
be  Godfathers,  when  they  were  more  than  half  fathers, 
and  thereupon  would  have  pcrfwaded  fome  to  change  fuch 
names  at  the  Confirmation.  Which  (that  I  may  note  by 
the  way;  is  uiiiall  in  other  Countries,  as  we  remember  two 
fonsofKmg  Hen.  the  fecond  of  France,  chrifieucd  by  the 
names  of  A fexander  and  He-cules^  changed  them  at  their 
Confirmation  into  Henry  and  Francis.

Memorable  Is  that  which  maybe  obfeved  out  of  hifto* 
ries,how  chit  men  ofihefelf  fame  name  have  begun  and 
ended  great  States  and  Empires:  as  Cjyhs  the  Ton  of 
C .'ambyjes  began  thePerfian  Monarchy,  Cyrus  the  fon  of 
Bar/us  ruinated  the  lame.  Darius  the  Ton  of  Hijfafpes  re- 
ftored  it.  And  again,  Darius  the  fon  of  Arj am  is  utterly 
overthrew  it.  PbiUp  the  fori  of  Amintat  cfpccially  enlar- 
ged the  kingdom  of  Macedonia  ;  Philip  the  fon  of  Anti* 
gonus  wnelly  loft  che  fame.  &4uguftus  was  the  firft  efta- 
biifhed  Empeior  of  Rcme-tAuguftu!Hs  the  XtftrJConftantinus 
Mag. -m*  bo«  n  in  this  Ifle  firft  began  the  Empire  of  Con* 
flAHtiKofUt>€onfl*nttms  the  laft  left  it  to  the  Turks,  and  ut- 
terly loft  the  fame  &c. 

*  The  like  obfemtionis,  that  fome  aames  are  unfortu-^p  ^^* 
*  natc  to  Princes   As  Cains  amongft  the  Romans,  Johny  in  *' 
Franct,£»£la'  d^i\d  Scottand^nd  Henry  lately  in  France. 
See  the  Table  of  Chriftian  names. 

Such  I  ke  curious  c  bfervations  bred  the  luperftitious 
kind  of  Divination  called  Oror.ianua,  condemned  by  the 
Jsftgenerall  Counce  l,  by  which  the  Pythagorttns  Judged  Vl)wti\  c,  *l 
the  even  number  of  vowels  in  names  to  fignifie  imperfe- 
ftions  in  the  leU  fides  of  men,  and  theodde  number  in  the 
right. By  this  Ang-.iftus  the  Emperour  encouraged  himfelf, 
and  conceived  good  hope  of  victory,  when  as  the  night  be- 
fore the  fea- battel  I  at  A&i*  *»,  the  firft  man  he  met  was  a  Qfyn\n b\M, 
poor  wayfaring  man  driving  his  afs  before  him,  whoft 
name  when  he  demanded,  he  anfwered,  Eutyches,  that  is* 
Happy  wr* ;  and  that  his  afles  name  was  Nlcon^  that  is,^*- 
ttor.  In  which  place  when  he  accordingly  had  obtained 
the  viftoryjhc  builded  the  City  Nieopolt  ,  that  is.  The  citle 
ofviElory^nA  there  erefted  brafen  images  of  the  man  and  C(</,c/;^i- 
his  afs.  By  this  V  od  tt*s  King  of  the  Cjothc^  when  he  was  nus  Li}  .c.  3  f  5 
curious  to  know  the  fuccefs  of  his  wars  againft  the  Ro^ 
mMnsttm  Onomantieall,  or  Namt-ivifaw^tvi  willed  him  to 
fliut  up  a  number  df  fwine  in  tittle  hog-fties ,  and  to  give 
fome  of  them  Roman  names  to  other  Gotiflb  names ,  with 
feTCrall  marks,  and  there  to  leave  them  to  a  certain  day;

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Ac  the  day  appointed,  the  K  ng  with  the  Jew  repaired  to 
the  hog-fties,  where  they  fcu->d  them  cneiy  dead  to  whom 
chey  had  given  theGotifh  names,  and  thoic  alive  to  whom 
they  had  g*ven  the  Roman  names,  butyetwuh  che'r  brif- 
fels  more  ihan  half  fhed.

TfitUui  4  H'ft.  fian  YVaS  encouraged  to  take  upon  him  the  Empire,  when 
coming  to  the  Temple  of  Ser.if^  zl  Alexandria,  and  being 
there  aloue  at  his  devotion,  he  fuddenly  faw  in  a  v£on3onc 
Jfrafiltdts,  a  Nob'eman  of  ey£j  ]pt>  who  was  then  fourlcorc 
miles  off.  Upon  which  name  of  Bjfu.des  derived  from  Ba- 
/ileus,  Signifying  a  King,  he  affured  bimfcLof  royalne,  and 
theEmpice  which  he  then  ccmplot ted  for.   As  concerning 
this  On  m.v,:t'a  a  German  lately  let  for  ha  Table,  which  I 
wifa  had  been  iuppreffed,  for  that  ihe  dev  il  by  fucb  vani- 
ties, doth  abule  the  crcduiitieof  ycuth  to  greater  matters, 
and  fomeiimes  to  their  own  detf ructions.

Or  how  the amorou>  Romans  ki&d  the  C*jp 
with  a  health  fo  often  at  their  meetings,  as  there  were  let- 
ter* in  their  M  firefs  names,  acc<  rdirg  to  that  of  merrie 
Mart of  ms  two  wenches,  Nsey  a  which  had  fix  letters, 
and  JnftmA  that  had  ieven  in  her  name.

ted bee  a  ufe  as  Porp'ojrtt  notethr  Barbarous  names  (as  he 
termeth  themjwere  very  empharicall  &  very  fiiort.

Thcfe  Englifh- Saxon,  German  and  other  names  may  be 
thcughc  as  faire  ,  and  as  fie  for  men  and  women  ,  as  chofe 
moli  uluall  Prdnomina  among  the  Romans;  Aultufox  that 
he  was  ncurifhed  of  the  gods;  Lucius  for  him  that  was 
born  in  t he  dawning  of  the  day  ;  Marcos  for  him  that  was 
borne  in  March;  Manius  for  him  that  was  born  in  the  mor- 
ning, Cncus  for  him  that  had  a  wart ;  Servius  for  him  thac 
was  borne  a  (lave  ;  Quintiitu  for  him  that  was  fife  born  , 
&c«  And  our  womens  names  more  gratious  than  their  %u- 
ttlia  ,  that  is,  Red-head  ;  Cafilia  ,  thati«,  Grey-eyed,  and 
£ata  the  moft  common  name  of  all  among  them  Cfignify- 
ing  Joy  :  )  for  that  CaiaCcfiha  the  wife  of  King  Tarqui- 
xim  Prtfcus  was  the  b:ft  diftaffc»wifc  andfpinfter  among 
them. 

Neither  do  I  think  in  this  comparifon  of  names ,  that 
any  will  prove  like  the  Gentleman,  who  diftafting  our 
names ,  preferred  King  Arthur's  age  before  ours ,  for  the 
gallant ,  brave ,  and  ftately  names  then  ufed ;  as  fir  Orfon  ; 
fir  Tor  ;  fir  -Quadriga*  ;  fir  Dinadan ;  fir  Launcelot ,  (fre. 
which  ca  me  out  of  that  forge,out  of  the  which  the  Spaniards 
forged  the  haughty  and  lofty  name  Traquitantos  for  his 
Giant  *  which  he  lo  highly  admired  ,  when  he  had  ftudicd 
many  dayes  and  odde  hourcs,before  he  could  hammer  out  a 
name  fo  conformable  to  fucha  perfon,a$  he  in  imagination 
then  conceited.

U.-names  given  for  d,fference  of  families,and 
continued  as  hereditary  in  families  ,  were 
ufed  in  no  nation  anciently,  but  among  the 
Romans  -  and  that  sfier  the  league  of  unicn 
with  the  Sabine s  :  for  the  confirmation 
whereof,  it  was  covenanted,  that  the  3^- 
mans  fhould  prefixe  Sabine  names  before  their  own  ,  and 
likewite  the  Sabines%oman  names. Ar  which  time  Romultu 
took  the  Sabine  name  of  Quirinus,  becauie  he  ufed  co  carrie 
a  Jpeare,  which  the  Sabines  called  Quiris.  Thefe  afterward 
were  called  Nomina  Gentilitia^nACognomina*  as  the  for* 
mer  were  called  Pr&nomina.  The  French  and  we  termed 
them  Surnames,  not  becaufe  they  are  names  of  the  Sire,  or 
the  father  ,  but  becaufe  they  are  fuper- added  to  Chriftiaiv 
names  ,  as  the  Spaniards  call  them  Renombres  ,  as  Rc~ 
names. 

The  Hebrews  keeping  memorie  of  their  Tribe  ,  ufed  in 
their  Genealogies  in  ftead  of  Surnames  ,  the  name  of  their 
father  with  Ben,  that  is,  Sod,  as  Melchi  Ben-Addi  •  A  Mi 
Ben-Cofam  ;  fifom  Ben  Elmadam  ,  &t.  So  the  Grecians* 
rjtfP©*  t5  HgiJhM ,  I  earns  the  fon  of  Dedalm  ;  Dedalns  the  fon 
of  Eufalmtu  ;  Enpalmus  the  fon  of  Metior.* 

The  like  was  ufed  among  our  a.nccftors  the  Englifh,  as 
CeonredyCeolwalding^eoldi^aldCuthin^CuthtCuthviiiningi. 
that  ]s9Cconred  fon  of  Ceolivald;  Ceclvoald  fon  of  CuthjCmb 
lib*  frhHii  fon  of  Cuthrvin,  &c.  And  to  this  is  obferved  by  Wtlliam  of 
Malmeiburie^  where  he  noteth  that  the  fon  of  Esdgar  was 
cMtd  Eadgaring,  and  the  fon  of  Edmund,  Edmundwg. 
The  Britans  in  the  fame  fence  with  Ap  for  M*b\  as  Ap 
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Owen;  Owen  Ap  Harry;Harry  Ap  Rhefe,  as  the  Irifh  With 
their  Mac ;  as  Donald  Mac  Neale;  Neale  Mac  Con ;  Con 
Mac  Dermott  ,  drc.  And  the  old  Normans  with  Fitz,  for 
■F//*,,  as  John  Fit  z,- Robert j  Robert  Fitz,  Richard;  Richard 
FitiL-Raph  &c.  The  Arabians  only  as  one  learned  noteth  ,  ScAl,decauJtt 
ufed  their  fathers  names  without  their  own  forename  ,  as  lin& 
Avon-? ace  ;  Aven»Roi*  ;  Aven  Zotr ,  that  is  the  Ion  of 
Face ,  Ron,  zndZoar  ;  As  if  Face  had  a  ion  at  his  circum- 
cifion  named  Hdly,  he  would  be  called  Aven  T^c^concea- 
\moHafy  ;  but  his  fon,  howfoevcr  he  were  named ,  would 
be  called  t/iven-Haly  9&c.  So  Surnames  pafling  from  fa- 
ther to  fon,and  continuing  to  their  iflliei  was  not  ancient* 
ly  in  ufc  among  any  people  in  the  world. 

Yet  to  thele  fingle  Names  were  acjoyned  oftentimes  o* 
ther  names ,  as  Cognomina  ,  or  Scbriquetts  ^  as  the  French 
call  themjand  By-namcSjOr  N;ck-names,as we  terme  them, 
if  that  word  be  indifferent  to  good  and  bad,  which  ftiil  did 
die  with  thebcarer,and  nrver  defcended  to  pofterity.  That 
we  may  notexemplifie  in  other  nations  (  which  would  af- 
ford great  plenty,)  but  in  our  own  ;  King  Eadgar  was  cal- 
led the  Peacable;king£fWr^  the  Unready;  KingEdmund 
for  his  Valour»/r0«-/W*;King  Harold  the  H;  re-footejiWr/c' 
the  Streonaythnt  is,thc  Getter  or  Sztc'mcr 3Stward  the  Dege- 
ra,  that  is ,  the  Valiant ;  King  William  the  firft,  Baftard; 
King  mlliam  thefecond  Roufe,thzt  is,the  Red; King  Henry 
the  firft  BeaucUrfatbzt  is,Fme  Scholler :  fo  in  the  houfe  of 
ji*W,n\nch  obtained  the  Crown  of  England ;  Geffrey  the 
firft  Earl  of  Anjon  was  furnamed  Cjrtfogonel,  that  is  Grey- 
cloake  ;  Fulco  his  fon  Nerra  ,  his  grand-child  %echin ,  for 
his  extortion.  Againe,  his  grand-child  Plantagenet,  for  that 
he  v?arc  commonly  a  broome-ftalke  in  his  bonnet.  His  fori 
Henry  the  fecond,  King  of  England .Fit^EmprefejDcctuCc 
his  mother  was  EmpreiTe;  his  fon  King  Richardhzd  for  fur- 
name  Cocur  de  Lion,  for  his  Lion-like  courage,as  John  was 
called  Sans-terre  that  is,  Without  land  :  So  that  whereas 
thefe  names  were  never  taken  up  by  the  fon  ,  I  know  not 
why  any  fhould  think  PUrtagenet  to  be  the  furnamc  of

the  Royall  Houfc  of  England  ,  albeit  in  late  year*  many 
have  fo  accounted  it.  Neither  is  it  leflc  ftrange,  why  fo  ma- 
ny fliould  thinke  Theodore  or  Tydnrt  as  they  contract  it,  to 
be  the  furname  of  the  Princes  of  this  Rea'  me  (ince  King 
Henry  the  feventh  :  For  albeit  Owen  ap  Meredith  Tydur  , 
which  married  Katherine  the  daughter  of  C  harles  the  fix-t 
King  of  France^zs  grard'ather  to  King  Henry  the  feventh, 
yet  that  Tjdur  or  Theodore  was  but  the  Ghriftian  name  of 
Owens  grandfather.  For  Owens  father  was  Aderednh  ap  Ty- 
dur  ,  ap  Grono  ,  ap  lydur,  who  all  without  Surnames  itera- 
ted Chriftian  names,  after  the  old  manner  of  the  Britaines, 
and  other  nations  heretofore  noted,  and  fo  lineally  deduced 
his  pedegree  from  Cadwalladsr  Kmgof  the  Britans  ,  as  was 
found  by  Commiffion  directed  to  Griffin  ap  Lnvellin-Gitten 
Owen  ,  John  King^nd  other  learned  men  both  Englifli  and 
Welch  in  the  feventh  year  of  the  faid  King  Henry  the 
feventh. 

Like  wife  in  the  line  Royall  of  Scotland,  tJMilcolme ,  or 
t^Malcome  wasfurnamed  C*»w*r*,thas  is,Great  heac!;iud 
his  brother  Donald,  Ban,  that  is  ,  white  Alexander  the 
firft  ,  the  Proud,  ^Malcolme  the  fourth,  the  Virgin,  Willtcrfr 
his  brother  the  Lion.  As  amongft  the  Princes  of  Wales  , 
Brochvail Sch'ttrauc  ,  that  is,  Gaggtothed ;  GuriffdBa'mb- 
?r»r  £,tharis/*padc-beard€d,2;//W*r Qoforvaur ,tbat  is,  H§li+ 
idor  the  Great  houfe- keeper  ;  and  fo  in  Ireland  ,  Murogh 
Duff,  that  is,  Blacke  :  Roo  ,  thatis,  Red  :  Nem&liah  ,  that? 
is  full  of  wounds  :  Ban,  thatis,  white  :  Gnneloc^Yat  is, Fit- 
ters xReogh  Brown;  cJMev/^.Bald. 

To  feck  therefore  the  ancient  Surnames  of  the  Royall  , 
and  moil  ancient  families  of  Europe  ,  is  to  fcek  that  wh  ch 
never  was.  And  therefore  greatly  are  they  deceived  which 
thinke  Kaloys  to  have  been  the  furname  of  the  late  French 
Ktngsjor  Borhon  of  this  prefent  K'.ng,or  Hak<burg,ox 
flriac  of  the  Spanifli  Kingjor  Steward  of  the  late  Kings  of 
of  Scotland^  now  of  Brttaine^ox  Oldenburg  of  the  D-inifh;- 
For  (  as  all  know  that  have  but  lipped  of  Hiftories  )  Valoys 
*vas  but  the  Appenage  and  Earlcdome  ef  Charles  yonger 
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fon  to  Vhil  f,  the  fecond,  from  whom  the  lite  Kings  defcen- 
ded :  fo  Botbun  was  the  inheritance  of  Robert  a  yongcr  fon 
te  S.  Lewes  ,  of  whom  this  K;ng  is  defcended  :  Habiburg 
and  Jvftfia  were  but  the  old  poflcflions  of  the  Empcrours 
and  Spanifli  Kings  progenitors.  Steward  was  but  the  name 
or" office  to  Walter,  who  was  high  Steward  of  Scot/and  ,  the 
progenitor  of  Robert  fiitt  King  of  Scots  of  that  family ,  and 
of  the  King  cur  Suveraign.  And  Oldenburg  was  but  the 
Eirldom  of  Chriftiau  the  fiill  Dantjh  King  of  this  family  , 
elected  about  1448.  But  yet  Plant  agenet,  Steward,  Valo is, 
Betbon  ,  Habsburg  ,  &c.  by  pieicription  of  time  hive  pre- 
vailed io  far,  as  they  are  now  accounted  furnames.  But  for 
furnames  of  Princes  ,  welifaid  the  learned  (^[erctu  Salon  Taurine utf* 
de  Pace,  Reges  cogr.omtne  non  utuntur  ,  eorum  ccgnominafiituUBnes* 
n^n  fuiat  necejfaria  yprout  in  alt  is  inferiortbw  ,  quorum  ip£a 
eogneminaagnationum  ac  faniiliarum  memoriam  tut  ant  nr. 

About  the  year  of  our  Lord  ioco.  (that  we  may  not  mi- 
ntite  out  the  time)  furnames  began  to  be  taken  up  in  France, 
as  may  feemby  this  fpeciali  inttance.  *  Theodoret  Roy  de  la  l^.ccJe^  ^es 
France  Orient  ale  ,  ajfewbler  grojfe  4rmce  four  pajfir  en  la  ^".j^jyj^ 
Greece,  cjr  uf-jues  a  Conflanttnople,  mener guerre  a  I*  Emfe-  p.  2/0; 
reur  J:iftinian,nayAnt  autre  querelle  a  luy  que  d;  ce,quentre 
[es  autre s  t  Hires  far  [es  Chartres ,  &c.  il  met  fit  celuy  de  J 
France  ,  felon  Cancienne  facon  des  Romains  ,  qui  frenoient  J 
pour  fe  honor er  let  furnoms  des  nations  &  feufjes  qutlsa- 
voient  vaincus  ou [oubmu  ,  efrc.  But  not  in  England  till  a- 
bout  the  time  of  the  Conquert ,  or  elfca  very  little  before  , 
under  Kng  Edward  the  Confeflour ,  who  was  all  Frenchi- 
fied. And  to  this  time  do  the  Scottish  men  alfo  rcferre  thefJM  Milcn- 
antiquity  of  their  furnames  ,  although  Buchanan  fuppofed  lumbt. 
that  they  were  not  in  ule  in  Scotland  many  years  after. 

Yet  \n  England  certain  it  is,  that  as  the  better  fort  ,  even 
from  the  Conqutft  by  little  and  little  took  furnames  ,  fo 
they  were  not fetled  among  the  common  people  fully,untill 
about  the  time  of  King  Edward  the  fecond  ;  but  ftill  varied 
according  to  the  fathers  name ,  as  Richardson  ,  if  his  father 
were  Richard ;  Hcdgefon  ,  if  .his  father  were-^^r  ,or  in 
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Tome  other  refpeft  5  and  from  thenceforth  began  to  be  efta« 
bli died, (fome  fay  by  ftatute,)  in  their  pofteritie. 

Perhaps  this  may  feem  ftrange  to  fome  Englifhmen  and 
Scottifhmen,who  like  the  Arcadians  think  their  lurnames  as 
antient  as  the  Moon  ,  or  at  the  leaft  to  reach  many  an  age 
beyond  the  conqueft.  But  they  which  thinke  k  meft  ftrange 
(Ifpeak  under  correction,)  I  doubt  they  will  hardly  find 
any  furname,which  defcended  to  pofterity  before  that  time: 
Neither  have  they  feene(I  fear)any  deed  or  donation  before 
the  Conqueft,  but  fubfigned  with  croffes  and  fingle  names, 
without  furnamesin  this  manner  in  England^Ego  Eadrc- 
ius  confirm  avi.  -j-  Ego  Edmundns corrobotAVi^  Ego  SigA- 
ritis  conc\Hfi+\  Ego  Olffianus  confolidavi,  ere.  Likewife 
for  Scotland  ,  in  an  old  book  of  Darefme  in  the  Charter  , 
whereby  EdgAre  fon  of  King  i^Malcolmc  gave  lands  neer 
Coldingham  to  that  Church,  in  theyear  1097. the  Scottifh 
Noblemen  witneffes  thereunto,  had  no  other  furnames  than 
the  Chnftian  names  of  their  fathers :  For  thus  they  figned, 
S-\-*Gtilfi filii  Merit  am^SA  Calvtrti  filii  Donecani^S-^-  Ola* 
vi  filii  Oghe,  &c.  As  for  my  felf,I  never  hitherto  found  a- 
ny  hereditary  furname  before  the  Conqueft,  neither  any 
that  I  know :  and  yet  both  I  my  felf  and  divers,  whom  I 
know  ,  have  pored  and  prfbd  upon  many  an  old  Record 
and  Evidence  tofatisfie  our  fclves  herein  :  and  for  my  pare 
I  will  acknowledge  my  felf  greatly  indebted  to  them  that 
will  clear  this  doubt. 

But  about  the  time  of  the  Conqueft  ,  I  obferved  the  ve- 
ry primary  beginning,  as  it  were  of  many  furnames ,  which 
are  thought  very  ancient,  when  as  it  may  be  proved  that 
their  very  lineall  Progenitors  bare  other  names  within  thefe 
fix  hundred  yeares.  Mortimer  and  Warren  are  accounted 
names  of  great  antiquitie  ,  yet  the  father  of  the  firft  Roger 
furnamed  deCMortimer^ms  Walterus  de  SanEh  ^Martina, 
which  Walter  was  brother  to  William,who  had  a/Turned  the 
firname  de  VVAYrena£\z  that  firft  took  the  firname  of  Mou* 
bray  (a  familievery  eminent  and  nobJe)  was  Rover  fon  of 
'Nigel  de  Albani  $  which  N-gel  was  brother  to  Vftlliam  de 
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j4lb**ii  progenitor  to  the  ancient  Earles  of  tArundfll.  He 
(hat  firft  took  the  name  of  Clifford  from  his  habitation ,  was 
the  ion  of  Richard  Jon  of  a  noble  Norman,who  had 

n b  other  name.  The  firft  Lumley  was  Jon  of  an  ancient 
Engl ifh man  called  Lirvulph.  The  firft  Giffard ,  from  whom  L.,Devmtmen 
they  oif  Buckingham  ,  the  iord$  of  iWimes field  ,  and  others  Gttmtiitnfn 
defcewW. ,  *  s  lie  (on  of  a  Norman  called  Osbert  de  Bole- 
btc.  T.  <  ft  it  Vfindfar ,  dclcended  from  Walter  the  fon  of 
Ot herns  Cjie'Jan  of  Vjfindfw. The  firft  who  took  the  name 
of  Shirley  ,  was  the  Sen  of  Sewall  defcended  from  Fulcher 
without  any  orhername.  The  firft  Nevill,(oi  them  which 
are  now)  from  Hubert  the  fon  ci^Maldred^  branch  of  an 
old  Enghfh  familie,  who  married  Ifcbd  the  daughter  and 
heir  of  the  Nevils^  which  came  out  of  l^ormaxdy.  The  firft 
Love/came  from  Gonelde  Percevall ,  The  firft  CMontacute 
was  the  fon  of  Drejro  Juvenis  ,  as  it  is  in  Record.  The  fiift 
Stanley  of  the  now  Eirls  of  Derby,  was  likewife  fon  to 
dam  de  j4ldeleigh,ox  Dudley ,  as  it  is  in  the  old  Pedegree  in 
the  Eagle  tower  of  Latham.  And  to  omit  others,  the  firft 
that  took  the  nanje  of  de  Burgo  ,  or  BurJ^in  Ireland,  was 
the  fon  of  an  Englifhman  called  William  Fitz,  Aldelme ; 
as  the  firft  of  the  Giraldines  alfo  in  that  Couritrey  was  the  Xeeor.  regit 
fon  of  an  Englifhman  called  Girald  of  fVtndfor.  In  many  Hiberni*. 
more  cold  lexemplifie,  which  fhortly  after  the  conqueft  Gria^ 
took  theie  furnames,  when  either  their  fathers  had  none  at  cwbwfis,  " 
all,  or  elfe  moft  different,  whatfoever  ibme  of  their  pofterity 
do  overween  of  the  antiquity  of  their  names ,  as  though  in 
the  continuall  mutability  of  the  world,  converfion  of  nates, 
and  ratall  periods  of  Families  ,  five  hundred  years  were  not- 
fufficicnt  anttquitie  for  a  Family  or  name,  when  as  but  ve- 
ry few  have  reached  thereunto. 

In  that  authenticall  Record  of  the  Exchequer  called 
Domefday,  furnames  are  firft  found,  brought  in  then  by  the 
Normans ,  who  not  long  before  firft  took  them  :  but  moft 
noted  with  D*,fuch  a  piace,as  Godefridus  de  ManneviU^A.. 
de  Grey;  Salterns  de  Vernon  .Robert  de  0/i),now  Deyfy}Al* 
bcnuHs  de  rere^adulfhns  de  Forney 'eyfiofcelixhs  de  Qive* 

Robert** 
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RobertusdeBufiefittilielmiu  de  Mciun\Rtde  Braiofe-^Roge* 
rus  de  Lacy;  G ijltbert us  disenables ;  or  with  Ftlius^s  Ra- 
nftlpbfis  filius  vlfck/phi,  GailielmHs  fUptsOsberni9  Rfchar~ 
dus  filtusGiJlebcrti;  er  eife  with  the  name  of  their  office,  a?

VideTolitifi-  gut  fhortly  afccr  f  as  the  Romans  of  better  fort  had  three 
nam^xMfcclU  names  according  to  that  of  Juvenal  >  Tanquam  habeas  trU 
up,  3  a.  nemittA,  and  that  of  AtifcnihsSIria  nomina  nobtliornmiSo  ic 
fcemed  a  difgrace  for  a  Gentleman  to  have  but  one  tingle 
name,asthe  meaner  fort ,  and  baftards  had.  For  the  daugh- 
ter and  heir  ofFitz,  Humom  great  Lord,  (as  Robert  ofG/o- 
cefttr  in  the  Librarie  of  the  induftrious  Antiquary  Mafter 
John  Stow  writeth,)  when  King  Henry  the  firft  would  have 
married  her  to  his  bafe  fon  %obert ,  fhe  firft  iefufing  an- 
fweredj

Whereupon  the  King- his  father  gave  him  the  name  of 
Fitz,  %py9  who  after  was  Earl  of  Qlocefier^  and  the  onely 
V^orthy  of  his  age  in  England. 

To  reduce  furnames  to  a  Methode,is  matter  for  a  %£Lmifi, 
who  fhould  haply  finde  it  to  be  a  fyf:cofmie  :  I  will  plain* 
ly  fet  down  from  whence  the  moft  have  been  deduced  ,  as 
far  as  I  can  ©onceive,  hoping  to  incurre  no  offence  herein 
with  any  perfon,  when  I  pvoteft  in  all  iinccritie,  that  Ipur- 
pofc  nothing  lefle  than  to  wrong  any  whofoever.  The  end 
of  thisfcribling  labour  tending  onely  to  mainiain  the  ho- 
nour of  our  names  agamft  fome  Italianaccd,  who  admiring 
ftrange  names,  do  dildainfully  contemn  their  own  country 
names,which  I  doubt  not  but  I  (hall  effetf  with  the  learned 
and  judicious,  to  whom  I  fubmic  all  that  I  (hall  write.

.places  bare  thofe  very  names  ,  before  any  men  did  their 
Surnames.  Yea,  the  very  terminations  of  the  names  are  fuch

.  ruinations  which  I- lately  fpecified.  Who  would  fuppofe 
Htll,  WoodyField,  Ford, Ditffa  Poole,  Pond^Tovpr^xTon, 
and  fuch  like  terminations,  to  be  convenient  for  men  to 

;  beare  their  names ,  unleffe  they  could  alio  dream  Hills, 
Woods,  Fields,  Fords,  Ponds,  Pounds ,  &c.  to  have  been 
metamorphofed  into  men  by  fome  fupernaturall  transfor- 
mation.

a  s  Sdnvardflon, .  Alfr ed flon.Vbsjord^ Malm e sbary >corru  p  tl  y, 
for  Mai dxlph story.  But  thefe  names  were  from  fore* names 
or  Chriftian  names  ,  and  not  from  Surnames.  For  Ingul- 
t£*  49**»  f^us  P^ne^y  ^he^cth  >  that  Wtbnrton  $  and  Lfffrington- 
Trerc  fo  named,  becaufe  two  KnightSj  Wiburt  %zrid.Leofrrc 
there  fometimes  inhabited.  But  if  any  (hould  affirrrfe  that 
the  Gentlemen  named  Leffrington  >Wtburton  9_  Lancafter9 
or Leicefier9tBoJfevilIyor  Shordich%  gave  the  names  to  the 
places  fo  named,  I  would  humb'y,  wichout  pn  j^dce ,  crave 
refpite  for  a  further  day  before  I  belecved  them.  And  to  fay 
as  I  thinke^verily  when  they  (hall  better  acivtfe  themfefvc 
andmarke  well  the  terminations  df  thefe,  and  fuch  like  Lo- 
call  names,  they  will  not  prcfle  me  over  eagerly  herein. 

Notwithftandingj-certain  it  is  that  Surnames  of  families

Neither  do  I  deny  but 
fome  among  us  in  former  time,  as  well  as  now,dreamingof

Whereas  fince  the  time  of  King  Henry  the  third  the 
Princes  children  took  names  from  their  natall  places  »  as 
Edward  of  Carnarvon,  7  horn  as  of  Brotberton,  Jeaneof  A" 
ires,  EJlmnnd  of  kVoodjtocke;  and  John  of  Gaunt,  (who  na- 
med his  children  by  Cath.  Swinford,  Beaufort  of  a  place  in 
France  belonging  to  the  Houfe  of  Lancafter,)  it  is  nothing 
to  our  purpofc,  to  make  further  mention  of  them  ,  when  as 
they  never  defceuded  co  their  potteritie.

Upon  fuo  like  occafiens  names  were  given  among  the 
Romans,as  TremelUus  was  called  Scrofha  or  Sow,becaufe  MaCrobittS, 
vvhcnhe.had  hid  his  neighbours  Sow  under  a  padde,  and 
commanded  his  wife  to  lie  down  thereon  •,  he  fvvare  when 
the  owner  came  in  to  feekthe  Sow,  that  he  had  no  Sow 
but  the  great  Sow  that  lay  there,  pointing  to  the  padde, 
and  the  Sow  his  wife.  So  one  Cornelius  was  fur  named  A*

monger  as  his  Father  was,wben  lie  would  have  made  him 
a  SchoIIar,  was  nam^d  Pert  max.  So  the  Father  or  Salens 
the  Emperour,  who  was  Camp-tnafter  here  in  Britatne, 
for  his  faft  holding  1  rope  in  lis  youth  ,w4eh  ten  foddiers 
could  not  pluck  from  him,  was  caL'ed  Funarws.  About

Uws%Tavtrne,  Tree,  &e.  And  I  have  heard  of  a  confort  ia

It  mi°ht  be  here  quefhoned  ,  whether  thefe  furnames 
were  alTumcd  and  taken  at  the  firft  by  the  pertons  thrm- 
felves,  or  impofed  and  given  unto  them  by  others.  I:  may 
afwcilfeeme  that  the  locall  names  of  perfens  were  paruy 
taken  up  by  themfelvcs ,  if  they  were  owners  of  the  place, 
as  givjn  by  the  people,  who  have  the  foveraignty  of  words 
and  names  as  they  did  in  the  Nick-names  before  Surnames 
were  in  ute.  For  who  wculd  have  named  himfelf  Peace- 
able %V^ready  ,  Withoiu-Lwd,  Beauclear^  Sirongboxv  , 
Cjagtooth  ,  PUnch-main  ,  Bojfue  9  i.  Crook-back  ,  but  the 
concurrent  voyce  of  the  people  ?  as  the  woman  neighbours 
gave  ike  name  to  Obed  in  the  bock  of  Ruth  ;  and  likewife 
in  Surnames.  In  thefe  prct:y  names,  as  I  may  terme  them, 
from  floures  ,  fifties  ,  birds  ,  habirudes ,  &c.  it  rn^y  be 
thought  that  they  came  from  Nudes  in  former  times  here, 
as  very  many, or  rather  molt  in  Ireland  and  W/des  do  at  this 
prefenr.  Thefe  Nick-names  of  one  fyllable  tamed  to  Sur- 
names ,  as  Dicks ,  Nickj  ,  I  oms  ,  Hobbs  ,  &c.  may  alfo 
feem  to^proceed  from  Nurles  to  their  Nursings  ;  or  from 
fathers  and  mafters  to  :heir  boys  and  fervams.  For,  as  ac- 
cording to  the  old  proveibe  ,  Omnis  herus  ftrvo  Mcnofylla* 
bus ,  inrcfpec-1  of  their  fhort commands  :  io,Omnis  fcrvus' 
hero  MonofylLibus  3  in  relpe&  of  the  curtailing  their  names, 
aSW/'A  Sim,  Hodge,  &c.  Neither  is  it  im?robable,but  that 
many  names  ,  that  ieeme  unfitting  for  men  ,  as  of  brutifh 
bcafts ,  Sec  came  from  the  very  frgnes  of  the  heufes  where 
they  inhabited ;  for  I  have  heard  of  them  which  laid  they 
fpake  of  knowledge,  that  fome  in  lace  time  dwelling  at  the 
figne  of  the  Dolphin,  Bull , •  Whre-horfc  , -Racket,  Pea- 
cock ,  Sec  were  commonly  ca  led  Thomas  at  the  DAphin , 
Will  at  the  Bull  ,*  George  at  the  H'hite-hoyfe  ,  %obin  at 
the  %acket ,  which  names  as  miny  others  of  like  fort, 
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with  omitting  *At ,  became  afterward  heredkarie  to  their 
children. 

Hereby  fome  infight  may  be  had  in  the  original!  of  Sur- 
names, yet  it  is  a  matter  of  great  difficulcie,  to  bring  them 
all  co  certain  heads ,  when  as  our  language  is  fo  greatly  al- 
tered,fo  many  new  names  daily  brought  in  by  aliens ,  as 
French  ,  Scots*  Irifb*  Welfh,  Dutch,  &c.  and  fo  many  old 
noxds  worne  out  of  ufe.  I  meanenot  onefy  in  the  old  En- 
gliflt ,  but  alfo  the  late  Norman  r  for  who  knoweth  now 
what  thefc  names  were,  Giffard,BaJfeti  G^mn,%iaUefMo* 
ward,  P 'ever ell ',P  agave  I,  or  P }aj hcl'}Tailfoife , Talbot ,Lovet , 
Pavcevolt, Ttrre  11,(2  c.  which  are  nothing  leffe  than  lccalJ 
and  certainly  fignificative,  for  they  are  never  noted  ,  as  \ 
faid  before  ,  in  old  evidences  with  De  ,  as  locall  names  , 
but  alwayesabfoIutely,as^G'/jfWr./?.^j?^ias  Chrifhan 
names  are, when  they  are  made  Surnames  •  and  yet  I  will 
not  affirme,thacall  thefe  here  mentioned  were  at  any  time. 
Chriftian  names*  although  doubtleffe  fome  were. 

For  we  know  the  fignifications  of  fome  of  them;as  Mai- 
/tf,anHammer,  Bigot,  a  Norman ,  or  fupeiflitious ;  Taile- 
fficotlut.       fou9u  CntwoodiLovet,  Little  Woolfe  $  and  B*j[et  (as  fome 
thinke)  Fat  \  Gifard  is  by  fome  interpreted  Liberal] ;  and 
Howard  High  Warden ,  or  Guardian  (as  it  feemc  than  .of-- 
per-  fiCCout  0f  ufe)  when  as  Heoheorg  fignified  in  old  Englifli 
High  defence  ,  and  Heoh-fader  Patriarch  or  High  father 
Certain  it  is ,  that  the  firtt  of  that  right  Noble  family  who 
tvas  known  by  the  name  of  Howard,  was  the  fon  of 
William  dc  fVtgenhaH  >  as  the  honourable  Lord  Wtlliam 
Howard  of  Naworth ,  third  fon  to  Thorn  at  late  Duke 
of  Norfolk  ^n  efpeciall  fearcherof  Antiquities,wbo  equal- 
leth  his  high  parentage  with  his  venues  *  hath  lately,  dif- 
+  \  covered. 

Change  of        And  as  to  find  out  the  true  originall  of  Surnames/is  full  of 
names,         difficulty,  fo  it  is  not  esfie  to  fearch  all  the  caufesof  altera- 
tions of  Surnames >  wheh  in  former  ages  have  been  very 
common  among  us,  and  hive  fo  inrricaced  ,  or  rather  ,  ob- 
jured the  truth  of  our  Pcdegrees  >  that  it  will  be  no 
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Httlc  labour  to  deduce  many  of  them  truly  from  the  Con- 
quctt  ;  Somewhat  neverthcletTc  (hall  be  laid  thereof*  buc 
more  fh*U  be  Uft  for  them  which  will  dive  deeper  into  this 
matter. 

To  fpeak  of  alteration  of  names,  omitting  them  of 
braham  and  Sara,  Jacob  and  Ifrael,  in  holy  Scriptures  ,  I 
have  obferved  chat  the  change  of  names,  hath  moft  corn-  *umM  6fMit 
monly  proceeded  from  a  defire  to  avoid  the  opinion  of  bafe* 
^neffe.  So  Codomarus  when  he  fuccecded  Ochm  in  the  K  ng-  ' 
dom  of  PerfiA,  called  himielf  by  the  Princely  name  'Darius* 
So  new  names  were  given  to  them  which  were  deified  by 
the  Paganiflh  conlecration,as  Romulus  vets  ca  led  Quirt* 
tius,  tJWeliCcrtHs  was  called  Portions  and  PaUmon,  Like- 
wile  in  adaptions  into  better  families,  and  by  tcrtamen%  as 
the  Ion  of  L  v£mihtis ,  adopted  by  Sctpro,  tooke  the  name 
of  Scipio  9/ffrtCAfiut.  So  <*/fuguftus  who  was  firft  named 
Ihnrreon  took  the  name  of  Odavian  by  teftamcnt :  by 
enfranch  fing  alto  into  new  Cities  ,  as  he  which  firft  was 
called  Lucumo)  when  he  was  infranchifed  at  Rome,  tookc 
the  name  of  LucHs  :\ ( arqxtnins  Prtfcus  :  So  Dometriu* 
(.Mega,  v/hen  he  was  made  free  of  the  City ,  was  called 
PukliHi  Cornelius.  Cicero  Spijf.  l6mUb*  I  3. 

Likewife  (laves  when  they  were  manumifed,  took  often 
their  matters  names ,  when  as  they  had  but  one  name  in 
their  fervile  ftate.  As  they  which  have  read  Artemedidorus^ 
do  know>how  a  Have,  who  when  he  dreamed  he  had  tria> 
virilia  ,  was  made  free  the  next  morning  ,  and  had  three 
names  given  him.  , 

Neither  is  it  to  be  forgotten ,  that  men  were  not  forbid* 
den  to  change  name  orfurname,  by  the  refcript  of /Dioclt- 
fian  LVinc.cJe  mutat.  nom*io  be  that  it  were  Sine  alt  qua 
fraude  ,  jure  licito.  As  that  great  Philofopher  which  was 
firft  called  Malchus  in  the  Syrian  tongue  ,  tooke  the  name 
of  Porphyrias ,  as  Eunapius  rcporteth  :  as  before  Suetonius 
the  Hiftorian  tooke  to  furname  Trancfu'tlltts  f  when  as  his 
father  was  Suetonius  Lents.  Thole  notwithftanding  of 
ftrange  bafe  parentage  were  forbidden,  L.  fuper  fiatu  e.  dc 
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qu&ft.  tomfert  f  or  in  thru!*  theiii  e.  ves  iiro  noble  and  !  i  - 
neft  families  by  ciangt.-g  their  names,  which  will  grow 
to  inconvenience  \\x England ,  as  it  is  thought ,  by  rea ion 
that  Surnames  of  honourable  and  wor&ipfull  families  a  e 
given  now  to  meane  mens  childien  for  Chriftian  n2mcs,as 
it  is  grown  now  in  France  ,  to  the  confufion  of  their  Gen- 
.  try  ,  by  taking  new  names  from  their  purchafed  lands  it 
tndro^ni  -?*        Plealures-  Among  the  R  mans  nev.  n.hddTe  they  that 
di&Jsz  'c  2,8,  wer"  caUffii  ad  Equejlrem  vrdtnem  ,  having  bale  name?, 
were  new  named  nomine  trgenuoi  urn  veterprmj?  Romano- 
rnm  ,  left  the  name  fhould  oiigrace  -the  dignity  ,  when  ac- 
cording to  TUte,  comely  things  fhould  have  no  uncomely 
names. 

It  was  ufuall  amonoft  the  Crriirians  in  the  Primitive 
Church,  to  change  atBaptifme  the  names  of  Caxecumeni  , 
which  were  in  years  »  as  that  impious  Renegado ,  that  was 
before  called  Z>«r/'//j,was  in  hisBaptifme  called  Luc'tams. 
So  the  Popes  ufe  to  change  their  names ,  when  they  enter 
into  the  Papacie  ,  which  as  Plattna  faith  ,  was  begun  by 
Pope  Sergins  the  fecond,  who  firft  changed  his  name  ,  for 
that  his  former  name  was  Hoggef-mout h  5  but  other  referre 
the  change  of  names  in  Popes  co  Chrift  ,  who  changed  Si* 
mon\mo  Peter , John  and  Jamct  into  Boanergesion\y  Mar* 
alius  5  not  long  fince  chofen  Pope  refufed  to  change  his 
name,  faying,  CMarcctlHs  I  was,?nd  Marcellus  I  wiji  be, 
I  will  neither  change  N<me  nor  M  nners.  Other  religious 
mm  alio, when  they  entredinto  U ;  mc  Orders,changed  their 
names  in  times  paft  ,  f  -Ho wing  rherein  (as  they  report) 
the  Apnftle,  that  changed  his  name  from  Saul  to  /W/^fter 
he  entredinto  the  M.nilfery,  borrowing  (as  fome  Cy )  ihat 
name  from  Sergttts  Pwltts  the  Roman  lieutenant  ,  bu:  as 
other  will ,  from  his  W>w  ft:  ture,  for  he  was  but  three  cu- 
Cbrylotfomus.  bits  high ,  as  S.  Chryfoflome  fpeaking  of  him  ,  '/  nchb^atis 
tlU^  tamen  cchim  afcendit.

Crgh  ,  one  of -the  rftie  of  whofe  el* 
deft  fons  took  the  name  of  Egtrton ;  a  third  ion  tooke  the 
rmne  of  Divid  GAbome  ,  and  one  of  bift  ions  the  name  of 
Goldman.  Rich«rd^  the  other  ,  ion  of  the  afarefaid  Wdltar* 
BchvArd  hid  threefons;,  who  took  allb-dj vers .names  ;viz,^ 
Tho.de  Clotaraye,iKmiUamide  Overton,  and  Rich  mi  tittle, 
Who  had  cyvolbns,  the  one  named  K*n*sl*r\- r*nd  the 
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other  John  Richardson*  Herein  ycu  may  note  alteration  of 
names  in  relpedl  of  habitation,  n  Egerton/ o  t grave  sOz'tr- 
ton.  In  rcipecl  of  colour  in  Gogh  ,  that  is,  Red  :  In  rcipe& 
of  quality  in  hira chat  was  called  Goodman  :  In  reined  of 
ftature  \i\  Richard  L  ttlnln  relpeft  of  learning  \vkKcn-clarlQ 
In  refpeS  of  the  fathers  Chriftian  name  in  Ricbardfrx  ,  all 
defc ending  from  William  Belward.  And  verily  the  Gentle- 
men of  t hole  fo  different  names  in  Chejhtre  would  not  ea- 
fily.be  induced  to  believe  they  were  defcended  from  one 
hc  ufe,  if  it  were  not  warranted  by  fo  ancient  a  proof. 

In  refpcS  of  ftature  I  could  recite  to  ycu  other  exam- 
ples, but  I  will  onely  adde  this  which  I  have  iead  ,  that  a 
yong  Gentleman  of  the  bcueof  Pr*ux,  being  of  tall  fea- 
ture, attending  on  the  Lord  Hunger  jura  .  Lord  Treai'urerof 
'England  ,  was  among  his  fcJiows  called  Long  H.  who  af- 
ter preferred  to  a  good  marriage  by  h  ^Lord,  was  called  //. 
Long,  that  name  continued  to  his  peiterity  ,  Knights  ,  and 
men  of  great  worfliip. 
The  mothers  Other  took  their  mothers  furnames,  as  A.  Dudley  yon- 
firnamc  rctai-  ger  brother  to  James  Lord  Dudley,  marry  mg  the  daughter 
"e^>ahcer  dc"  and  heire  of  H.  de  Stanley  ,  left  a  ion  milt  am  ,  and  took 
\%  aa  s*  ^  name  of  Stanley  ,  from  whom  Sia>Jey  Eaile  of  Derby  , 
and  other  of  that  name  are  defcended.  Geffrey  the  fon  of 
Robert  Fitz.-Afaldredpnd  IfaielKis  wife,  heir  of  the  Nor- 
man houfe  of  the  Nevils,  tock  the  name  of  Nevtl,  and  left 
it  to  his  pofterity  which  was  fpread  into  very  many  hone* 
rable  families  of  England.  In  like  manner  the  ion  of  lo[cc- 
Un  of  Lovani  yonger  ton  to  the  Duke  of  Brabant  when 
he  had  married  ^Agnes  the  onely  daughter  of  William  Lord 
Percy+  (fo  named  of  Percy  forreft  in  the  County  of  Maen , 
from  whom  they  came  (and  not  of  piercing  the  King  of 
Scots  through  the  eye  as  Hetter  Boetiw  fableth  )  his  fon 
and  pofterity  upon  a  compofiucn  with  the  fame  L^dy^ook 
her  name  of  Percy  ,  hut  retained  their  old  Coate  armour, 
to  fhew  from  whom  they  defcended  ;  So  %/4dxm  de  Mont- 
gomery (as  it  is  held  by  tradition  ,  I  know  hot  how  truly) 
marrying  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Ctrcw  of  ^SMvlc.fird,\\zt 
^  ^  •   Z—  M 
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Haccomb  ,  of  Berry  ,  ot'  Anthony  ,  and  of  Bedington  ,  <£v. 
have  b*d  their  names  and  originall.  Lkewife  %*lph  G:r- 
non  marrying  the  daughter  of  (favendifo,  or  Cand:jh,kfr  that 
name  to  his  iflue ,  as  i  b.  Talbot  ,  a  learned  GcneahiT  ha:h 
proved.  So  Robert  Meg  the  g-eat  favourite  of  K  ng  John 
took  the  name  of  B-aybroo^  whereof  his  mochcr  was  one 
of  the  heirs.  Likewife  S  r  johnde  Haudlow  rmr  ying.the 
daughter  and  heir  of  the  Lord  Burnett,  his  poiter-ty.  took 
the  name  of  EurnelU  -So  Sir  Tebauld  Hujfell-  cook  the  name 
of  De  Gorges  to  his  and  hisiffue  ,  for  that  his  mother  was 
filter,  and  one  of  the  heires  of  %alph  de  Gorges^zs  it  appea- 
reth  in  the  controverfie  between  fVarbleton  ,  and  the  laid 
Tebaldde  Gorges  and  Hsrfteyfoz  the  coat  of  Arme;  Loz,en- 
gy)  Or  ,and  A z,ure  (21,  of  Sdward  the  third)  before  Hen- 
ry Earl  o{  Ltncafte'r^  and  others  ,at  the  fiege  of  $. Marga- 
ret.

Hereupon  fome  thinke  that  without  the  K  ngs  licence 
new  names  cannot  be  taken  ,  or  old  names  given  'away  to 
others.  Yet  Tiraquell  the  great  Civilian  of  Trance  ,  in  Le  r. 
cjuinXonnb.Th.  92.  feemeth  to  incline, that  both  name  & 
Armes  may  be  transferred  by  Will  and  Tdtament,and  pro- 
duceth  Angu  ftm ,  who  by  his  Teftament  commanded  77- 
berins  and° Livia  to  beare  his  name.  How  in  farmer  times 
Heroxvil'e,  Dumvile,  and  £fcnrvowe  ,  give  and  granted  a- 
way  their  Armes,  which  areas  filent  names  diftin&ions  of 
families  ;  and  the  fame  was  thought  unlawtu'l  afterward  i 
when  the  Lord  Hoo  would  have  done  the  iame,£hall  be  de- 
clared 
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clared  in  more  convenient  place.  But  the  inconvenience  of 
change  of  names, hath  been  difcovered  to  be  fuch  in  France, 
that  it  hath  been  propounded  in  the  Parliament  at  Diyn » 
that  it  fhould  not  be  permitted  but  in  thefe  two  refpedls  % 
either  when  one  fhould  be  made  hcirc  to  any  with  any  cf- 
pcciall  words,  to  aflumc  the  name  of  the  teftator  ;  or  when 
any  one  fhould  have  donation  furmounting  a  thoufand 
crownes,upon  the  fame  condition. But  to  retire  to  our  pur- 
pofe. 

Not  a  few  have  alTumed  the  names  of  cheir  fathers  Baro* 
nies,  as  in  former  times  the  iflue  of  Richard  Fitz*-(jilbcrT9 
cooke  the  name  of  Clare,  which  was  their  Barony  :  and  in 
late  time,  fincc  the  Suttons  came  to  the  Barony  of  Dudley, 
all  their  iltue  took  the  name  of  Dadleye^  The  diflike  of 
others  hath  caufed  alio  a  change  of  names,  for  King  Ed- 
ward the  firft,  difliking  the  iteration  of  Ftz,  ,  commanded  , 
the  Lord  John  f  'it x- Robert,  an  ancieut  Baron,  (whofe  An-  Mm*?* 
ceftours  had  continued  their  Surnames  by  their  fathers  * 
Chriftian  names,)  to  leave  that  manncr,and  be  called  John 
of  Clavering  §  which  was  the  capitall  feat  of  his  Barony. 
And  in  this  time  >  many  that  had  followed  that  courfe  of 
naming  by  Vitz, ,  took  them  one  fetlcd  name,  and  retained 
it,  as  Fttz,  Walter ,  and  others. 

Alfo  at  that  time  the  names  of  Thomson  ,  Richardson  \ 
fVilfon,  and  other  of  that  forme  began  to  be  fctled ,  which 
before  had  varied  according  to  the  name  of  the  father:  Ed* 
ward  the  fourth  like  wife  (  as  I  have  heard,  )  loving  fome 
whole  name  was  Ticard,  would  often  tell  them  that  he  lo- 
ved them  well ,  but  not  their  names ,  whereupon  fome  of 
them  changed  their  names ;  and  I  have  heard  that  one  of 
them  took  the  name  of  'Huddle  tbc\ng  the  place  of  his  birth 
in  that  refpeel:.  And  in  late  years  in  the  time  of  King  Hen* 
rj  the  eight,  an  ancient  worftiipfull  gentleman  of  Wales  9 
being  called  at  the  pannell  of  a  Jury  by  the  name  of  Tbo* 
mat  Ap  JVt!liam,ApThonta4y  Ap  'Richard,  %Ap  Hoel,  Ap 
Evan  V aghan,  &c.  was  advifed  by  the  Judge  to  leave  that 
old  manner.  Whereupon  he  after  called  himfelf  iMofion , 

V  according 
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accordingto  the  name  of  his  principal! -houff,  and  left  thti 
Surname  to  his  pofterity. 

Offices  have  brought  new  names  to  divers  families-,  as 
-when  Edward  Fit  ^-Theobald  was  made  Butler  of  Ireland, 
the  Earles  of  Orwond  and  others  defcended  from  them  9 
took  the  name  of  Butler.  So  the  diftin&  families  of  the 
Confiables  m  the  County  of  Tor\e y  are  faid  to  have  taken 
that  name  ,  from  fome  of  their  Aunceflors,  which  bare  the 
office  of  Conftables  of  feme  Cafrlcs.  In  like  manner  the 
Stewards,  CMarfcals,  Spencei  J.  That  I  may  fay  nothing  of 
fuchasfor  well  acting  on  the  flage,  have  carried  away  the 
names  of  the  perfonages  which  they  a&ed  ,  and  have  loft 
their  own  names  among  the  people. 
ty  Schollers  pricjf  hath  wrought  alterations  in  feme  names, 
which  have  been  fweetned  in  found  ,  by  drawing  them  to 
the  Latin  ^nalogie.  As  that  notable  Non-rcfident  in  our 
fathers  time  Doctor  CM^us  ,  who  being  a  foundling  at 
l^ewarks  upon  Trent  ,  where  he  erected  a  Grammar- 
Schoolc,was  called  by  the  people  T.  Among  m9(oy  that  he 
was  found  among  them  :  But  he  profiting  in  learning,  tur- 
ned Among  uj,  into  Magnus, H  was  famous  by  that  name, 
not  only  here,but  alio  in  forraine  places  where  he  was  Am- 
bafladour. 

It  were  needleffe  to  note  here  2giine,  how  many  have 
taken  in  former  times  the  Chriitian  name  of  their  father, 
with  prefixing  of  Fitz,,or  F//^,as  fritz,- Hugh,Fttz,-A tan* 
JUtZs-WiUiam  5  or  adding  of  Son  ,  as  '^[chardfon  ,  Tomfon9 
Jdhnfo»9ejrc.  and  fo  altered  their  Surnam?s,if  they  had  any. 
Whereas  divers  ancient  Gentlemen  of  England  do  beare 
Coates  of  Armes,which  by  old  roulesand  good  proofos  are 
known  to  belong  to  other  names  and  families,  and  cannot 
make  proofe  that  they  matched  with  thofe  families  ,  it  is 
worth  obfervarion,  (confidering  how  ftrid  they  were  in  el- 
der times  in  keeping  their  own  Armes)  whether  they  were 
not  of  thofe  ancient  houfes  whofe  Armes  they  beare,  and 
..have  changed  their  names  in  refpe&  of  their  habi'tation-,  or 
partitions'and  lands  gotten  by  their  vviYes  ?  As  Pickering  of 
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the  North,  beareth  Ermin  a  Lion  rampant  Azure  crowned. 
Or  which  ,  as  it  is  in  the  old  Abby-book  of  Fnrneffe  ,  was 
the  coac  of  Roger  de  CM-tythorp.  In  the  fame  book  the 
coace  of  D*icre,  Cjalesfhrcc.  Efcalopes  Argent  ,is  the  coatc 
of  R.  Gernethoi  fiimbcrUnd :  And  fo  the  three  pillowes 
Ermin  of  Redman  of  Northamberla>id,\si\\z  coate  of  Ran. 
de  Greyfloche.  So  VfordEixl  of  Suffolk? ,  and  Peitonjre- 
tifUce,  and  rJide,  and  many  other  Gentlemen  of  the  fame 
Ames,  may  feeme  to  have  been  of  the  fame  ttock  ,  and  to 
have  varied  theirnames  in  divers  refpe&s. 

Finally  ,  among  the  common  people  which  fway  all  in 
names ,  many  Surnames  have  been  changed  in  refpe&  of 
occupations,and  not  a  few  have  been  changed  in  refpefl  of 
mafters,  for  in  every  place  we  fee  the  youth  very  commonly 
called  by  the  names  of  their  occupations ,  *s  John  Baker , 
Thomas  Tayler  ,tvill  Buther  ,  Die  Barber;  and  many  by 
their  mailers  names  ,  as  John  Pickering,  Thomas  Watkins  t 
Nicholas  French  ,  when  as  they  ierved  mafters  of  thofe? 
names,  which  often  were  conveyed  to  their  pofterity ,  and 
their  own  Surnames  altogether  forgotten.   Some  other 
caufesof  alteration  of  names  may  be  found.,  as  for  crimes 
committed  when  men  have  been  enforced  to  leave  their 
Countries.  But  hereby  it  may  be  underftood  that  an  Alias. 
or  double  name  cannot  prejudice  the  honeft  :  and  it  is 
known  chat  when  JudgS  [at time  tookc  exception  at  cftie 
in  thisrefped,  faying  that  no  honeftman  had  a  double. 
name5and  came  in  with  an  Alias.  The  party  asked  him 
what  exception  his  Lordfhip  could  take  to  Jefus  Chrift  , 
Alias  Jcfus  of  Nazareth  } 

I  doubt  not  but  fomemen  among  us  in  changing  their 
names,do  imitate  old  Gaffer  Simon  the  Cobbler  in  Lucian^ 
who  when  he  grew  fat  m  the  purfe  ,  wouldneeds  be  called 
for  Goodman  Simon, -M*fter  Simonides^s  fome  women  do 
follow  the  good  Greek  wench  tJMeliffarion,  thatis,  Pret- 
ty honaey-Be  ,  who  when  of  a  Comedians,  (lie  became  x 
wealthy  mans  wife  ,  would  be  falured  Madam  Pit  hi  as  ,  or 
Prudence.  And  fome  likewife  can  change  thcmfelyes  from  Aripnttui.

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flic,  to  he  y  and  fo  confequently  their  name ,  as  CenU  the 
wench,  into  Ceneus  the  young  man-,  at  you  may  Ice  in 
Ovid. 

Among  the  alteration  of  names}ic  may  aifo  be  remembred 
how  Kings  of  Armes,  Heraulds ,  and  Pudevants  are  new 
named  with  a  bowl  of  wine  powred  on  their  heads  by  the 
Prince,  or  Earle  Marfliall,  when  they  are  inverted,  and  the 
Kings  crowned;  as  Garter,  CUrer.ctHx,Norrev ,  Lancafier 
Yorke,  Richmond,  Somerjet,&c.  which  is  as  ancient  as  the* 
time  of  King  Edward  the  third.  For  we  read  that  when 
newes  was  brought  him  at  Winder ,  by  a  Puriuivant  of 
the  victory  at  thebattell  of  Auroy  ,  he  bountifully  rewar- 
ded him,andimmediat!y  created  him  Herauld,by  the  name 
of  Windier* 

Here  might  I  note  that  women  with  us  at  their  marriaoe 
do  change  their  furnames,  and  paffe  into  their  husbands 
names,  and  juftjy,  for  that  then  Nonfant  ducjtdcaro  una- 
And  yet  in  France  and  the  Netherlands ,  the  better  fort  of 
women  will  ftill  retain  their  own  name  with  their  huf- 
bands,  as  if  Marie ^  daughter  of  Vthvillht  married  to  A. 
VavilU  fhe  will  write  herlelf  Mary  VavtllVtilevill.  But  I 
fear  husbands  will  not  like  thisnote  ,  for  that  feme  of  their 
dames  may  be  ambitioufly  oyer- pert  and  too- too  forward 
to  imitate  it. 

Befide  thefe  former  alterations  >  the  tyrant  Time  which 
hath  fwallowed  many  names ,  hath  alfoin  ufe  of  fpcech  s 
changed  more  by  contracting,  iyncopating,curtolling,  and 
mollifying  them,  as  befidc  them  befare  mentioned,  Adrecy, 
is  now  turned  into  D'arcy,  Aldetbelighe  into  Arrdley ,  Sal 
frigworth'mto  Sapsford,  Sitfil  into  Cecitl  •  xJMonnt  cy 'into 
Slangy  %T>Hvenet ,  into  Knevet ,  if  you  believe  Leland*

common  pronunciation  from  the  originall ,  as  they  will 
fcantly  fecme  to  hayc  been  the  fame.

As  for  additions  given  over  and  bcfide  names  ,  and  fur- 
names  in  Law  caui'es,  that  I  may  note  them  out  of  a  Law- 
Book,  they  are  either  ofcltate,  or  degree,  or  myfterie  ,  or 
town,  or  hamlet ,  or  countie.

ly  ufed.  "ft  Chapter,  it  was  ordained,  thatiniuites  or  in  t&ioit*' 
where  proceffe  of  U  Jary  lyeth  ,  fuch  addition  fh  uld  be  to 
the  name  of  the  Defendant, to  (hew  his  efr3te,myftery,and 
place  where  he  dwelleth,  and  that  fuch  Wins  fhail  abate 
if  they  have  not  fuch  additions,  if  the  Defendant  do  rake 
exception  thereat ,  they  foall  not  abate  by  the  office  of  the 
Court. 

Alfo,  Duke,  Marqueffe,  Earl,  or  Knighc  be  none  of  that 
addition,  but  names  of  dignitie  ,  which  fliould  have  teen 
given  before  the  ftature .  And  this  was  ordained  by  the  faid 
itatute,madein  the  firftyeare  of  King  Henry  the  7.  Chap. 
5.  to  the  intent  that  one  man  may  not  be  grieved  or  trou- 
bled by  the  Utlary  of  anothc^buc  that  by  realbn  of  the  cer- 
tain addition  every  man  might  be  certainly  known  >  and 
beare  his  own  burden. 

How  the  names  of  them^which  for  capital!  crimes  a°ainft 
Ma;tfkie,  were  crazed  out  of  the  publick  Records,  Tables, 

and 
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and'Rcgifters  ,  or  forbidden  to  be  borne  by  their  pofteiicy , 
when  their  memory  was  damned  ,  I  could  fliew  at  large; 
but  (hi*  and  iuch  like,  with  M  f*omer  in  our  Laws ,  and  o- 
ther  Quidiues,  I  leave  to  the  prottffors  of  Laws. 

Somewhat  m'tghc  be  laid  here  of  the  adjuncts  to  names  Adjuncts  t» 
or  titles,  which  in  ancient  times  were  either  none,  or  moil  n*m*$» 
fimple.  For  ^Angnflus  was  impatient  to  be  called  2)0- 
minns;yct  Domitian  liked  well  to  be  called  Domtnus  Den[- 
que  \  and  Donn  us  was  taken  up  by  every  private  man  ,  as 
appeareth  by  Seneca  ,  and  the  poor  Grecian  which  refu- 
fed  that  title  by  alluding  Otf*  itot.vAl/un^kflixmJVjjuiuu.  ,Ne- 
verthelcfl  j  it  was  never  u'ed  by  :hc  emperours,  from  Domi* 
tian  to  'Dicchftahus,  zsfrttor  noceth;  but  afterward,  it  was 
continued  by  the  Chriftian  Emperours ,  yea  ,  upon  their 
Coines. 

And  that  which  is  more  ftrange3they  ufed  then  as  ap- 
peareth in  the  Constitutions ,  for  themlelves.  t/Eter»itaf 
no  fir  a,  Perennitas  nofira^Nurnennoflrtini'Znd  to  their  prin* 
cipall  officers  ,  Vir  illuflfis,  Vtr  fp  tlabtUs,  Magnified  cel- 
fuudo.SublimU  magnitudo  tuajlltiftri*  magnificentia^  Su- 
blimits ,  Miranda  jublitnit as ,Eminentia  tua^  Excellentia\ 
tn.'y  Pr&celfa  magnificentia  tua^c.  As  appeareth  in  the 
Volumes  of  the  Civill  "Law.  So  as  I  know  not  whythac 
Spite-kin^  Buchanan  fhouM  envy  lelTer  titles',  to  Princes, 
the  very  Types  cf  Gods  Majeftie,  yea,vcry  Gods  in  earth, 
and  brand  them  with  the  mark  of  Sertcati  nebti lonesy which 
honour  Princes  therewith.  » 

The  Romans  under  the  later  Emperours  had  a  very  cu-  Titles artrlbu- 
rious  and  carefull  obicrvation,  in  giving  titles  to  men  of  re*  ted  to  men  of' 
putacion  ,  which  as  I  have  read  were  onely  five;  tUtfJki*/101*  the 
was  the  higheft  appropriated  to  the  Prafettt  Prai^i^of^f1!^^ 
Italy  and  Gallia  ;  the  Pr&feBus  of  the  G.tie of  %o>n*e, /'*',.-  jujhnian.  ' 
gtsltr  Equtium  ,  UWagifter  P  edit  urn  ,  Qtaftor  Tahr-i  , 
Comes  Largitiinis,  &c%  and  all  that  had  voice  in  the  Se- 
nare.  Spjftabilis  was  the  lecond  title  due  to  the  Lieutenants 
Generall,  and  Somites  of  Provinces,  &c  So  in  notitia  Pn»

CUrijfmwws  the  third  title  peculiar  onely  to  the 
Confulares  ^Correttores,  and  Trcftats  dt  Provinces  Pcrfe- 
tttffimtu  was  the  fourth.  Egregius  the  fife.  And  as  C&r- 
riffimus  was  a  title  to  thole  great  Officers  above  fpecified, 
fo  no  other  could  have  that ,  as  neither  of  "PirfeEiiJJimus  j 
and  Egregius  ,  but  granted  by  Patents.  And  in  that  ageyis 
it  is  in  the  Cede  of  Yheodojius  ,  Tit.  lit  Dignitatem  or  do 
fervetur.  St  quis  indebitum  fibi  locum  ufurpavertt  f  nulla fc 
ignoratione  defendat  ,fitque  plane  facrilcgit  reus. 
Adjua&sto  Amongft  us  the  Kings  had  thefe  adjuncts ,  when  they 
the  aimfis  of  WCre  written  and  fpoken  unto  ,  Gloriofus  ,  Cjlorhfiflimus, 
our  JCmgs.  pfAcellentiffimus£h*riffimus  Dominus,  Rex  tllufiru^ly 
PotentiJfimuSy  lnvitliffimus,  Seremfflmus  j^Our  liege  Loid; 
Our  Soveraign,  Our  Dread  Soveraign,  cVt. 

As  for  Grace ,  it  began  about  the  time  of  Henry  the  ^0 
Excellent  Grace  ,  under  Henry  the  fixt.  High  and  mighty 
Prince-^  under  Edward  the  4.  And  Maj'fty,  which  fli  rt  was 
attributed  to  the  Roman  Emperours  about  the  time  of  Gal- 
TrtbeWm  PW-  l^ms,  came  hither  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  the  eight,  as 
I*.  Sacred  tjffqeftf  lately  in  our  memory.  Whereas  among 

®vidt  fafi,  Chriftians  it  was  appliable  oncly  in  former  ages  to  God,  as 
among  the  old  Romans  ro  the  Goddeflc  UHajesly ,  the 
daughter  of  Honour  and  %everence. 

Among  other  men  in  former  ages  Dan  corrupted  from 
Dominus  ,  was  the  greateft  attribute  bcrh-to  Spiricualland 
Temporal!,  and  afterward  W^jhipfull,  and  Right  PVerfhip- 
full  hath  been  thought  convenient  among  us  for  the  great 
Dukes  and  Earles;  but  we  now  begin  fo  to  overlade  men 
with  additions  ,  as  Spaniards  did  lately*  untill  they  were 
retrained  by  the  Pragmatica  in  A° .  \}%6.  At  which  time 
Pafquitil  %eme  being  demanded  why  Phihp  of  Spaine  had 
fo  taken  away  all  titles  from  all  forts  of  men,anfwered  mer- 
rily ,a!beit  not  religioufly:  That  it  may  be  verified  of  him 
which  is  faid  j  Th]oIhs  'Dominus,  tufolus  altijfimusjm  re* 
ft>e#  of  bis  voluminous,  long  Title  which  will  tire  the 
R^der.

\nOvid\  Jak[c»(rom  Jafon:  well  he  may  fatisfie  them 
herein,  whom  I  cannot.  As  for  my  felf,  Itcknowledgc 
that  I  cannot  fatisfie  neither  them,  nor  my  felf  in  all  parti- 
cularities :  and  well  therefore  I  do  like  him  chac  laid  ,  He 
dith  not  teach  well  which  teacheth  all «  leaving  nothing  te 
fubttll  wit*  tojifi  ont.  And  fure  lam  ,  fcrupulous diligence 
lycehopento  envie.  But  for  fuch  as  will  not  be  concern 
with  chac  which  is  faid  ,  I  wifh  Sir  John  de  Bilbao  would 
conjure  up  William  Ock*mi\\z  father  of  che  Nominalls  (as 
Appion  did  Homer  )  for  their  better  facisfa<5hon  herein. 
Meane  while  I  defire  no  man  will  take  offence  at  any  thing 
here  fpoken  ,  when  as  I  have  been  to  far  from  giving  of- 
fence, chac  I  direprotcftin  chac  folemne  ancient  form,S*. 
ytros  ,  &  Sjdera  teftor.  Kiting  it  in  others ,  and  condem- 
ning it  in  my  felf,  even  unto  the  bottomlcffc  pit  of  Hell. 
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Will  now  prefent  unto  you  a  few  ex- 
tracts out  of  names  (  I  tea  re  yen  will 
call  them  fool lfli  fopperies)  but  call 
them  what  you  pleafej  hope  a  li.tle 
fully  may  be  pardonable  in  this  our 
fo  wife  an  3ge. 

Out  of  names  the  bufie  wit  of  man 
continually  working  f  hath  wrought 
upon  liking  or  diflike,  A'luiions,  #ery  common  in  all  ages, 
and  among  all  men  ;  Rebus  ,  rife  in  late  ages  bo:h  with 
learned  and  unlearned  ;  and  a  grammes ,  though  long 
fince  invented  ;  yet  rare  in  this  our  refined  times.  In  ail 
which  ,  I  will  briefly  (hew  cur  Nation  hath  been  no  le iTe 
pregnant,  than  thofe  Scutherne  which  prefumecf  wits  in 
refpeft  of  (ituat-on.  Afterward  fomewhat  fhall  be  laid  of 
Armes ,  which  as  lilent  names>  diitinguifh  families. 

An  Allufion  is  as  it  were  a  dalliance  or  placing  with 
"words  like  in  found,  but  unlike  in  i'ence,  by  changing,  ad- 
d'ng  >  or  fubtra&inga  letter  or  two  ;fo  that  words  nicking 
and  refemblingcne  theother^are  appliable  to  different  fig* 
nifica.ions.  As  the  Almighty  (if  we  may  herein  ufe  facred 
authority)  in  ratification  of  his  promife  to  the  feed  oiIfa*c% 
changed  tAbram>  u  High  father ,  into  Abraham  ,  that  is , 
father  of  many  ;  and  Sarai  y  that  is,  my  Dame,  into  Sa^ab, 
that  is;  I.ariy  or  Dime.The  Greeks(to  emit  infinite  others) 
nicked  Amicchtts  Epipbanes,  that  's,the  famous, with 
wanes ,  that  is ,  the  furious,  The  Romans  likewife  played

withbibbing  Tiberius  N*ro%c*\\\x\°'\\\mBiberius  Mero.  So 
7  hUj  called  rhc  exporting  Verres'yw  chc  actions  againft  him, 
Verreniy  as  Sweep-all.  So  in  Qjfintilian  the  (owre  fellow 
Piicid'is ,  was  called  Acidxs,  and  of  lace  one  called  *SV*-

Excellent  is  that  which  our  countryman  Reverend  iW* 
reporteth  in  his  EcclefiaiV.call  HUiory  of  England ,  of  the 
ciufe  that  moved  (J -'e gory  chc  Great  to  lrnd  Align  ft  tn  into 
England.  On  a  time  f  as  I  flvwed  before)  whenhefaw 
beaucifull  boys  to  be  fold  in  the  Marketat  Rome  ,  and  de- 
minded  by  what  name  their  Nation  was  called  •  and  they 
told  h  m  BHglVft^m^n  ;  andjultly  be  they  fo  called  (quoth 
h  )  :or  theyliave  Ange like  faces  ,  and  leeme  meet  to  be 
mide  Coheirs  wirh  chc  Angels  in  heavens:  Afters  when  it 
was  cold  him  that  their  King  was  called  Alia,  then  faid  he, 
•ought  4  lie  In  to  be  lung  in  that  Countrey  to  the  praife  of 
their  Creator  :  when  it  was  alio  figmfied  unco  him  , they 
were  borne  in  a  part  of  the  Kingdom  of  Northumberland , 
called  then  Deira,  now  H older ne j] e ,  de  ir a  Dei ,(chen  faid 
hi)  [unt  Liber andi. 

L  wrens  A  chbifhop,  which  fucceeded  that  ^Auguftin  , 
was  by  Allution  called  Lauriger  •  (Jlfellttus,  CM  Utf,uus  ; 
Br itb-rvald, Bright -world  •  Nothelme  ,  Noble-heim -;Celno- 
thusy  C&lo  natus,  all  Archbifhopsof  Canterbury.  And  fuch 
like  were  framed  out  of  the  names  of  many  EnglifhCon- 
feff  ^rs,  which  I  omit. 

A  Utta  ,  the  good  wench  which  fo  kindly  entertained 
Robert  D.ike  of  Normandy  3  when  he  begat  of  her  William 
the  Conqueror  (as  I  had  rather  you  (hould  read  in  others, 
than  hear  of  me)  was  for  her  honofty-,clofely  with  an  afpi- 
ration  called  Harlot .  But  the  good  and  Learned  Recorder 
would  lay,  that  this  name  began  from  her,  and  in  honour  of 
her,  was  appropriated  by  the  Normans  in  England  ,  to  all 
of  her  kinde  profefli  ^n.  and  fo  continueth. 

When  Herbert  fir  it  B.flnpof  Norwich  9  and  founder  of 
theCathrdrall  Church  there,had  fim  wically  procured  that 
Bifhoprcke  to  himfelf  ,  ancj  the  tAbbaty  of  Wihchefter

An  Archdeacon  named  Peccaium  or  'Teclce,* 
rural!  Dcane  called  De-cvilljnd  a  Jew  travelling  together 
in  the  Marches  of  Wales,  when  they  came  to  IUftreate  ,  the 

tftttc*  Archdeacon  laid  to  his  Dean  ,  that  their  Jurifdi&ion  be-

believe  Ptndar.  And  one  then  made  of  Mar -eft alius, Mar- 
tis  Senefch  alius.

William^  Lord  Mortjoy, famous  for  his  learn- 
ing, great  Grandfather  to  Charles  late  Earl  of  Dtnjhire, 
(who  was  no  leffe  famous  for  hereditary  love  of  learning,) 
when  he  was  the  Queens  Chamberlain  ,  in  an  Epiftle  to 
Erafmus,  called  King  Henry  the  eight  Ottavius  ,  for  OBa» 
vus  ,  refembling  him  thereby  to  Ollavtus  t/iuguftus  the 
cnely  mirrour  of  Princely  vertues.

When  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  was  put  to  death  by  the 
praftife  of  Cardinall  tVolfey  ,  a  Butchers  fon  ,  che  Empe- 
toux  Charlss  the  fiftfaid,It  was  great  pitty,  that  fo  fair  and 
goodly  a  Bucke  fliould  be  worried  to  death  by  a  Butchers 
curre  ;  alluding  either  to  the  name  of  Buckingham  ,  or  to  a 
Buck,  which  was  a  badge  of  honour  to  that  family. 

Dommgo  a  Spaniard  in  the  time  of  Queen  Af  .irte,ofte ti- 
ded with  an  EngKfhman  that  called  him  Domingns  ,  told 
him  he  was  Dom$mcus;b\it  he  was  I  affure  you  more  high- 
ly offended ,  when  he  after  for  Domtntcns  called  him  D*- 
moniacus. 

In  the  beginning  of  her  late  M-ijefties  raigne,one  alluded 
to  her  name  Eitfabetha  ,  with  lU&fa  Beat a  \  that  is  ,  Safe 
wtthout  hnrt.andhaffy.  The  fenfe  whereof,  as  the  Almigh- 
ty by  his  fatherly  mercy  performed  in  her  perfon,  foflie^by 
her  motherly  providence  under  (Sod  effected  in  this  realme 
in  blisfull  peace  and  plenty  ,  whereas  contrariwife  other 
confining  R-gions  have  been  overwhelmed  with  all  kinde 
ofmiferies.

Any  approved  cuitomes,lawes, man- 
ners, fafhions,  and  phrafes  have  the 
Englifli  alwayes  boi  rowed  of  their 
neighbours  the  French  >  efpeciaily 
lince  the  time  of  King  Edward  the 
Confc  flour  ,  who  rcfided  long  in 
3\  l&  ^raKCe  »  anc*  *s  charged  by  Hifte- 
y)  1»  rians  of  his  time  ,  to  have  returned 
from  thence  wholiy  Frenchified,then  by  the  Norman  Gon< 
quelt  which  immediately  enfued  ,  after  by  the  honourable 
alliances  of  the  Kings  of  England ,  with  the  moft  renowned 
families  ,  yea  and  with  the  very  Royall  houfeof  France. 
But  after  that  the  triumphant  victorious  King  Edw.  the  3. 
had  traverfed  France  with  bis  victories ,  and  had  planted 
cccafien  they  Englifh  colonics  in  Caltce,  Hammes  ,  and  Cjuynes  y  our 
fit  ft  began,  people  bordering  upon  the  pregnant  Ptcardes,  began  to  ad- 
mire their  fooleries  in  painted  Poefies.  For  whereas  a  Poe- 
fie  is  a  fpeaking  picture  ,  and  a  picture  a  fpecchlefle  Poe- 
iie,they  which  lackt  wit  to  exprefle  their  conceit  in  fpecch, 
did  uie  to  depaint  it  out  (as  it  were)  in  pi&ures,which  they 
called  Ret  us  ,  by  a  La  tine  name  well  fitting,  their  device. 
Thefe  were  fo  well  liked  by  our  Englifli  there,and  fent  •ver 
the  (freight  of  Caltce  ,  with  full  faile ,  were  fo  entertained 
here  (although  they  were  moft  ridiculous  )  by  all  degrees, 
by  the  learned  and  unlearned  ,  that  he  was  no  body  that 
could  not  hammer  out  of  his  name  an  invention  by  this 
wit-craft ,  and  pifture  it  accordingly  :  whereupon  who  did 
not  bufie  his  bra  inc.  to  hammer  his  device  «ut  of  this

Did  not  that  amorous  Youth  my  finally  exprcfle  his 
love  to  Rofe  HtH ,  whom  he  courted  ,  when  in  the  border 
of  his  painted  cloth  ,  he  caufed  to  be  painted  as  rudely  ,  as 
he  deviled  groffely,  a  Rofe,  an  Hill,  an  Eye,  a  Loafe,  and  a 
Well  ?  that  is,  if  you  will  fpell  it.

You  may  imagine  that  Francis  Cornef.eld  did  fcratch 
his  elbow  when  he  ha-d  fweetly  invented  to  figni fie  his 
name,  Saint  Francis  with  his  Friery  kowle  in  a  corne-field. 

No  leffe  witty  was  that  of  James  'Denton  Deane  of  Lick* 
field,  by  making  a  ftatue  in  copper  (  which  Hood  in  the 
Quire  of  thatCathedrall,on  a  Desk  whereon  the  g-eat  Bible 
lay)  in  the  habite  of  a  Pilgrime ;  viz,,  with  his  Scrip,  Staffe, 
and  Efcalop-fhells  ,  (alluding  to  S.  James  the  Apoftle) 
tocxpreffe  his  Chriften  name  ;  intending  thn  his  office  of 
Deane  (hould  demonftxate  the  firft  fyllabLe  of  his  fir- 
name, 


name  *  and  a  Tunnc  under  his  feet  ,  the  latter. 

Nor  that  of  Roger  Wall*  fometime  Dean  likewife  of  that 
Church,  whole  picture  in  glaffe,  kneeling  before  our  Lady, 
was  in  a  South  window  there  ,  clole  by  a  faire  embatteled 
wall,  (under  which,  neer  unto  him,  fate  a  Roebuck  %  with 
ger  written  on  hisfidej  this  diftich  in  a  lcroule  coming  from 
his  mouth.

Neither  did  a  Canon  of  that  Church  ,  whofe  name  was 
John  ap  Harrys  little  ftraine  himielf  to  reprcfent  his  name, 
when  he  caufed  in  one  of  the  windows  of  his  lodging ,  an 
Eagle  to  be  depicted  *  to  fignifie  his  Chriften-name,  fciL 
jfoh.  I.  in  regard  ir  is  the  badge  commonly  ufed  where  S. 
John  the  Evangelift  is  pi&ured  5  and  an  Ape  with  a  Hare 
fupporting  a  ftieaf  of  Rye,  to  cxprefs  his  furname. 

It  may  fcem  doubtfull  whether  Bolton  Prior  of  Saint  Bar- 
tholomews in  Smtth fie  Id ,  was  wifer  when  he  invented  for 
his  name  a  Bird-bolt  through  a  Tun,  or  when  he  built  him 
an  houfcupon  Harrow  Htll9  forfeareof  an  inundation  af- 
ter a  great  conjunction  of  Planets  in  tke  watry  Triplicity. 
(  J  flip,  Abbot  of  fVefiminfter&  man  moft  favoured  by  King 
Henry  the  feventh  ,  had  a  quadruple  device  for  his  fingle 
name;for  fomewbere  he  fet  up  in  his  windows  an  eye  with 
a  flip  of  a  tree.;  in  other  places  one  flipp  ng  boughs  in  a 
tree  :  in  other  an  J  with  the  faid  flip;and  in  feme  one  flip- 
ping from  a  tree  with  the  word  I  flip. 
\     Whofoever  devifed  for  Thomas  Earl  of  ArttndtlU  a  capi* 
tall  A  in  a  Rundle,  wherewith  he  decked  an  houfe  which 
he  built,  did  think  I  warrant  you  ,  that  he  did  th*  Noble 
man  great  honour. 

No  leffe  did  he  like  his  invention,which  for  Sir  Anthony 
fVingfieldderkd  a  Wing  with  thefe  four  letters,F.£.L  D. 
quarterly  about  it ,  and  over  the  Wing  a  croffe  ,  to  fhew 
he  was  a  Cbriftian ,  and  on  the  croffe  a  red  Rofc  ,  to

(hew  thac  he  followed  the  houte  of  Laniajier. 

(JVtorion  Archbifhop  of  Came)  bury,*  man  of  great  wife- 
dom,  and  borne  to  the  univerfali  good  of  this  reaJme,  was 
content  to  ufc  Mor  upon  a  Tun  ;  and  femetime  a  Mulbery 
tree  called  A  for  us  in  La  tin, out  of  a  Tun.  So  Lnton,Thornc- 
tony  Afr.ton  ,  did  notifie  their  names  with  a  Lufe  ,  a 
Thorn  ,  an  Afh  upon  a  Tun.  So  an  Hare  on  a  bottle  for 
Harebml'^  Maggot  pie  upon  aGoatc  for  Tigot^  An  Hare 
by  a  fhcrafe  otRie  in  the  Sun  for  Harrt[on  :  Med  written 
on  a  calfe  for  t^Medcalfe ;  Chefler  ,  a  cheft  with  a  Star 
over  it ;  ALlet  a  Lot ;  Lionel  Ducket  a  Lion  with  L.  on  his 
headjwhereas  it  fhould  have  been  in  his  taile.  If  the  Lyon 
had  been  eating  a  Ducke,  it  had  been  a  rare  dev  ce  worth 
a  duckat  ,  or  a  ducke-egge.  And  if  you  require  move  , 
I  referre  you  to  the  wiccy  inventions  of  lbme  Londo- 
ners ,  but  that  for  Garret  Dews  is  moil  memorable  , 
two  in  a  Garret  carting  Dc'ws  at  Dice.  This  for  Rebus  may 
fuffice,  and  yet  if  there  were  more,  I  thinke  lome  lips  would 
like  fuch  kinde  of  Lettuce.  In  part  to  excufe  them  ye;,fome 
of  the  greatelt  Romans  were  a  little  blafted  with  chis  foole- 
rie,  if  you  fo  cemure  it.  Our  great  Msfter  Cicero  in  a  dedi- 
cation -of  his  to  his  gods>  inferibed  ^Marcus  Tullms  ,  and 
that  little  pulfe  lefle  than  a  peafe, which  we  call  (I  thinke) 
a  chich  peafe,  and  the  Latines  Cicer  5  in  ftead  of  Cicero.  As 
in  the  coinesof  Julius  C<e\aryie  have  leen  an  E!ephant,for 
fo  fofar  fignifieth  in  the  Mauritanian  tongue:  and  the  two 
Mint- matters  in  that  age  ,  L.  Aquititis  F  lor  us  ,  and  Voco- 
nins  Vitulns^  the  oneuled  a  Flowre  ,  the  other  a  Calfe  in 
the  reveries  of  their  coynes,  alluding  unto  their  names. 
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H  E  onely  Quint'cfience  that  hitherto 
the  sAlchjmy  of  wit  could  draw  out  of 
<w|  names,  is ,  zA*iagramma,ti^me,  oilMc- 
Sl!  tagrawmatifnje  ,  which  is  a  diflolution 
S5S  of  a  Name  truly  written  into  his  Letters, 
as  his  Elements,  and  a  new  connexion 
of  it  by  artificial!  tranfpeiuion,  without 
addition  ,  fubftraction  ,or  charge  of  any  letter  into  diffe- 
rent words  ,  making  fome  perfect  fenfe  applyable  to  the 
perfon  named. 

The  prccife  in  this  pra£t  fe  ftri<SIy  obferving  all  the  parts 
of  the  definition,  are  onely  bold  with  H.  either  in  omit- 
ting or  retaining  it ,  for  that  ir  cannot  challenge  the  right 
of  a  letter.  But  the  licentiats  fomewhat  licentioufly  ,  left 
they  fhould  prejudice  poeticall  liberty  ,  will  pardon  them- 
felves  fcr  doubling  or  rejecting  a  letter,  if  the  fence  fall 
aptly,  and  thinke  it  no  injury  to  ufe  E  for  ts£  j  V.  for  W-y 
S  for  Z  ;  and  C  for  K,  and  contrariwife. 

The  French  exceedingly  admire  and  celebrate  this  fa- 
cultie  for  the  deepe  and  farre  fetched  antiquity,  the  piked 
fines  and  the  myfticall  fignifications  thereby  :  for  that 
Names  are  divine  notes ,  and  divine  notes  do  notifie  future 
events  ;fo  that  events conlcquently  muft  lurke  in  Names  , 
which  onely  can  be  pryed  into  by  this  myfterie.  Afrnming 
that  each  mans  fortune  is  written  in  his  Name  ;  as  Aftro- 
logians  fay,all  things  are  written  in  Heaven,if  a  man  could 
read  them  :  they  exemplific  out  of  the  JUabbivs,  they  quote 

dreaming 
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dreaming  Artemidorus,  with  other  alVgteion-s;  they  urge 
particular  experiments ,  and  fo  enforce  the  matter  with 
ftrong  words  and  weak  proofs,  that  fome  credulous  young 
.  men,  hovering  between  hope  and  fear,  rrvghtcafily  be  car- 
ried away  by  them  into  the  forbidden  fupcrliitioirof  Ono- 
mAnti^  or  South-faying  bynames. 

Some  of  the  fowie  fort  will  fay  it  is  nothing  but  a  trou- 
blous joy,  and  becaufe  they  cannot  attain  to  it,  will  con- 
demn it,  left  by  commending  it ,  they  fliould  dfcom- 
mend  the  nielves.  Others  more  milde,  wiil  grant  it  to  be 
a  dainty  devifeand  difport  of  wit  not  without  pleafure,  if 
it  be  not  wrefted  out  of  the  name  to  the  reproach  •  of  the 
perfon.  And  fuch  will"  not  deny,  but  that  as  good  names 
may  be  ominonsfo  alio  good  Anagrams*  with  a  delight- 
full  comfort  and  pleafant  motion  in  honeft  mind*,  in  no 
point  yeeldmg  to  any  vain  pleafure*  of  the  body.  They 
willalfo  afford  it  fome  commendations  in  refpc&  of  the 
difficulty  i{D'>ffic'Ua  qua  \>pilcira)tt  slfothat  it  is  a  wheU 
ftone  of  patience  to  them  that  fhall  pra6ti(e  ir.  For,  fome 
have  been  feen  to  bite  their  pennc,  fcratch  their  bead  , 
bend  their  b  ows,  bite  their  lips,  beat  the  boord  ,  tear 
their  paper,  when  they  were  fair  for-  fomwhat,  and  caught 
nothing  herein. 

If  profound  antiquity  ,  or  the  inventor  may  commend 
an  invention,  this  will  not  give  place  co  many.  For  as  the 
great  M  i  tiers  of  the  Jews  teliifie,  tJAlofes  received  of  God 
a  Literal]  law,  written  by  the  finger  ot  God,in  the  two  ta- 
bles of  the  ten  Commaudcmcnts  to  be  imparted  to  all , 
and  another  MyflicalJ  to  be  communicated  onely  co  fea- 
venty  men,  which  by  tradition  they  fliould  pafs  to  their 
pofterity,  whereof  it  was  called  C\b>U.  Which  was  divi- 
ded into  Mercana^  concerning  onely  the,  facred  names  of 
Gody  and  Brefith  of  other  names  oo  filing  of  Alphabc- 
tary  revolution,  which  they  wdi  ha  ve  to  be  Ar.a^  r*mwa+ 
t$]m  \  by  wh  ch  thex  fay  <JM*r  e  ick>)ved  MBit;  Our  holy 
Mtfr'fi.Jtot  whe*Vr*his  r  ^^/f^TJiore.avcicnHhanthc 
TAlmmtcdl  taming,  hatched  by  z.hz  -curious  Jews ,  (is 
,  Z.  fome 
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fomcwill)  about  ioo#years  after  Cbrift,  kt  the  learned 
confider.

the  year  380.  before  Chrift  in  the  time  of  Ptoiom&ns  Ph:-

The  Greeks  refer  the  invention  of  it  to  Hermodice,  the 
wife  wife  of  the  foolifh  affe-eared  2^tdast  as  the  Latines  to 
Janus.  This  common  meafure  or  meane  to  reduce  wares  to 
an  equality  ,  was  called  by  the  Greeks  ,  Nomifma  ,  not 
from  King  Nnma^uz  of  Nomosx  Becaufe  it  was  ordained 
by  law  •  by  the  Latines  Pectin/a  9  either  for  that  all  their 
wealth  in  elder  t  mes  confifted  in  cat  tell :  as  now  among 
the  Irifhjor  that  their  firft  coyne  (as  Tbnie  will)  was  dam- 
ped with  a  Cow  (although  in  a  general  1  figmfication  Pccu* 
*»4  comprifed  all  goods  moveable  and  immoveable.)  It 
was  alfo  by  them  called  Moneta  in  a  more  reftric*  fignifi- 
•ation  a  Moncndo,  (as  SuieUs  faith)  becaufe  Vfhcn  the  Ro- 
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T  is  a  received  opinion ,  that  in  rrioft  ■ 
ancient  ages ,  there  was  oncly  bar- 
terie  or  change  of  wares ,  and  com- 
1    moditiesarnongft  moft  nations.  As 
in  Homer  %Glaucus  golden  armour 
I    was  valued  at  one  hundred  towes, 
*    and  Diomedes  at  ten.  Afterward  in 
1    commutative  juftice  it  was  thought 
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mans  flood  in  aped  of  money  ,  Jwo  admonjfhed  them  to 
ufe  juftice  ,  and  there  fnould  be  no  wane  of  money  :  the 
-    9  ftFcS :  thereof  when  chey  found  ,  (he  was  furnamtd  Juno 
jfevf/vta,  and  money  was  coyned  in  her  Temple.  And  kl- 
wi't  mmtf  had  nonem^lt  ei*£Kd  to  it  at  Rvme  tor  a  frefeo 
time,  yet  it  was  as  much  honoured  as  cither  Peace  ,  Tr*iik%

(k>/es9ihe  Italians  Moneta  e,  the  Spaniard  Moxeda. Which 
as  Civinan4srnpte,muu;  connft  of  matterjforme^ejgbt  and 
value  :  for  the  master  5  copper  is  tl>ought  to  have  been  fifft 
^yncd;afterward  fi  ver,for  the  cleannes,bcauty,  twectnesP 
#pd  br^htnefsjand  lan%  gold  a s*nore  cleane,  more  beau- 
tiful!, more  fweet,  more  brightimore  rare,  mere  pliable  and 
Jppr table  »  apteft  to  tfc^ive  forme ,  and  divifiblc  without 
iloffe  ,{&KWtfj  wal^d.by  fire  ,  bus  more  purified  ,  not  kfle- 
ned  by  occupying  ,  ruft  or  Icurfe ;  abiding  fretting  ,  and 
i4tipk>rs  of  (alt.  and  vinegar  without, damage  j  -and  may  be 
-^liawne  without  wooll,  as  if  It  were  wool!.  So  tbajt  thefe 
'plw^.rm,erajs  have  been  chofen  amongft  all  civill  nations  as 
j  By  the  common *onfent, to  bethe  inftru ments  of  exchange 
U*Ejfifai&*of  all  things*  Aibeit  other  matta  hath  been 
«a*;a  i  -1  ufed 
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ufed  for  money  ,  as  among  the  ancient,  Britain*  befides 
bralTc,  and  iron  rings  ,  or  as  Tome  fay  >  iron  plates  reduced 
to  certain  weight  *,  and  among  the  Lacedemonians  iron 
lingets  quenched  with  vineger  ,  that  they  may  ferve  to  no 
other  uie,and  now  the  Indians  have  their  Cacoas  in  iome 
parts ,  and  fhells  in  other  to  icrve  for  money.  There  alfo 
hath  been  (lamped  money  of  leather,  as  appeareth  byS*- 
m€d$  who  mentioned  that  there  was  in  ancient  timeC** 
rium  forma  pubttca  perctfjfvm  :  and  alfo  thatFr**fcra^thc 
fecond  ,  when  he  befieged  Millan  ,  ftamped  leather  for  cur- 
rant. And  there  is  a  tradition  that  in  the  confufed  (rate  of 
the  Barons  warre  ,  the  like  was  ufed  in  England,  yet  i  ne- 
ver law  any  of  them.  But  we  have  feen  money  made  by;thc 
Hollanders  of  paftbord,  ^/inno  1574. 

As  for  forme  becaufe  I  hatten  home  ,  it  were  imperti- 
nent to  note  here,  how  the  Jewes ,  albeit  they  derefted 
images ,  yet  they  imprinted  upon  their  (heckle  on  the  one 
fide  the  Gold  pot  which  had  the  Manna  ,  with  this  inferi- 
pcion  in  Hebrew,  Siclus  Ijraelis.  i.  e.  Sydn's  Israelis  :  and 
on  the  other  fide  the  rod  of  *Aaron  with  buddes  and  blof- 
fomes ,  and  Hterufalem  Santta.  Or  how  the  Dardanians 
(lamped  in  their  coynes  two  Cocks  fighting  ;  Alexander 
his  horfe  Bucephaltts  :  the  Athenians  an  Ole  ,  or  an  Oxe J 
from  whence  came  the  Proverbe  a gainft  bribing  Lawyers-'* 
Bos  tn  Itngua.  They  of  t&gina  a  fnayle, whereof  alfo  rofc 
another  Proverb  ,  Virtutem  &  Sapientiam  vinenntieftum 
dtnes ,  for  that  money  goeth  beyond  both  valour  and  wife-

As  for  the  Romans,  as  they  did  fet  down  the  image  and 
inferi prion  of  the'Goniul  while  the  Commonwealth  flouri* 
fhedi  afterward  of  the  Emperour  on  the  one  fide  ,  lb  they 
changed  the  reverie  alwayes  upon  new  events,  or  exploits, 
and  it  is  fuppoicd  by  liome  ,  that  the  great  ounce  Medal] s 
btthtfPbral&  tHd'Jold  were  (lamped  for  honour,  rod  to 
continue  the  memory  of  Princes :  neverthehefle  tiiey.were 
currant  as  well  as  the  fmalleft.'  And  this  manner  of  ltam- 
pirig  the  Princes  image  upon  coynes  was  continued  amongft 
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allcivUl  nations  oncly  the  Turks  and  other  Mar;umetans 
in  deteftation  of  Images  inscribed  che  Princes  name  and 
ycare  of  the  tranfmigtation  of  their  Prophet  tJMahomet \ 
which  happened  in  theyearc  of  cur  Lord  ,  622. 

After  the  arrivall  of  the  Romansin  this  Ifle.thc  Brit- 
tains  imitated  them  5  for  they  coyncd  both  gold  and  cop- 
per>  and  yet  there  are  extant  tonie  of  Cumbdtn  King  of  Ef- 
fcxand  MidcHefex  with  a  beardleffe  image  infeibed  Ctt*** 
behn  ,  and  in  the  teverfe  ,  fome  with  an  Horfe  ;  fome  with 
a  Coyner  and  Tafcio  fome  with  two  heads  conjoyned 
and  Cttno  /and  in  the  revcrfe  either  an  Hogge  under  a 
tree  with  Camu  ,  or  one  eare  of  corne  with  Cemu ,  to 
note  .as  it  feemeth. »  CtmahdttMtm  as  they  then  called  it , 
now  Maldon,  which  was  the  principall  feate  of  the  K\n°~ 
dome.  There  are  like  wife  feme  to  be  fecn  of  chat  famous 
BrundHtia  ,  which  ooely  I  hcareof  9  but  hitherto  have  noz 
iecn. 

When  the  Re  mans  had  extingui died  the  Kings  here, they 
fupprcfled  the  Britifli  coynes ,  and  brought  in  their  own  as 
a  proofe  of  their  conqueft ,  which  were  currant  here  from 
the  time  of  CUttditu  unco  talent intan  the  younger,  the 
fpaceof  fome  500.  years.  And  whereas  all  the  money  for 
$hi$:part  of  the  world  was  coyned  a,  long  time  ,  either  at 
Rome*  Lyons,  or  Trier  •yC9xfto9iti**s\t  teemed,  erected  a 
Mint  at  Lon-  Mynt  at  London for  we  have  icm  copper  coyne  of  his 
don  in  the  ^  cp  Land.  S.  implying  Fecuma.  Londini  ftfrnta  :  and 

Romam  time.  .  .  lY-     r  J~    r        c  u  •  w     ■      *  » 

there  was  an  officer  a.s  Tieaiurcr  ot  this  Mynt  at  London

thefc  Roman  coynes  great  plenty'have^been  found  ,  and 
daily  are  found ;  which  were  hid  (as  the  Saxon  Chronicle 
faith)  vfhen  (JW'ximtis  carried  fo  many  Britaines  into 
Fran&ytithb'im,  and  at*djverstother  times  overcovered  in 
chc.gxfoundift  thefodaine  luinating  of  Townes  by  the  Sa- 
xons, and  others. 

Aher  the,  Romans  bad  given  over  the  pofleflion  of  this 
Realme  ,  it  feemetb  probable  that  their  coyne  was  (till 
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currant  here  a  long  time  ;  for  there  never  as  yer,as  far  as  I 
underiland,  have  been  any  conies  found  of  fort  tge'V'or  ti- 
mer, dwelt  us  AwbrcfiteiiArtlw*)tTi&  other  which  Jived  in 
Mioie  lime*. As  for  the  Bruainefyor  Wclfh,  whatibever  Jura 
M.  yftaiu  their  Princes  had  ,  I  cannot  underftand  chat 
they  ever  had  any  ccine  of  their  own/or  no  learned  of  that 
nation  ha ve  ac  any  time  feen  any  found  in  Wales ,  or  else- 
where. The  molt  ancient  Englifh  coine  which  hitherto 
hath  come  co  my  figbt ,  was  of  Eihelberi  K  ng  of  Kent, the 
firlf  CKiiltian  King  of  c  ur  Englifh  Nation  ,  and  in  that  age 
and  iiicceeding  times ,  all  Money-accounts  puffed  by  the 
names  of  Pence,  Shillings,  Pounds^  and  Aiancufes  :  'Pence  Pence. 
iccmcth  to  be  borrowed  irom  their  Latin  word  *Ptcum*\  or 
ttt  er  from  Pendo^ox  the  juft  weight  thereof, which  wegh- 
ed  about  three  pennies  of  our  money,and  were  rudely  (tam- 
ped with  etc  Kings  image  on  the  one  fide ,  and  the  Mint- 
maftcrs  on  the  other  ,  or  clfe  the  name  of  the  City  where 
they  were  coyned.  Five  of  thefe  pence  made  their  (hilling.  Shilling* 
which  they  called  [ailing  ,  probably  from  [cilingus  ,  which 
the  {tamos  uiedfor  the  4  h.  part  of  an  ounce,  £.21.  parag. 
ft  Hunt  ;  and  forty  eight  of  tht  fallings  made  their  pound,  Pound. 
and  400- of  thefe  pounds  were  alegacie  for  a  Kings daugh* 
tenas  appeareth  by  the  laft  will  and  teitament  of  King  Al- 
froL  By  thefe  names  they  tranflated  all  fumms  of  money 
in  their  old  Englifh  Teftament ,  as  Talents  ,  by  Pundes  ; 
the  thirty  filver  pieces  ,  Judas  price  of-  treafon  by  Ihirtig 
fa/'inga;  tribute  money  by  Temmng^ht  farthing  and  mite 
by  -Feort ling.  Onely  the  Stater  found  in  the  fifhes  moufh 
by  Wr^, which  we  now  tranfhte  a  piece  of  20.  pence.  But  Wsegi 
they,  had  no  other  coyaed  money  but  pence  onely,  the  reft 
were  name*  or  numbers,  or  weights. 
•  Thirty  of  thefe  pence,  as.  v*//r/V  Archbifhop  of  Canter* 
bury,  in  rrs  Saxon  Grammer  notes,  made  a  Mancus*nh\ch  iManeufei  ] 
fome  think  to  be  all  one  with*  Mar^e9(ov  that  Manca  and 
Mancufa\s  tranflated  in  ancient  books  ,  by  Marca*  And 
Manca^s  appeareth  by  an  old  fragment ,  was  quint afar s 
mcu  |They  reckoned  thefe  ^Mancufe^x  MancusbotWm 
A  a  3  gold 
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gold  and  filver :  for  about  the  yeare  of  cur  Lord,  6tZo>Tnaf 
King  of  the  Wert  Saxons  ,  as  we  read  in  Ma'rmbury  ,  en* 
forced  the  Kentiflimen  for  to  redeeme  their  peace  at  the 
price  of  thirty  thou  and  tJliaKcai  of  gold.  h\  the  no:es  up- 
on K\ngCamtm  Lawes,  I  finde  this  difference,  that  Matt- 
cufa  was  as  much  as  a  Marke  offilvcr  $and  tjlfanca  was  a 
fquare  piece  of  gold,  commonly  valued  at  thirty  pence. 
Ores*  The  Danes  alfo  brought  in  a  reckoning  of  Money  by 

Oresyper  Or  as ,  which  is  mentioned  in  Doomes-day  Book. 
Whether  it  were  a  feverall  coyne,  or  a  ceitain  fumme,  I 
know  not,  but  I  collect  out  of  the  Abbey  Bock  of  Ban- 
ton  ,  that  20.  Or  a  were  ratable  to  two  Marks  of  Giver.  I 
may  alfo  fuppofe  that  the  Sound  of DenmarkeAvhere  Ships 
pay  toll  for  paffage,  called  Ore-found,  hath  the  denomina- 
tion from  this  Ores.  In  Doomcs- day-Book  there  is  alio 
mention  of  Libra  arf&  ,  penfata  ,  ad  numerum  ,  &  de  alio 
z/lrgento  ,  which  implyeth  in  my  opinion  Moneyes  tryed 
for  their  allay  byfire,payedby  weight,number»and  in  bul- 
lion.

This  Coyne  is  not  now 
known  ;  but  Duxfian  ,  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  (  as  it  is 
in  the  Authenticall  deed  )  pu-chafed  Hendon  in  Middle- 
fex  of  King  Edgar  9  to  Weftminfter ,  for  200,  Biz,antincs\ 
of  what  value  they  were  was  utterly  forgotten  in  the  time 
of  King  Edward  the  third  :  for,  whereas  the  Bifliop  of 
Norwich  was  condemned  to  pay  a  Btz,antine  of  gold  to 
the  Abbot  of  Saint  Edmnnds*bury  ,  for  encroaching  upon 
hislibertie  (as  it  was  enacted  by  Parliament  in  the  time 
of  the  Conquerour)  no  man  then  living  cou'd  tell  how 
imich  that  was ,  fo  as  it  was  referred  to  the  King  to  rare 
how  much  he  ftiould  pay.

Jonvlllelnthe^ken  as  but  one  hundred  yeere  before  ,  two  hundred 

JifeofS.Lttri/,  thoinand  Bezants  were  exacted  of  the  Soldan  for  the  redee- 
tiling  of  Saint  Lcwu  of  France ,  which  wre  then  valued 
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at  an  100.  the  u'and  Linrj.Thc  name  continuethye  tin  the 
blaeon  of  Amies,  where  Plates  of  Gold  are  called  Bc-

the  01hcr.fi  Je  die  picture  of  the  Virgin  CMarie  ,  with  In 
honortm  fxntldt  ^tiria  V g  nu :  and  this  was  ufed  till  the 
firft  yeare  of  K'ng  James,  who  upon  jultreafon  cauledtwo 
to  be  new caft, the  one  for  himfelf  ,  having  on  the  one  fide 
the  pidare  of  a  King  kneeling  before  an  altar  ,  with  foure 
Crowncs  before  him  ,  implying  his  foure  Kmgdomes  ,  and 
in  the  circumscription,  Qjtfdret tbnam  Domino  pro  omnibtu 
(jUAinbiut  w;/;;?onthe  other  fide  a  Lamb  lying  by  a  Lyon, 
with  [or  contritum  &  humiliatum  non  defptciet  Dens.  And 
in  another  for  the  Queen,  a  Crown  protected  by  zC kera- 
tin, over  that  an  eye,  and  Deus'm  a  cloud  ,  with  Teget  ala, 
fummus  ;  on  thercverfe  a  Queen  kneeling  before  an  altar, 
with  this  circumfcription  Piu pr  cabas,  fervent e  fide ^hnmi-  - 
licbfeqnto% 

But  to  our  purpofe.  Albeit  the  coyning  of  money  is  an

The  Norman  Kings  continued  the  fame  forme  ,  coy- 
ning onely  pence  with  the  Princes  image  on  the  one  fide* 
and  on  the  other  the  name  of  the  Ci  ty  where  it  was  coy- 
fced,  with  a  croffe  fo  deepcly  impreffed  ,  rhat  it  might  be 
cafily  parted  andbrokeninto  two  halfes ;  whichfo  broken

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they  called  Halfe-pence,  and  if  into  foure  parts^rhich  they 
called  fourethtxgs, or  Fa-'things. 

Grievous  were  the  puniftiments  *of  faliecoyncrs  in  this 
age>  who  were  punifhedby  putting  cut  of  eyes,  cutting 
eft"  hands  and  genitals.  Great  alfo  was  the  divider  :  For 
f04.V1.1000.  in  King  Stephens  time  every  Earle  and  Baron  ejected  his 
4?-M77.f9.  Mynt;  but  Henry  the fecond fupprefled  them  alj#-j-ahered 
t  Mattb.Varif.  the  coyne  which  was  corrupted  by  ccunterfekours ,  co  the 
tnan*  i*&©.  great  good  of  the  Common -weaie  ,  but  dammage  of  feme 
private  men:  he  al  o  granted  libertie  of  aynmg  to  cer- 
tain Cities  and  Abbies ,  allowing  them  one  ftaple  ,  and 
two  puncheonsat  a  rate /with  certain  refindions,  In  the 
time  of  hisfon  King  Ttjchard  the  firft,  money  co  ned  in 

fcHtu^Gbft-  thc  Eaft  Par:s  of  Gcrmany  bcSan  »  *be  °f  eipeciall  req  e$ 
rium.v.  tl.  ^  England  for  the  puritic  thereof,  and  was  called  Lafier* 
Girl.  Somncri  Itng  money  ,  as  all  the  inhaibcants  of  thofc  parts  were 
i»  Hift.Angl.  cA\\t^  £afterlings9*nd  fhortly  after  fome  of  that  Country, 
skilfull  in  Mint  matters  and  allaics,  were  fent  for  into  ibis 
Rcalme  to  bring  the  coine  to  perfection  ;  which  fince  that 
time  was  called  of  them  Sterling  y  for  Eafieritng  ,  not  from 
Sniveling  in  Scotland,  nor  frcma  ftaire,  which  iome  drea- 
med to  be  coined  thereon ;  for  in  old  deeds  they  are  al- 
wayes  called  Nummi  Eftertingi ,  which  impjyed  as  much, 
as  good  and  lawfull  money  of  England,  or  Prcfa  Monet  a 
among  the  Civillins,  and  Monoy  de  Rof  in  France,  Otho 
a  German  was  the  principall  among  theic  Eaftcrlings ,  and 
in  old  Records  is  called  Otho  Cun>eator9  who  grew  to  fuch 
"wealth  that  Thomas  hisfon  furnamed  FitzsOthes ,  mar- 
ried one  of  the  coheircs  of  Be-auchamp  Baron  of  Bed- 
ford •  was  Lord  of  ^MeftdhfijAm  in  Suffolk  ,  and  held  in 
fee  to  make  the  coyning  ftampes  ferving  for  all  Eng- 
land :  which  office  defcended  by  an  heire  gencrall  to  the 
Baron  Boutetort  ,  from  whom  Ferrers  of  Tamworth , 
BerkUys  of  Stoke ,  Kntvets  and  other  are  linealiy  defcen- 
ded. 

Neverthelefle  this  Eafrerling  good  money  was 
in  a  fhorc  time  fo  corrupted  and  dipped  by  Jewes , 
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Italian  ufurers  called  then  Corfini ,  (  who  were  the  firft 

Chriftians  that  brought  in  ufury  among  us)  and  Flemings, 

that  the  King  by  Proclamation  was  enforced  to  call  in  the 

old  money ,  make  a  new  (tamp  and  to  ere<ft  Exchanges       Pay^  w 

where  the  weight  of  old  money  was  exchanged  tor  new  ,  an.  ittf.& 

allowing  thirteen  pence  for  every  pound  ,  to  the  great  da-  114-8. 

mage  ot  the  people  who  befide  their  travail  Charge,  and 

long  attendance  received  (as  my  Authour  faith  )  of  the 

Bankers  leant  twenty  (hillings  for  thirty  ,  which  the  Earl 

of  Cornwall  farmed  of  the  King  ,  refervmg  onely  the  third 

part  for  the  King.  3^ 

King  Edward  the  firft,  as  he  cftablifhed  the  meafure  of

Jewes  executed  at  London  for  clipping 
if  tne  Kings  coine.  Afterward  Crocards  and  -Pollards  were 
decried  down  to  an  halfe  penny.  Rofaries ,  Stepings  and 
S.caldings  forbidden.Black  money  (what  that  was  Iknow 
not,if  it  were  not  ofCopper,as  Made  Sc  Black^matle)viis 
forbidden  by  K,£dward \p upon  paine  of  forfeiture  thereof, 
and  Gaily  halfe  pence  brought  hither  by  the  Galliesof  Ge- 
noa,who  had  great  trade  in  England,  was  eftfoones  prohi- 
bited by  Parliament ,  in  the  time  of  K,  Henry  the  fourth.

About  the  yeare  1310.  the  Kirigs.and  States  of  Cbri-

chichi  ur  Alchymifts  do  affirme  (as  an  unwritten  verity  )  eat 
was  nude  by  projc&ion  or  multiplication  AJchymicall  of 
Kaymnnd  Lnlly  in  thcTcwer  of  London, who  would  prove 
it  as  Akhymically  ,  befide  the  tradition  of  the  Rabbiesin 
that  faculty,  by  the  inlcnption  ;  for  as  upon  the  one  fide 
there  is  the  ICngs  Image  in  a  fhip  j  to  notifie  that  he  was 
Lord  of  the  Seas, with  his  titles, let  upon  the  reverie,  a  crofs 
floury  with  Lioneux  ,  inferibed  ,  Jefus  ant  cm  tr unpens  rer 
medium  eorum  that.  Which  they  profoundly  expound,  as 
Jefus  pafled  inviiible  and  in  moft  feeret  manner  by  the  mid- 
deitof  Pharitesilb  that  gold  was  made  by  invifible  and  fe- 
eret art  amidtt.  the  ignorant.  But  other  fay, that  text  was  the 
onely  Amulet  ufed  in  that  credulous  warfaring  age  to  ef- 
cape  dangers  in  battailes.  This  King  coyned  alio  half 
Nobles ,  called  then  the  half  penny  of  gold  ,  lefie  pieces  of 
gold  of  3.  fhillin^s  4.  pence  5  and  (ome  of  20.  pencc,called 
the  farthing  of  gold:  and  likewife  in  iilver ,  Groates  and 
half  groates3by  the  advifc  of  William  Edingdon,  Bifliop  of 
Winchcfter,  and  then  Treafurer  of  England. 

It  is  memorablctha:  the  reverend  and  learned  Cuthbert 
Tunft*UJ$.  of  Durham  obfervedin  the  Gold  of  this  King, 
that  it  came  neereft  to  that  of  the  ancient  Romans.  As, chat 
foure  Rofe-Nobles  did  weigh  an  ounce  ,  and  were  equiva- 
lent to  the  Roman  Aurei  both  in  weight  &  fincnes  &  fixe 
Noble-Angels  made  an  ounce  ,and  were  aafwerableinall 
points  to  the  old  Roman  Solidus  aureus.  L  Icewife  in  filver 
coynes  ,  that  an  old  fterling  groat  was  equivalent  to  the 
Roman  Benarius^ihc  ha-f  groat  to  the  Quwanus,  and  the 
old  fterlingpenie  to  the  Seftertius  Hummus,  &  Seftcrtium 
in  the  Neuter  gender  (a  thoufand  Sestertii )  to  five  pound 
fterling,when  3.  fliillin°$4.  pence  went  to  the  ounce,  but 
now  to  7.  pound  10.  (hillings  ,  according  to  Sir  ThmM 
Smiths  account,  when  5.  (billings  gocth  to  the  ounce. 
•  The  fweceeding  Kings  coyned  Rofc-Nobles  and  double 
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Rofe-Noblcs,  the  Great  Soveraignes  with  the  faidinfcrip-" 
tion  ,  Jefus  autem  tranfiens  per  medium  eorum  ibat,  &  half 
Rofe- Nobles,  with  Dowine  ne  in  furore  arguatme,  &  half 
jflenry  Nobles  with  the  fame,and  K.f/.the  6.  when  he  was 
crowned  K.of  Francsy  coyned  the  Salur,fo  fhortly  contra- 
cted for  the  Salutation, having  on  the  one  fide  the  Angeli  fa- 
luting  the  Virgin  Mary  $x.hz  one  holding  thearmes  of  Eng- 
land, the  other,  of  France,  with  the- Kings  title.  On  the  re- 
*erfc  a  croffc  between  a  flower  de  luce  and  a  Lyon  paflant 
with  (  brifths  vincit ,  Chriftus  regnat ,  ^hriftus  imperat.

Upon  this  former 
infeription  of  Pofui  Deum  adjutorem  meum,  a  lude  Schol- 
ar grounded  his  Apologie  (  when  he  was  charged  to  have 
gotten  a  fellowftiip  in  a  Colledge  indirectly)  by  protcfting 
folemnly  by  his  faith  &  honcfty  that  he  came  in  oncly  by 
'Pofui  Deum  adjutorem  meum.  And  no  marvaile,  for  lome 
are  faid  to  have,  higher  place  by  mediation,and  help  of  An^ 
gtfc;  03  -  ulftf  iupi  U*> 

Thefe  eoines.  and inferiptions  continued  untill  K.  James 
having  happily  attained  the  whole  Mona*chk  of  great  Bri- 
taine  ,  cauicd  new  coynes  to  be  made  of  feverall  ftamps  , 
w.e;ghts,and  values  tabe  currarvtin  his  kingdomes ,  that  is 
tofay,onepieeeof  Gold  of  the  value  of  20. s.fterling, called 
the  #«/^,ftamped  on  the  one  fide  with  his  picture  formerly 
uttd  with  this  &\\tJatobmfDei  Gra.M*g%Brit*7tni*)Fr*n. 
fail  &

King  Henry  the  eight ,  who  had  infinite  wealth  left  by 
his  prudent  and  fparing  Father  ,  and  io  enriched  himfelf  by 
the  fpoyles  of  Abbyes ,  by  Firft  fruits ,  Tenths  ,  cxadions, 
and  abl'enties  in  Ireland  ,  was  yet  io  impoverifhed  by  his 
pompous  profufion  , that  in  his  later  dayes  he  firft  corrup- 
ted the  rich  coyne  of  this  flourifhing  Kingdom  with  Cop- 
per, to  his  greac  difhonour  ,  the  dammage  of  Succeflbrs , 
and  the  people,  although  for  his  advantage  for  the  prelent. 
Upon  which  occafion,  that  we  may  inferta  rale,  when  wc 
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purpofc  nothing  fericus  here  :  Sir  John  %jinsfiri  meeting 
Paifon  Brccke ,the  princpall  de viler  of  the  Copper  Coyne, 
threatned  him  to  break  his  head,  for  chat  he  had  made  his 
Soveraign  Lord  (the  mcft  beautifull  Prince  ,  King  Hwy) 
with  a  red  and  copper  nole.  So  bale  and  corrupted  wicb 
copper  were  his  money  ,  as  alio  of  King  Edwtrd  the  fiat , 
thatfomeof  them  which  was  then  called  Teftons,  becaufe 
the  Kings  head  was  thereon  figured  ,  contained  but  twe 
pence  farthing  in  fi.ver  j  and  other  fcure  perice  half  penny. 
Bu:  Q^ecn  Elizabeth  of  thrice  happy  memory  ,  to  her  ever 
glorious  renown,  cenfidering  in  the  beginning  cf  her  :a':gne 
by  the  long  lufferance  of  that  bale  and  copper  monr  ves,not 
only  her  Crown,  Nobility ,and  Subjects  of  this  her  Realme 
robe  daily  more  and  more  impovenfh:d  ,  the  ancient  and 
lingular  honour  and  eftimition,  which  this  Realme  of  Eng* 
land  had  beyond  all^  other  by  plenty  of  moneyes  of  Gold 
and  Silver,only  fine  and  notbaie,was  hereby  decayed,but 
alfo  by  rcafon  of  thefe  faid  bafe  moneyes  ,  great  quantity 
of  forged  &  counterfeits  were  daily  made  and  brought  from 
beyond  Seas,for  the  which  the  ancient  fine  gold  and  filvcr, 
and  the  rich  Merchandize  of  this  Realme  was  tranfpor- 
ted  and  daily  carried  out  of  the  fame,  to  the  lmpovenfhing 
thereof,  and  enriching  of  others ;  And  finally,  hereby  all 
manner  of  prices  of  things  in  this  Realme  neceflary  for  fu- 
ftentationof  the  pecple^grew  daily  exccfl»ve,to  the  lamen- 
table and  manifeit  hurt  and  opprefTion  of  the  ftate  ,  efpe- 
cially  of  Peniioners,  Souldiers,and  all  hired  iervants,  and 
other  meane  people  that  live  by  any  kinde  of  wages ,  and 
not  by  rents  of  lands ,  or  trade  of  Merchandize.  She,  upon 
thefe  confiderations  defirous  to  refine  the  coine,  not  accor- 
ding to  the  legall,but  natura'l  eftimationof  the  metall,firlt 
marked  the  bale  money  ,  fome  with  a  Greyhound  ,  other 
with  a  Portcullices ,  and  other  with  a  Lyon,  Harp,  Rofe,  or 
Fleure  de  Lys,  and  after  a  time  calling  them  to  her  Minte, 
repayed  fo  much  for  them  as  they  contained  in  pure  filver; 
fo  that  by  her  benefit  England  enjoyeth  as  fine,  or  rather 
fiaer  fterling  filver  trjan  ever  it  was  in  this  Realme  by  the 
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fpaceof  two  hundred  years  and  more;  a  matter  worth  mar- 
king and  memory.  Verily  a  greater  matter  than  either  King 
Edward  the  6.  or  Queen  Mary  durft  attempt.  Whatfoever 
doth  rcmaine  for  money,  let  Money-mongers  fupply  when 
they  will.  And  I  refer  to  Politician*  to  difpure  among 
themfelvcs ,  whether  the  dearth  of  all  things  ,  which  molt 
complainc  of,  doth  proceed  from  plenty  of  gold  and  iilver, 
fince  the  late  difcoveries,  or  from  ^Mono^oltes^  and  combi- 
nations of  Merchants  and  Craf;fmen  ,  or  from  tranfporta- 
tion  of  graine,  or  from  pleafure  of  great  perfonages  »  which 
do  mol? highly  rate  fuch  things  as  they  moft  like,  or  excels 
in  private  perfons,  or  to  all  thele  conjoyndy. 
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"  O  doubt  but'after  the  creation,  man- 
kindc  went  firft  naked  ,  and  in  pro- 
babilitie  might  ft)  have  continued. 
For  that  as  Nature  had  armed  other 
creatures,  with  haire*  briftles,  fliells, 
and  fcales ,  lb  alfo  man  with  skin 
fufficient  again  ft  the  injuries  of  the 
aire.  For  in  this  cold  Ccuntrey  in 
Severus  time  ,  the  moft  Northern 
Brit  nines  were  all  naked,  and  thereunto  ufe  had  fo  harde- 
ned them,  according  to  that  which  a  half  naked  poor  beg- 
gar anfwered  in  cold  weather  to  one  warmely  clod  with  his 
furres,  muffes,  and  fables  about  his  neck,  mervailin°at  his 
nakedneffe  :  I  as  much  mervaile  how  you  can  abide  your 
face  bare;  for  all  my  body  is  made  of  the  fame  metall  that 
your  face  is. 

But  a  bafhfull  fhamcfaftnefs  in-bred  in  man,  and  with- 
all  a  naturall  defireof  decencie,and  ncceffity  of  coverture  in 
extreme  weather,firft  gave  occafion  to  invent  apparcll,and 
afterward  pride  playiflg  upon  conceited  opinions  of  decen- 
cie,  hath  infinitely  varied  the  fame  in  matter,  form,  and  fa- 
fhion,  and  fo  now  doth  and  will  continually. 

Lucretius  the  ancient  Poet ,  thought  that  garments  of 
knit  work,and  after  of  woven>were  firft  in  ufe  by  this  verfe: 
Nexilis  ante  fuit  vefiis  ,  quam  textile  tegmcn. 

As  that  iron  was  found  out  afterward  ,  without  which 
weaving  could  not  be  ufed.  But  other  think  thatBeafts 
skinns  after  ^Adams  leaves,  was  mans  firft  coverture. Cer- 
tainly at  Cdfars  arrivall  fome  years  before  Ckrifts  Nati- 
vity 
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vttft  the  Britaincs  in  the  South  p^.rcsof  this*  our  Ifle ,  were 
attired  with  skins,  itid  after  as  civility  grew  under  the  Ro- 
mans, they  afVumcd  the  Roman  habite. 

Tbc  Engli(h  which  at  their  firtt  arrival  I  here  ufed  long 
Jacquets,  were  (horn  ail  the  heatf  faying  about  the  crown, 
and  under  that  an  yron  ring.  After  they  ware  loofe  and 
large  white  garments,  with  broad  guards  of  divers  co- 
lours, as  the  Lombards .  Somewhat  before  the  conqueft 
they  were  all  gallant  with  coats  to  the  mid  knee,  head 
(horn,  beard  (haved,  armcs  laden  with  bracelets-,  and  face 
painted. 

WhofocYer  will  enter  into  this  argument  fince  the  con- 
quer!, his  pen  may  have  a  fpicious  walk ,  but  I  purpo- 
(ing  to  be  brief,  will  omit  the  royall  habits  of  Kings  ac  their 
Coronation,  the  mantle  of  Saint  £dward,  the  Dalmatian 
with  fleeves,  a  faccrdotall  garment,  their  hofe  andfaiidals. 
As  alio  the  honourable  habiliments,  as  roabes  of  State,Par- 
Uamentroabs,  Chaperons  and  Caps  ofEftate,  houplands, 
which  ibme  think  to  be  traincs ,  the  Surcoate  ,  Mantle  f 
Hood  and  Coller  of  the  order  of  the  Garter,  Seethe  Ghim- 
ncrs,  Rochets,  Miters  of  B;fliops,  with  the  Archbifhops 
PalJ  bought  fo  dearly  at  Rowe5  and  yet  but  made  of  the 
Wool  of  white  lamb^,  fed  by  Saint  Agnes  Nunnes^  and  led 
about  Saint  Peters  Alcar,and  laid  upon  his  tombc.Neither 
will  I  fpeak  of  the  Judges  red  roabes ,  and  Coller  of  S  S. 
which  they  ufed  in  memory  of  S.  S  'mpliciw ,  a  fan&ified 
Lawyer,  and  Senatour  of  ko-me.  I  omit  I  fay  all  theft  mat- 
ters, whereof  each  one  would  require  a  whole  treatife,  and 
will  briefly  note  what  I  have  obferved  by  the  way,  in  my 
little  reading. 

Robert,  eldefl  fon  to  the  Conquerour,  ufed  fhort  hofe, 
and  thereupon  was  by-named  Court«hof§  and  (hewed  firft 
the  ufc  of  them  to  the  Englifh.  But  how  flight  they  were 
then,  you  may  underfland  by  King  William  Rufw  hofe, of 
which  I  (hall  fpeak  hereafter. 

King  Henry  the  firft  reprehended  much  the  immo-  UvtftfWhi 
defly  of  apparcil  in  his  dayes,  the  particulars  arc  not 

C  c  fpecified, 
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fpecified,  but  the  wearing  of  long  hair  with  locks  and  p& 
rukes^he  abolifhed. 

King  Henry  the  fecond ,  brought  in  the  fhort'  Mantle; 
and  thereof  had  the  byname  of  L  ourt- Mantle.  And  in  this 
time  the  life  of  filk,  I  mean  Bombpma,  made  by  filk- 
wormes,  was  brought  out  of  CjrceceiiKo  S  eJtey  and  then 
into  other  parts  of  Chriftendome.  For  Sericmm  which  was 
adoune  kembed  offfrom  trees  among  the  Seres  in  Eaft 
India,  as  Biff  as  was  a  plant  or  kiad  of  filk  grafs,  as-  they 
flow  call  itj  were  unknown . 

There  was  alfo  a  coldly  flsffc  at  thofc  times  here  in  Enj& 
land,  called  in  Latinc  Aarifrijium  ;  vvhat  it  was  named  in 
Englifhl  know  not,  neither  do  imagin  it  *Aw  phrighw, 
and  to  fignifie  embroy  Jerie  with  gold,  as  Optra  Phrygia^ 
were  cmbrodtfics.  Whatfoevec-it  was,  much  defired  it  way 
by  the  Popes,  and  highly  cfteemcd  in  Italic..  But  co  the 
purpofe ; 

What  the  habits  both  civiil  and  militarie  were  in  the 
time  of  Kiag  John,  Henry  the  third,  and  fucceeding  age^ 
may  better  appear  by' their  monuments,  old  glafs  win- 
dows, and  ancient  Arras,  than  be  found  in  writers -of' 
thofc  times.  As  alfo  theroabs  (which  the  Kings  then  al- 
lowed to  each  Knight  when  he  was  dubbed,)  of  ©reen  or 
dauf.  anno  Burnet,  viz.  Tnnicam^&  pallium  cum  penults  byjfis,  as  they 
Html*.  fpak€  in  that  age,  and  appeareth  upon  record.  Neither  is  ic 
to  be  doubted,  but  fucceflive  time,  and  Engliih  mutability 
brought  in  continually  new  cuts,  as  in-  the  time  of  King 
Edward  the  third,  which  may  be  underftood  by  this  rime 
then  made  s .  ;

the  ch  m->&  buttoned  like  the  womensjbut  fet  with  go  Id,  fiver 
and  prec'ow  ft  ones  :  their  Itrripifpes  reach  to  their  heels  all 
jaggsd,They  have  anther  weedofflkjwhich  they  call  a? at- 
tack ,  their  hofe  are  of  trio  colour  s^or  pted,with  more9  which 
with  lachetsywhJch  they  called  Herlots/%  tye  to  their  Pal- 
tocks  without  any  breeches  .Their  girdles  are  of  gold  &  fi- 
ver Jome  worth  7*>.M arks  ,t  heir  fhoes  and  pattens  are  fnow- 
ted  &  ptked  more  then  a  finger  long  crooking  upwards, whic-k 
they  call  Crackows,  refembling  the  divels  claws ;  which  were 
faftned  to  the  kn:es  with  chains  of  gold  and  fiver ;  And thus 
were  they  garment ^(which  as  my  Author  faith)  werelyons 
in  the  haU^and  hares  in  the  field.Jhc  book  of  Woreefter  re- 
ported* chat  in  the  year  of  our  Lord;i  36o.they  begafrto  ufe 
caps  of  divers  colours,  efpccially  red  with  coftly  lynings ; 
and  1 372.they  firft  began  to  wanton  it  in  a  new  roundcur- 
tall  weed  which  they  .called  a  Cloaks,  and  in  Latin  Armi- 
iaufa,  as  onely  covering  the  fhoulders.  Here  you  may  fee 
when  Gowns,  Cloaks,  and  Caps  firft  came  in  ufe,  though 
doubtlefs  they  hadfome  fuch  like  attire  in  different  names. 
-  How  flrangely  they  were  attired  under  King  Richard 
the  fecond,  the  good  pcrfon  in  Chaucer  (hall  tell  you.  Alas 
may  net  a  man  fee  as  in  our  dates  the  fmfull  coftly  array  of 
cloathngy  &  namely  in  too  much  fuperfluity  of  clothing, fuc  h 
that  maketh  it  fo  dear,  to  the  harme  of  the  ptofle \not  only  the 
eo ft  of  embroidering. the  difguifedendent':ng,cr  barring  jbuk- 
d™g^Uyti>gjv'nding,Gr  bcndtng,&  fembkblewaft  of  cloth 
tn  vanity \B hi  there  *f  alfo  the  coftlyfftftingtr/their  goyvnss 
fomuch  -ipoHnfing  ofchefeHto  make  holes  .fo  much  dajrging'of 
fiereiforche,witb  the  fuperfluity  in  length  of  the  fore/aid 
g9wns/rayltng  in  the  dung,  and  ' in  the  mire ^n  horfe  and  al- 
fo on  foot^at  well  of  man  as  of  woma>:. That  ail  thai  tray Ur.g  i< 
verily  as  in  ejfetl  waftedyr0*fpim?d,&  thred  bare,  &  rotten 
with  dung  rather  then  it  it  given  to  the  per.

They  had  alfo  about  th*  time  a  kind  of  Gown  called 
a  Git*  a  jacket  without  flceres  called  a  H^ton*  a  loofe 
jacket  like  an  Heralds  Coat  of  Armes,  called  a  Tabard  ; 
a  Chore  gabbardin  called  a  Court-pie;  a  gorget  called  a  Che~ 
vefail ;  for  as  yet they  ufedno  bands  abottt  their  neck;  a 
pouche  called  a  Gifper.  And  Queen  Anne  wife  to  King  R  - 
<rW^thefecond,  whofirft  taught  Englfli  women  to  ride 
on  fidc-fadles,  when  as  heretofore  they  ridde  aftryde, 
brought  in  high  head  attire  piked  with  hornesj  and  long 
trained  gowas  for  women.

as  they  Ho  now  with  French  farthing  lies,  and  men  with 
abfurd  (hort  garments ,  infbmuch  as  it  was  enifted,  in 
a*  £-4.chap  i  .that  no  manner  perfon  under  the  <  face  af  * 
Lord,  Hull  wear  from  that  time  any  gown  or  mantle, 

D  i  unle& 
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unlefs  it  be  of  fucll  length  tnat  he  being  upright  it  mailt 
cover  bis  privie  members  and  buttocks, upon  pain  to  for- 
feit toouc  Sovereign  Lord  the  King  at  every  default  20. 
(hillings. 

Neither  was  the  Clergy  clear  then  from  thispridc,as 
you  may  perceive  by PereePlowma. Albeit  Poly dor -Virgd 
and  the  !a:e  Archbilhop  ai  Canterbury  (moft  reverend 
D./^r^?r)noteth  that  th?Ciergy  otEngUnd  never  ware 
filkor  velyet  untill  the  time  of  the  pompous  CardinaJl 
fVoljeywho  opened  chat  door  to  pride  among  tbem,vvhich 
hitherto  cannot  be.  (hut.  The  tWx\\  wars  could  not 
purge  thisgenerall  vain  humour,  neither  the  Jaws  /till 
enacted  in  rriis  behalf,  neither  if  a  comtm^t  of  goW^l- 
ver,ani  filk,could  be  brought  into  mens  minds>which  is 
an  impoffibility ,  but  fuppofed  by  fome  to  be  the  one/y 
means  to  reftrain  the  vain  expences  herein-,  neither  do 
I  think  chat  the  ihamefull  exceptions,  which  Zaleucus 
theLocrian  provided  in  hislaws,cou!d  ftay  our  vanitie, 
who  ordained  that  no  woman  mould  be  attended  with 
more  than  one  maide  in  the  Oreet,  but  when  (he  was 
drunk ;  that  (he  mould  not  goe  out  of  the  citie  in 
the  night,  but  when  (he  went  to  commit  adulterie; 
that  (he  mould  not  weare  gold  or  embroidered  apparel, 
but  when  (he  purpofed  to  be  a  common  ftrumpct* 
.^As  for  men  that  they  fhould  not  wear  rings  or  ti(fu:s>but 
when  they  went  a  whooring.-yet  for  a  elofc  I  wil  cell  you 
here  howSir PkilifC "ah hrop pur gedJohnDrakes  thefhoe- 
maker  of  Norwich  in  the  time  of  King  Hen.zht  ST.of  the 
proud  humour, which,  our  people  have  to  be  of  thcGen- 
cJemens  eat.This  knight  bought  on  a  time  as  much  fine 
French  tawney  Gloathas  fhould  make  him  a  gown,and 
fqjt  it  to  thcTaylours  to  be  mi^^JohnDrakes  a  flioema- 
ker  of  that  town,  coming  to  the  faid  Taylours,  and  fee- 
ing the  Knights  govvn.cloath  lying  there,liking  it  we  I, 
eaufed  the  Tay lour  to  buy  him  as  much  of  the  fame 
cloth,  &  price  to  the  fame  intent,  &  further  bad  him  to

But  tfo  fe 
things  do  flay  and  (hall  Hay  nety  toffed  a  little  roand 
fro  even  as  the  bif!o>vs  of  ihr  Tea-  In  one  age  there  will  be 
more  adulterers  ,  in  another  time  there  wii  be  exceflive  rioe 
in  banquetting- another  while  tfran^e  garmenting  of  the  bo* 
dy^not  without  deformity  of  the  mmd.  At  another  time, 
malapert  boldnefswill  Iquare  it  out  rln  another  age  cruel- 
ty and  fury  ofcivill  war  will  flafh  out ;  and  ibmet.mes  ca- 
rowfing  and  drunkennefs  w  llbe  counted  a  bravery.  So 
vices  do  ruffle  among  themfelves,  and  uiurpc  one  upon 
another.

Wonderful!  it  was  of  what  force 
the  Aries  rf  Ram  was  in  batterie,t  he  Mafcles,  walking 
Towers,  Hel  yolk-  or  Wtn-citte^  wherewith  Demetriu* 
got  t  ie  fumame  Polio?  cetes  ot  Town-taker^  the  Baltfia 
in  violent  fhootn  g  great  (tones  and  quarrels,  as  alfo 
the  fatapultes,  the  CM-dleolt  in  fyring  buildings,  which 
could  be  ( x:ingui(hed  with  nothing  but  duft    an  j  that 
fo  famous  of  Anchmides  invention  at  the  fige  ofS/- 
racufcfor  (l\ot  of  great  ftoues  with  a  marvellous  crack. 
But  that  we  may  come  h  tt.c,  our  nation  had  the  pra- 
ctice of moft  of  thefe,  and  moreover  of  <JMangoneU, 
7  rahucckes,  and  Bricolles*  wherewith  they  ufed  to  caft 
mil- ftones,  and  the  Frenchmen  veflfels  of  venemous  in- 
fection, w  hid  i  th °y  prepared  againft  Calice,  Anno  1410.  . 
-   but  v\  ex  fy  red  with  the  whole  town  of  Saint  Omars9 
b\  an  Erg'ifli  >outh.  With  thefe  Engines  the  Turks 
(ho-.  .  ut  it  d  carcafes  ofhorfes  into  Negroponte,  when 
theybefieged  it,  and  it  is  reported  by  William  Brita9 
that  the  Arcubalifta  or  Arbaltft  wasfirft  (hewed  to  the 
Trcfich  by  our  King  Richard  the  firft,  who  was  fhordy 
after  flaw  by  a  quarrell  thereof.  Wnercupon  the  French 
V  At9Wtiltam  Briton,  made  thefc  verfes  in  the  peifon 
rfAtropos  the  facall  fitter.

Some  kind  cf  Br'.coljt  femed^  which  the  Erghfli  &  Scots 
called  an  Efcrixgeld,  the  (hot  whereof  K.  Edward  the  firft 
efcapcd  fair  at  the  liege  of  Srrivelin,  where  he, with  mother 
Engine,  named  the  fVarwolf^  pierced  with  one  ftone,  and 
cut  as  even  as  a  thred  two  vauntmure^  as  he  did  before  at 
the  fiege  of  Brehin  ;  where  Tl.omas  <J\'£adt  the  Scots- man 
fccrTcd  at  the  EngliQi  AttiJlerie,  with  wiping  the  w  all  with 
his  haridkercher,  untill both  he  and  the  wall  were  wiped 
away  with  afhot.  And  as  the  antient  Romans  had  their 
CrmtS\  V ne&,  PluteK  and  fuch  like  to  make  their  appro- 
ches;  foiiad  the  Engl  Ch  in  this  age  their  Cat-houfe  and  Son 
for  the  fame  purpofe.  ThisCat-hcvfe  anfwerableto  the  Cat- 
tus  mentioned  by  I  'cgetiu  ^  was  ufed  in  the  fiege  of  B^- 
fik'd  Cafh'e  in  the  time  of  K*ng  H^.r  -  the  third.  The  Sow  is 
y  et  ufuall  in  / r*/W,  and  was  in  the  time  of  King  Sdward 
the  third  ufed  at  the  fiege  of  2>#af*r?  which  when  the 
Countefs,who  defended  the  Caflle,  faw,fhe  fad  merrily,that 
unlefs  the  Eng!i{hmen  kept  their  Sow  the  better,  (he  would 
make  her  to  caft  her  pigs. 

When- a  Catapult  was  firft  feen  at  Lacederzon,  Archi- 
damus  exclaimed :  O  Hercules,  now  manhood  is  co?nt  to  an 
end.  But  what  would  he  have  laid,  had  he  feen  the  Cannon 
or  great  Ordinance  of  our  age,  which  made  all  antient  En- 
g  nes  to  ceafe,  as  furpsffi  g  them  alJ,m  force,  violence  im- 
petuofire,  fodaynnefs,  and  fwiftnefs,  according  to  that  of 
Saxo  T  amply.

So  violent  it  is  in  breaking,  tearing,  bruifing,  renting,  ra- 
zing, and  ruinating,  VVallc.^  Towers,  Caftle;,  Rampicrs, 

and 
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aiidall  that  it  encountereth  •,  that  it  might  feem  to  hare 
been  invented  by  pra&iie of  the  Divell  to  the  deftiu&ion 
ofcmankinde,  as  cheonely  enemy  of  true  valour  and  man- 
full  Coaragtoufncis,  by  murthering  afar  off. 

Not  with  landing  ibme  there  axe ,  which  thinke  thac 
hereby  hath  been  the  faving  of  many  lives,  for  that  fieges, 
before  the  common  ufc  of  them,  continued  longer  to  the 
greater  lofs  of  people,  and  more  fields  were  fought,  with 
flaughtcr  of  greater  multitudes.  At  the  fiege  of  jcrptfalem 
there  were  flam  and  died  ten  hundred  thoufand.  At  the 
Surprifcsof  Maldon  in  Ejfcx  then  called  (  am*loduntim% 
zndferulamncer  St.  Albans,  were  flain  by  Brundwica 
Princefs  of  Norfolk^  and  Suffolk^,  in  the  time  of  Nero 
8ocoo.  Ac  the  liege  of  Alexia  by  C*far  39*thoufand,  who 
alfo  in  his  French  and  Britifh  wars,  vaunted  thac  there 
were  flain  eleven  hundred  njnetic  two  thoufand  men.  But 
to  omit  ancient  wars,  at  the  battail  of  Hafitngs  where 
England  was  conquered,  were  flain  at  the  leaft  47944. 
Englifh.  At  Crefli  30000.  French.  In  thac  of  Palme  Sun- 
day $60700.  when  as  fincethe  common  ufe  of  gunns,  at 
Thdden  field  were  flain  but  8000.  Ac  Musjieborough 
4000.  at  the  great  battail  of  Breux  feaven  or  eight  thou- 
fand, and  fewer  in  the  latter  battaiJs.  UnkCs  you  will  with 
King  Lewis  the  xi.  of  France  fuppofe  the  number  to  bee 
corrupted  in  the  antienthiflorief,  who  could  not  be  indu- 
ced to  beleeve,  that  there  were  fo  great  armies  levied,  or  fo 
many  flain  as  are  fpecified  in  them.

ftcne  and  Saltpeter  in  a  moiter,  perceived  the  force  by  ca* 
fting  up  the  ftone  which  covered  it  when  a  fpark  fell  in* 
to  it.  But  one  faith  he  confuted  with  the  diviil  for  an  of" 
fenfive  weapon,  who  gave  him  anfwer  in  this  ebfeure  O" 
racle,

fury,  and  roaring  crack.  This  being  begun  by  him  by 
skill  and  time  is  now  come  to  that  perfection,  not  cnely  in 
great  yron  and  brafs  pieces  ,  but  alio  in  fmal] ,  that  allad- 
m  re  it ;  having  name  g  yen  them ,  fome  from  ferpents  or 
ravenous b.rds  as  CulveriiKS  or  i  olubrines,  Serpentines, 
Bafiiifques,  Faulcons,  Sacres ;  others  in  other  refpe&s,  as 
Canons,  Dcmicanons,  Chambers,  Slinges,  Arquebuze,  Ca- 
livcr,Handgun,Muskets,  Petrcnils,  P  floJI, Dagge  &C.and 
Petarras  of  the  fame  brood  iately  invented. 

The  very  time  of  their  firft  invention  is  uncertain,  but 
certain  it  is  that  King  So-war d  the  third  ufed  them  at  the 
fiege  of  £  1 547.  for  Gun-art  had  their  pay  there  as 
appeareth  by  rcco.d.  About  33.  years  before  they  were 
feen  in  Italy,  and  about  that  they  began,  as  it  (cemeth  ,  to 
be  ufed  ifi  Sy.iin  but  named  by  writers  Dolia  tgn  voma,  as 
fire-flafhins  veffels. 

Yet  the  French  as  VolidoreVtrg'.l  noteth,  skant  Inew  the 
ufe  of  them,  untill  the  year  14*5.  when  the  Englifli  by 
great  ordinance  had  made  a  breach  in  the  waK  of  Mars, 
under  the  conduct  of  /  homo*  Af  wtaci*tejz(\  Earl  of  Salif- 
burie  of  tHatfurname,  who  was  after  (lain  at  Orleans  with 
a  great  (hot,  and  is  noted  to  be  the  firft  Engliflh  gentle- 
man 
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man  flain  thereby.  Albcic  now  he  is  thought  the  moft  un" 
fortunace,  and  curfed  in  his  mothers  womb,  who  dyech  by 
great  fhot. 

Butamongftallthc  Englifh  artillery;  Archery  chalen- 
geth  the  prehcminencie,as  peculiar  to  our  N«cionvas  the  SA* 
rijfa  was  to  the  Macedonians  Gefi  to  the  old  GVwrA, the 
Frame*  to  the  Gey  mans,  the  Mach&ra  to  the  Greek*  \  firft 
(hewed  to  the  Englifh  by  the  Danes,  brought  in  by  the 
Normans, comtmtd  by  their  fuccclTc  s,  to  the  great  glory 
e( England  in  atchieving  honourable  yiftories,  but  now 
difpcffcfTcd  by  gunnery ,how  juflly,  let  others  judge.  Much 
may  be  faid  for  either.  Sir  John  Smith,  and  Sir  Roger  Willi- 
ams have  encountred  with  their  pens  in  this  quarrell.I  will 
fay  noraore,but  as  one  faith;  when  Englifh  men  ufed  Her- 
cities  weapons,  the  bow  and  the  black]  bill,  they  fought 
vi&orioufly  with  Hercules  fuccefs :  fo  I  hope  they  (hall 
cany  way  no  victory  more  happily  now,  when  they  adjoyfi 
to  thofe  weapons  of  Hercules^  Joves  thunder-bolt  •  for  Co 
feme  now  call  our  great  fhot.  Some  there  are  notwith- 
ftonding  which  compare  the  ancient  flings  with  ourfmall 
fhot,  in  force  ;  for  Authors  teftifie,  that  the  bullet  of  a  fling 
in  the  •ourfc,  hath  continued  a  fiery  heat  inthcayr,  yea 
fometime  melted,  that  it  kiileth  at  oneblow>  that  it  pier- 
ceth  helmet  and  (hicld,  that  it  reacheth  farther,  that  bran- 
doneth  lefs  5  as  in  the  holy  Scripture  they  of  Cjabaa  could 
hitahayr  with  their  fling,  but  thefc  flingers  do  not  now  ap- 
pear. To  fpeak  of  leflct  weapons,  both  defenfive  artd  of- 
fenfivcofour  Nation, as  their  Pauad,  BafiU  d,  Launce- 
gajy  &c.  would  beendlefsandnecdlcfs,  when  we  can  do 
nothing  but  name  them. 
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Hercas  fomcwhat  hath  been  faid 
Allufionsand  Anagrams  which  re. 
fult  ouc  of  names,  I  think  it  fiiaH 
not  be  impertinent  toadde  alf© 
fomcwhat  of  Armories  or  Armes^ 
which  as  filcnt  names  do  diftin- 
guifri  families.  But  with  this  pre- 
face, Salvo  femper  meliori  jtidicio • 
and  that  Iwill  but  touch  it  lightly  and  (lightly  without  of- 
fence  to  fuch  as  have,  or  prejudice  to  *cro  that  will  lift* 
dertake  this  matter  more  fcnouily.  . 

Armes  as  enfigns  of  honour  among  military  men  in  the 
general  fignification,  have  been  as  anciently  ufed  in  this 
Realm  as  fn  any  other-,  for  as  necefficic  bred  the  ufe  of  them 
in  managino  of  militaric  affairs  for  order  and  diftin&ioii 
both  of  whole  companies  and  particular  pcrfons  amongft 
other  nations,  that  their  valour  might  thereby  be  more 
confpicuotfs  to  other  5  fo  likewife  no  doubt  among  the  inha- 
bitanftofthislland>  who  alwayes  have  been  as  martiallas 
any  other  people  whatfocvcr.Tn  fomuch  as  unlcfs  we  would 
.conceive  hardly  of  our  own  progenitors,  we  cannot  think 
but  that  in  martiall  fcrvices,they  had  their  conceits  in  their 
enfignsboth  fordiftinaion,  direaion,  and  decency. 

He  that  would  fliew  variety  of  reading  in  this  argument, 
might  note  out  of  the  facred  Scripture,  that  every  Tribe  of 
Ifrael  pi  ched  under  their  own  Standard  ;  out  of  prophane 
awhor^that  thtC  arians  9yiho  were  the  firft  merccnarie  foul- 
iliers,  firft  alfo  bare  marks  in  their  flhieids.-  that  the  L*ccd§~ 
bare  the  Creek  letter  A-  Ae  UMefotJsM  M.&c 
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But  tocome]home,foraegive  the  firft  honour  of  the  in- 
vention of  the  Armories  in  chis  part  of  the  worid  to  the 
ancient  Pills  and  BrttA*nsy  who  going  naked  to  the  wars, 
adorned  their  bodies  with  figures  and  blazons  of  divers 
colours,  which  they  conjecture  to  have  been  fcverall 
for  particular  families,  as  they  fought  divided  by  kin-  ™?™.lfvj2*' 
dreds. 

When  this  Ifle  was  under  the  command  of  the  Romans, 
their  troupes  and  bands  had  their  feverall  figns,  As  the 
Br  it  Annie  i  am  in  their  fliield  a  Carbuncle,  Br tannict  a  Plat 
party  per  Saltier.  StabUjiant  a  Plate  within  an  annulet, 
Secundum  an  Annulet  upon  a  crofs.  For  particular  pcrfons 
among  the  Grecians  Ulyffcs  bare  in  his  ftiield  a  DoJphin. 
Among  thcRomans  Julius  Ctftrfhc  head  cfycnus.Crix- 
us  the  French  Captain,  a  man  weighing  gold;  A  Saguntine 
Spaniard  an  hundred  fnakes :  fo  I  onely  reade  among  the 
Britains  that  the  victorious  Arthur  bare  our  Lady  in  his 
(hicld,  which  I  do  the  rather  remember,  for  faiNet.uwu 
who  lived  not  long  after,  recordcth  the  fame. 

In  the  Saxon  Heptarchie  I  find  little  noted  of  Armes, 
albeit  the  Gei  mans  of  whom  they  defcended,  ufed  (hieJdr, 
as  Tacitus  faith,  colors  fuc*:cy  which  I  know  not  whether 
I  may  call  Armes  or  no,  neither  know  I  whether  I  may 
rcferre  hither  out  of  Bedat  how  Edwin  King  of  Northum* 
berUnd  had  alwaies  one  enfign  carried  before  him  called  in 
E*gli(h  a  Tuffe,  which  Vegeiius  rcckoneth  among  rnlitai  y 
enfigns,  or  how  King  Ofwald  had  a  banneroll  of  gold  and 
purple  interwoven  paiie  or  bc»die»fet  over  his  tomb  at BArd- 
ncj  Abbey  in  Lincolnshire  ;  or  how  Cutbred  King  of  Wefi^ 
[ex  bare  in  his  banner  a  golden  Dragon  at  the  battail  of 
Burefardy  as  Hcvedcn  no:cth,  and  the  Danes  in  their  ftaja- 
dard  a  Raven,  as  Aflrius  reportcth. 

Hitherto  of  Armes  in  the  gcnerall  fignification,  now 
femewhat  o^  them  inthcretfiift  fign  fixation,  as  we  de- 
fine, or  rather  defenbe  them,  v:z>.  That  Armes  are  Enfigns 
of  honour  born  in  banners ,  (hiekh,  coats,  ^or  notice 
ii^diHiiidionofFamiliesonefromthe  other,  and  defcen- 
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dable,  as  hereditary  to  poflerity. 

Here  might  divers  enquiries  be  made  when  they  ttfgan 
to  be  hereditary,  which  was  very  anciently,  if  we  rclie  up- 
on the  Poets  credit.  For  to  overpafs  other,  Vtrgil  faith, 
that  AventiHHS)  Hercules  foo,  bare  an  hundred  foakes,his 
fathers  A  rmes.

Wnaifocverfomedifcourfcoutof  the  Kings  feals  of  he- 
reditary Armas  in  England,  certain  it  is,  that  the  Lyons 
were  the  Armes  of  our  Kings  in  the  time  of 'Henry  the  firft. 
For  John  of  MArmon flier  in  Twaine,  who  then  lived,  re- 
cordeth  that  when  the  faid  King  chofe  (jeffrAy  fon  of  Foutk^ 
Earl  of  Anjctt,  TourAin  and  Maine,  to  be  his  fon  in  law 
by  marrying  to  him  his  onely  daughter  and  heir,  Mavpde\ 
and  made  him  Knight  after  the  bathing  and  other  folemn 
rites,  boots  embrodered  with  golden  Lyons  were  drawn 
on  his  legs,  and  a  fhield  with  golden  Lyons  therein  hung 
about  his  neck* 

That  King  Richard  the  firft.his  grand- chiJde, bareLy on s, 
appeareth  by  his  Seal,  as  alfo  by  thefe  verfes  in  Phitifftidog' 
uttered  in  the  perfon  of  Monfteur  mil'; am  de  Barr,  ready

A  bout  this  time  the  eftimation  of  Ai  ms  began  in  the  ex- 
peditions to  the  Holy  Land,  and  afterward  by  littJe  and 
littlebecame  hereditary,  when  ic  was  accounted  moft  ho- 
nourable ro  carry  thofeArmes  which  had  been  difplayedhi 
the  Holy.land  in  that  holy  fervice  again!}  the  profeffed  ene- 
mies of  Chriftianity.  To  this  time  doth  Eeire  Piih£uzn6 
other  learned  French  men  referrc  the  originall  of  heredi- 
tary Arms  in  France  \  and  in  my  opinion  without  preju- 
dice to  other,  about  that  time  we  received  the  hereditary 
ufcof  them,  which  was  not  fully  cftablifhcd,untill  the  time 
of  King  Henry  the  third.  For  the  laft  Earls  of  Chefter,  the 
two  Quinejes  Earls  of  JVinchefter,  the  two  Lanes  Earb 
of  Lincoln,  varied  mil  the  Father  from  the  fon,  as  might 
be  particularly  proved. 

In  thefe  holy  wars  many  arms  vfere *  a Tiered  ,  arid 
new  aflumcd  upon  divers  occafiens,  as       fores  Earls  of 
Ox  f  d,  who  bare  before  quarterly  Gules  arid  Or,  infejrted  Gevealona 
aMolletin  the  firft  quarter  ,  tor  that  a  (tickling  ft ar  fell  ajuiqua, 
thereon,  when  one  of  them  ferved  in  rhe  Holy-land.  Trje 
L.Barklevs,  who  bare  firft  (Jules  a  Cheveron  Arg,  after 
one  of  them  had  taken  upon  him  the  Ctofs,  (fop  that 
was  then  the  phrafe)  to  ferve  in  thofc  Wars,  inferred  ten 
Crofles  patte  in  his  A*icld.  So  Geffr*y  of  Bmllion  the  glo- 
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rious  General  in  thofewars,  at  one  draught  of  his  bow, 
(hooting  againfl  Davids To\yer  in  Hierufalem  broehed 
three  fcctlefs  birds  called  Allerions-  upon  his  arrow,and 
thereupon  affumed  in  a  (hield  Or  three  Allerions Argent 
on  a  Bend  Gaeles, which  the  houfe  of  L0m*»<r,defccndiDg 
from  his  rac€,continucth  co  this  dty. So  Leopold  the  fifth 
Marques  of  A  uftri  a  ywhobixe  formerly  fix  Larks  Or  in 
Az,ure%whtn  his  coat- Armour  at  the  fiege  of  Acres  in 
theHoly-land  was  all  dyed  in  b!ocd,fave  hisbelt,he  toofc 
for  his  arms,  Gaeles^  a  white  Belt,  or  a  Feffe  Argent  , 
(which  is  the  fame)  in  memory  thereof. 

About  this  time  did  many  Gentlemen  begin  to  beat 
arms  6y  borrowing  from  their  Lords  arms  of  whom 
they  held  inFee,or  to  whom  they  were  moft  dtveted.So 
whereas  the  Earl  ofcheflerbtrzGarbes ,or  wheat  fheafc, 
many  Gentleman  of  that  Country  took  wheat  flieafs. 
Whereas  the  old  Earls  o£fVarwick  bare  Cheqny  Or  and 
i  A^ure  a  Cheveron  Erminy  many  thereabout  tookErmin 
■  and  Cheque  *  In Leictflcrfoire  zndthc  Countrey  confi- 
[  fling,  divers  bire  Cinquefoylest  for  that  the  antient 
Earls  of  Leicefler  bare  Gueles  a  Cinquefoile  Srmin.  In 
Cumberland  and  thereabouts,  where  the  old  Baron  of 
Kendallb&iC  Urgent  two  barres Gueles  and  a  Lion  paj- 
fant  Or  in  a  Camon  of  the  fecond ;  many  Gentlemen 
thereabout  took  the  fame  in  different  colours  and  char- 
ges in  the  Canton.

In  this  and  the  fuceeeding  ages,  at  every  expedition  fuch 
as  were  Gentlemen  of  bloud,  would  rcpairc  to  the  Eaile 
Marftull.  and  by  his  authority  take  coates  of  Armes,  which 
were  regirhed  a-1  waies  officers  of  Armes  in  the  Holies  of 
Amies,  made  at  every  (crvice,  whereof  many  yet  remain : 
as  that  of  the  fiege  of  C  aer*Uverocy  the  bactail  of  Sterlings 
the  ficge of  Caltce,  and  divers  Tourniaments.  At  this  time 
there  was  a  diftin&ionof  Gentlemen  of  bloud,  and  Gen- 
tlemen of  coate-armour,  and  the  third  from  him  that  fii  ft 
had  coate-armour,  was  to  all  purpofes  htid  a  Gentleman 
of  bloud. 

Well,  whofoevcr  would  note  the  manners  of  our  pro- 
genitours  in  this  nge,  in  wearing  their  coate  armours  ^>Tec 
their  harneffe ,  and  bearing  their  Armes  in  their  fhields,  ill 
chejr  Banners  and  Pcnons ;  and  in  whac  formall  manner 
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they  were  nude  Bannerets  and  had  licence  to  rear  their 
Burner  of  Armes,  which  they  prefented  rolled  up  to  the 
Prince,  whounfoldedjand  redelivered  it  withtappy  wiflics; 
I  doubz  not,  but  that  he  will  judge,  that  our  ancertors  were 
as  valiant  and  gallant  as  they  have  been  fincc  chey  left  off 
their  Armes,  andufedthe  colours  and  curtaincs  of  their 
Miftns  beds  in  fled  of  them. 

Now  what  a  large  Held  would  lie  open  to  him  that 
fliould  fenoufly  enter  into  this  mattcr,he  might  fay  much, 
to  omit  Charges  which  feeme  infinite,  of  the  differences 
in  Armes  of  them  which  defcended  of  one  Houfe  by  the 
male  ;  I  doc  nor  nieane  Lafallfot  the  firft  Sonne  while  the 
Father  furviveih  $  the  CrefCe*t  for  the  fecond  the  Mul- 
let unpierced,  lor  the  third;  the  Martlet  for  the  fourth;  an 
Annulet  for  the  fifth}  a  Flour  dt  lys  for  the  fixt;and  the  reftf 
according  as  ic  pleafcd  the  King  of  Armes.  Thefe  faving 
the  firft,  were  not  in  ufcin  elder  times  5  but  began  abouc 
the  time  of  King  R  .chard  the  frcond :  and  now,  whe» 
Families  are  very  far  propagated  are  not  fufficicnt  for  that 
u/e  :  For  many  (hould  bear  a  LMullet  within  a  Crescent 9 
and  an  tAnmlet  and  Martlet  thereupon  very  confufedly  t 
But  in  paft  ages,  they  which  were  defcended  from  one, 
flemme,  referring  the  principall  charge  and  commonly 
the  colour  of  the  Coate,  took  Borders,  Bends,  Quarters, 
Bendelets^CrolTets,  or  (bme  other  addition  or  alteration. 
As  for  example. !  he  firft  Lotd  fliffordfave  Chequy  Or  and 
Azure,  a  Bendelet  Gculcs,  which  the  eldcc  brethren  kept 
as  long  as  they  continued  ;  a  fecond  Son  turned  the  Ben- 
delet into  a  bend  Geulcs,  and  thereon  placed  three  Lioneux 
paflant  Or ;  from  whom  the  Cliffords  of  Fraropton  defcen- 
ded. Roger  Clifford  a  fecond  Son  of  Waiter  Clifford  the 
firft,  for  the  Bendelet  took  a  Feffe  Geules  ;  as  theEarleof 
CumberUtid)  from  him  defcended,  beareth  now;  and  the 
Cliffords  of  Km\  branched  out  of  that  Houfe  too?  the 
feme  with  a  border  Gen les.  Lkewifc  the  eldeft  Houfe  of 
Stafford  bare  Or,  a  Gheveron  Geules,  but  the  younger  de- 
cended  from  them,  cooke  divers  differences*  as  they  of 
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pipe,  did  fct  about  their  Cheveron  three  Martlets  fable,1 
another  placed  three  plates  upon  the  Cheveron  ,v  they  of 
Sonthwike  added  a  border  Sable,  they  of  (jrafton;  a  Quar-  S 
ser  Ermin  ;  they  of  Frome  a  border  Geules;  whereas  alfo  \ 
the  Lord  Cebham  did  bear  Gcults  on*  Cheveron  Or,  three  ; 
Lioncux  rampant  fable,the  younger  brethren  of  that  houfr, 
viz*  Cobham  of Sterborrovo  %  ^BUckbnrg  ,  of  Ft  tunc  ho 
took  for  the  three  Lioneux,  three  Eftoiles,  three  F  glees, 
and  three  Crefcents    So  of  the  defendants  from  the  Lords 
Barkjey,  rhey  of  Stoke,  Ctffo?  d  and  Vefey.zdded  Ermines  in  j 
the  Cheveron;they  of  Btvsrfton  a  border  of  Argent;they  of 
W  m  .  dhamm  the  County  of  Lcicefter,  changed  their  ten 
Grcfies  into  as  many  Cinquefoiles. 

As  for  the  difference  ofBaftards,  none  in  old  time  bare 
the  Fathers  Armes,  with  a  bend  finift  r,  unlefs  they  were 
avowed  and  bare  alfo  their  Fathers  furnamc ;  but  other 
coates  were  commonly  devifed  for  them  5  A  s  Sir  R?ger  o{ 
Clarendon,  baftard  fori  of  the  Black  Prince,  bare  Or  on  a 
bend  fable  three  feathers  Argent,  which  was  borrowed 
from  his  fathers  deviferj^a  de  Clar&xe  bafe  fon  to  Thomas 
Duke  of  Clarence  ,  who  valiantly  recovered  from  the 
tnemy  the  Corps  of  his  Father  flain  at  thebattail  of  Ba- 
v^,bare  partie  per  Cheveron  (Seules  and  Azure  two  lyom 
adycrfeand  Saliatot  ©ardantOr,  in  the  chief,and  a  FIohyc* 
de-Us  Or,  in  bafe  point  .•  John  Beauford.zhxit  Son  of  the 
houfe  of  Somerfet  bare  party  per  pale  Argent  and  Azure  a 
bend  of  England  with  a  b  bell  of  France,  &c, 

Thefc  Armcswere  for  a  long  time  borne  fingle,  after- 
ward two  were  quartered,  then  more  marftialled  together, 
to  Botifie  from  what  houfes  the  bearers  were  defcended  by 
heirs  geaerall. 

Quartering  ofCoatcs,  began,  firft,  (as  far.as  I  have  ob- 
ferved)  in  Sftine  ,  in  the  Amies  of  Caftileand  Leon,  when, 
thofc  two  kingdomes  were  conjoyaed ;  which  our  King 
Edrvardxhz  third  next  imitated  when  he  quartered  France 
and  England,  (for  I  omit  his  mother  Queen  Ifabel  who 
joyned  in  her  fca*  E*£^*^j  France,  Navarre,  and 
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-Champainc.)  He  in  this  firft  quartering  varied,  fomecime  pla- 
.cin°  France j  fometimeE*f/Win  the  firft  quarter  ;  whether 
to  pleafe  either  nation,  I  know  not.  But  at  the  laft  he  re- 
folved  co  phce  France  firft,  whether  as  more  honourable,  or  of 
which  he  held  great  and  rich  territories,  let  others  determine. 
All  Kings  hitherto  fueceeding,  have  continued  the  fame.  Yea^ 
and  when  King  Charles  the  fixt  of  France  changed  the  ftmti 
Flow-dt-lys'pxo  three,oui  King  Henry  the  fifth  did  the  like, 
and  fo  itcontirtucth. 

The  firft  of  the  Nobilitie  that  quartered  anorher  Coatc 
Was  Hafiings  Earl  ot  Pembroke,  who  quartered  his  own 
coate  with  that  of  Valence  of  the  houfe  of  Luftgnian ,  ia 
whofe  right  he  had  that  Ear Ido me  :  And  ftiortly  after  Ma* 
ttla\  fitter  and  heir  to  Anthony  Lord  Lucy,  gave  a  great 
pare  of  her  lands,  to  the  heir  male  of  the  Lord  Percy,  her 
fecond  husband,  conditionally,  that  her  Armes  being  three  Efe.  a  a, 
Lucyes  and^cules,  mould  be  quartered  alwaies  with  -Per- 
eyes  Lyon  Azure,  rampant  Or  ;  and  hereupon  was  a  Fine 
leavied  in  the  time  of  King  Richard  the  fecond .  After 
theft  times  every  gentleman  began  to  q  iartcr  the  coate  of 
the  chief  heir  with  whom  his  progenitour  had  matched,  and 
often  preferred  that  in  the  firft  place,  if  (he  were  honou- 
rable. But  after  chat  divers  were  marflia'ed  together  for 
the  honour  of  Q^een  Elizabeth  wife  to  King  Edward  the 
fourth  (who  firft  of  all  our  Kings  finee  the  Conqueft  mar- 
ried his  fnbjeit,)  fomany  in  imitation  did  the  like,  which 
fo  inereafedjthat  now  of  late  fome  have  packed  fifty  in  one 
fliield.  And  this  is  to  mew  their  right.  For  it  was  objected 
againft  Richard  Duke  of  York  ,  when  he  claymed  the  Kot*  fyrfwz 
Crown  as  heir  to  Ltonell  Duke  of  Clarence^  that  he  did  not 3*  Hmr'  *' 
bear  the  faid  Dnkcs  Arms :  But  he  anfwered  thereunto, 
that  he  might  lawfully  have  done  it,  but  foibare  it  for  a 
time;  as  he  did  from  making  his  claim  to  the  Crown. 

For  Augmentation«,fomc  were  ofmeer  grace,  fome  of  Augments- 
merir.  Richard  the  fecond  choofing  Saint  Sdward  the  tion« 
Confeflbr  to  be  his  Patron  ,  empaled  hii  Coate  with  the 
Arms  of  EngUndtfLfd  of  his  mcer  grace  granted  to  Thomas 
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Duke  of  Surrey  to  empale  likewife  the  fame  Saint  £W<Tf 
Arms  in  a  Border  Ermine  with  his  own  ;  and  to  Thomat 
Mowbray  Duke  of  Norfol^thc  fame  holy  Kings  Arms  in- 

Pat.9Mc.i.  Wfdy.Notwitbftanding  Henry  Ho  jW,Earl  o£  Surry  line- 
ally  defcended  from  him,  was  attainted,  among  other  pre^- 
tenees/or  fo  bearing  the  fame.  The  faid  King  Richard  alfo 

P^.S>Xi./M.  granted  *  to  his  Favorite  Robert  Vere,  EarJ  of  Oxford,  and 
Duke  of  / r^W,  that  he  mould  bear  during /his  life  Azure 
-3.  CrownsOr  within  a  border  Ardent  e  In  like  manner 
and  refpeft.  to omic  rainy  ;  King  Henry  the  tight,  granted 
to  the  Umilie  of  Manours ,  no*v  Earls  of  Rut  land,  the 
Flow*  de-Lys,  and  Lyons  which  he  beareth  in  chief,  for 
that  they  defcende  1  from  a  fitter  ofKing£<*Wr*/the  fourth. 
Hchotv  uredhis  fecond  wife.  Queen  Annt  Bolltn  with 
three  Coats  ;  his  third  wife,  Qutcn  jane,  with  one  ;  Ka- 
tharine Howard^  fifth  wife,v*ith  two  ;  hi  <  wife,  Ka+ 
tharine  Par,  with  one,  by  way  of  Augmentation.

?.i.«.i8.  '  f°tk>  andhispofterity,  for  his  vi&ory  at  Flodden  field, 
wherein  King  James  the  4-  of  Scotland^  was  flain,  a  demy 
Lyon  Geules,  pierced  through  the  mouth  with  an  arrowy 
within  a  double  treafure  floured  of  the  fame,in  the  midfi  of 
the  bead  of  the  Howards  Arm*.  And  about  the  fame  time 
he  rewarded  Sir  John  Clerk^3o£  Bttcktnghamfhire,  who  did 
take  the  D.  of  Longvilett  the  battail  of  Spurs. with  a  Can- 
ton Azure,  therein  a  demy  Ramfalient  Argent,two  FJour- 
do-lys  Or  in  chief  5  over  all  a  baflon  truneked  in  the  fmU 
fter  point  ol  his  own  Arms  (as  appeareth  upon  his  Monu- 
ment at  Tame  in  Oxford/hire)  for  that  no  Ckriftian  may 
bear  entirely  the  Arms  of  a  Chrifiian,  whom  he  taketh  in 
War.  In  like  manner  Ferdinand^  King  of  Spain,  honoured 
Sir  Henry  Guilford  with  a  Canton  of  Granado;  and  Charts 
the  fifth,  Peter  %ead  of  Grimingham*  with  a  Canton  of 
Barbarie  for  his  ferviee  at  Tunis. 

infeoebm*  An  Infeoehcon  of  arms  may  have  place  amongft  aug- 
mentations,which  is  the  arm*  of  a  wife  being  an  heir  gene- 
ra II,  infer  ted  in  the  centre  or  rfciddls  of  her  HusbandsCoats 
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after  lie  hath  IflTue  by  her,  to  manifeft  the  apparent  right  of 
her  inheritance,  trammiflijiblc  to  his  and  her  ilTue.  Other- 
wife  if  /he  be  not  heir,  he  may  but  oneJy  empale  it  with 
his  o.vn. 

Crearts  being  the  Ornaments  fet  on  the  eminent  top  of 
the  H.Vm,  arid  called  Tymbres  by  the  French,  I  know  not 
why,  were  ufed  amicntly  to  terrific  the  enemy,  and  there- 
fore wtrc  fl range  devifes  or  figures  of  terrible  fhapes,  as 
that  monftr>  us  horrib.'e  Chimera,  outbreathing  flames  tip- 
on  Vurnus  Healm  in  VtrgiL

Of  which  fort  many  might  be  remembred,  Bat  when  as 
Tapripu  faidof  the  Samnites  Creaks, wb^^c  enrouraged 
hisfouldicr*  again/t  them,  Criftt  vulnera  nonfaciunt :  rjiil- 
der  were  ufed  as  the  Corvus  or  Raven  by  the  fomlf  of 
Corvinus,  for  that  while  he  fought  againft  his  enemy,  a  Ra- 
ven pearehed  upon  hU  Ralm,  and  fo  feconied  him  with 
his  hccy  and  fluttering  wing*,  that  he  gained  the  victory ; 
whereupon  he  affurned  botn  his  furname,  and  his  Creaft,  as 
Stlms  It  Miens  thus  remcmbreth  ?

Thefirft  Chrifliansufed  no  other  blazon  in  their  fhields 
then  the  name  of  Chrift ,  and  a  crofs  for  chcirCreaft,whcr- 
upon  Prudent ins ;

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Many  years  were  thefc  Creafts  arbitrary,  taken  up  at 
every  mans  pleafure,  after  they  began  to  be  hereahary, 
and  appropriated  to  families.  Here  in  England  firfi,  as  I 
'have  hitherto  observed  ,  about  the  time  of  King  Edward 
thefeeond.  Of  what  efteemCreafls  were  in  the  time  of 
King  Sdwardthc third  may  appear  by  record  in  the  i^. 


Wliich  he  himfeif  had  formerly  born  for  a  Crcaft  to  mtk 
ham  MontacuteJLztl  of  Salisbury^  healfogave  to  him  the 
Minnonrs  of  Wccdton,  Trome  ,  whitfield ,  (JWtrJbrvood, 
Worth  and  *Pole  (which  came  to  his  hand  by  the  forfeiture 
of  Iohn  Matravars)  10  the  rraintenance  thereof.  And  the 
faid  Earl  regranted  the  fa>d  Creaft  to  Lionell  the  Kings 
fen,  and  his  Godfon  with  much  honour.  What  earefuii 
consideration  was  then  of  Creafts  may  alfo  appear  by  re* 


*p^!7.  K  »,  cord  among  the  Patents  *  i7»of  K.Richard  2.  who  granted 


that  whereas  Thomas  Mowbray  Earl  M?rfhall  and  Not- 
tingham might  lawfully  bear  a  Leopard  Or  with  a  Labell 
Argent  about  his  neck?  which  might  lawfully  appertain 
to  the  Kings  Ton  and  heir,  that  he  mould  in  place  of  that 
Labell  bear  a  Crown  Argent.  More  might  be  hereunto 
added  of  Helms,  Creafts,MantIes,and  Supporters  .•  but  for 
them  and  fach  like  I  leave  the  reader  to  Edmond  Bolton, 
who  learnedly  and  judicioufly  hath  di/covered  the  firft  E- 
lementsof  Armory to  Gerrard  Leigh,  John  Feme,  John 
(jHillim  Tortifmoath,  Purfivants  of  Arms,  who  have  dili- 
gently laboured  therein,  and  to  others  that  have  written, 
or  will  write  hereafter  in  this  argument,  left  I  mould 
fccm  to  glean  from  the  one,  or  prevent  the  other. 


year  of  his  rei^n ,  when  the  faid  Ki 
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(jrave  Speeches  and mttie  Apothegms 
of  worthy  Terfonages  of  this  %ealm 
in  former  times, 

Wenty  years  fince,  while  /.  BifoopCwhofe 
memory  for  his  learning  is  dear  to  me) 
and  my  id f  turned  over  all  our  Hifto- 
rians  we  could  then  finde,  for  divers 
ends,  we  began  to  note  apart  the  Apo- 
thegms or  Speeches  (call  them  what  ye 
will)  of  our  Nation.  Which  finee  that 
time  I  have  fo  far  increafed,  as  our  Countrey-writcrs  (fpare 
in  this  point)  have  afforded ;  and  here  do  offer  them  unto 
you.  Albeit  I  do kn^vv  they  will  lye  open  to  the  censure 
of  the  youth  of  our  time,  who  for  the  mod  parr,  ar?  fo 
over  gulled  vvith  felf-liking,  that  they  are  more  than  gid- 
dy in  admiring  themfelves,  aod  carping  at  whatfoever 
hath  been  done  or  faid  heretofore.  Neverthelefs,  I  hop: 
that  all  are  not  of  one  humour,  and  doubt  not,  but  that 
there  is  diverfiiyof  taftes,as  was  among  Horace's  guefts; 
fo  that  which  feemeth  tmfavory  to  one,  may  feem  dainty, 
to  another,  and  the  moft  v vi tie fs  fpeech that  fhall  be  fet 
down,  will  feem  witty  to  fome.  We  know  that  where- 
as Dianaes  Temple  at  Efhefus  was  burned  that  night  that 
Alexander  the  Great  was  born ;  on:  faid,  tt  wat  no  mar- 
veil ,  for  (he  vp as  then  ab[ent ,  44  mother  Midwife,  at  fo  great  c iwr.de  Nat. 
a  child-birth,  Tully  doth  commend  this  for  a  wittie  co*m  pei°™mhU-'  z 
ceit,and  Plutarch  condemneth  ic  as  a  witlcfs  jeft.  The  Alexandre* 
^ikeisto  be  .looked  for  in  thefe;  which  neverthelefs, 
whatfoever  they  are  in  themfelves,  or  in  other  mens  judg- 
ment I  commend  them  to  fueh  iadiffecent,  courteous^ 

modtft 
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modeft  Readers,  as  do  not  think  bafely  of  the  former  a- 
ges  their  Country,  and  Countrim  n  ;  leaving  the  other  to 
gather  the  pregnant  Apothegms  of  our  time,  which  I  know 
will  finde  far  more  favour.  And  that  I  may  fet  them  in  or- 
der of  time,  I  will  begin  \\i:h  the  antient  Britain  Prince , 
called  by  the  R-rrans  C  aratacus  (haoily  in  his  own  tongue 
Caradoc)  who  fl  urifhed  in  the  parts  now  called  Wales  % 
about  the  /ixtieth  year  after  the  birth  of  Chn'ft. 


CAaratacus  a  Britain  who  9.  years  vvithfiood  the  Ro* 
man  puitfance,  was  at  length  vanau lihed,  and  in  tri- 
umphant manner  with  hi*  wife,  daughter?,  ^nd  brethren, 
prefentcd  to  flaudins  the  Emperour  in  thr  view  of  the 
whole  Critic  of  Rome;  But  he  nothing  appaled  with  this 
adverfity,  delivered  this  fpeech;  H  d  my  moderation  and  ca- 
rtage inprofperity,  been  a  fwerable  to  my  Nob.  lit y  @  Eftate9 
I  m'ght  have  come  hither  rather  a  friend  then  %  caftivf* 
neither  would  y oh  have  dt  Cdatr.ed  to  have  entrtd  amitlc  with 
me  btivg  nobly  defc ended*  and  foveraign  ever  ma:y  people. 
My  prefent fixie,  as  his  reproachful!  to  mey  fo  it  is  honoura- 
ble toy  on  :  I  bad  horfemen,  munition  and  money,  what  mar* 
veil  is  itjifl  were  loath  to  loofe  them  ?  If  you  will  be  fove- 
raign over  all,  by  confequence  all  mufi  f trve  yon :  had  I  ye  el- 
ded at  the  fir  ft %  neither  my power ,  nor  your  gbry  had  been  re* 
nowned,  and  after  my  execution,  oblivion  had  enffted  :  But  if 
you  fave  my  life,  I  {hall  be  for  ever  a  prefiient  and  proof  of 
your  clemency,  THs  manly  fpeech  purchafed  pardon  for 
him  and  his,  and  the  Senate  aflfembled  ad;udged  the  ta* 
king  of  this  poor  Prince  of  Wales,  as  glorious,  as  the  con- 
quering of  Ssphax  King  of  Numidia  by  T.  Scipio,  or  of 
Perfes  King  of  Cfttzcedoniaby  L.  Paulas. 

When  this  Carat acus  now  enlarged  was  carried  about 
to  fee  the  ftate  and  magnificence  of  Rome ,  Why  do  yon 
(faid  he)  fo  greedily  de  pre  our  poor  cottages, when  as  yon  have 
fuch  ftately  and  magnficall  palaces  f  [Zonaras.] 

Jn  the  time  of  when  the  Britans  could  no  longer* 
bear  the  iojurtic*  wherewith  the  Romans,both  here  and 

clfewhcrr, 


dfcwhere  grounded -their  greatnefs  ;  Bnndica]  called  by 
fome  Boadiaa,  Princefs  then  of  the  pares  of  Norfolk  and 
S.tfol^  exceedingly  injured  by  them,  animated  the  Bri- 
tans  to  fhake  off  the  Roman  bondage,  and  concluded  :  Let

fuccefs  of  the  battel!  proved  oiherwife.  r  Xtphilinus,') 
^•Calgacusx  warlike  B:»tan  commanding  in  the  North 
part  of  this  Ifle,  when"  he  had  encouraged  his  peop'c  with 
a  long  fp-ech  to  withftan d  the  Romans,  ready  to  invade 
them,  concluded  emphatically  whh  thefe  w^rds,  Ton  are 
mow  come  to  the  ft:o':k,  thivk^of your  anccftors.  think  of  your 
pofierity.'for  the  Britans  b  fore  the  a 'rival!  of  the  Romans 
enjoyed  appy  liberty,  and  now  were  in  danger  of  moft 
heavy  flavcry. 

Severus  the  Emperourian  abfoline  Lord  of  the  mod  part 
©f  this  Ifle,  wrhpn  trom  mean  e(hte  he  had  afcended  to  ihe 
higneft  honour,  was  wont  to  fay,  I  have  been  aU,  and  anz 
nezcr  t*  t  better* 

WJien  he  lay  fok  of  the  gout  at  To  fte9  and  the  fouidi- 
ers  had  ialuced  his  ion  there,  by  the  name  otAuguftus,  as 
then  So/eraionr  he  got  him  up,  caufed  the  prircp.,11 
praters  of  that  fact  to  be  brou£st  taf  re  himr  and  wnen 
croRrate  craved  paidon3  he  laying  his  hand  upon  his 
fcead, /aid 7<>#  \haii under fiar.d that  my  head,  and  not  my 
feet  dcth  gcverne  the  Empire ...  and  fhortly  ater  ene'ed  his 
Jife  in  tie  Citie  of  Torke  with  thefe  wor^s ;  /  found  the 
State  trouble  fome  every  where,  and  I  leave  it  quiet  even  to 
the  Britons  ;  and  the  Empire  fure  and  fame  to  my  children,  if 
the)  be  good  .but  unfure  and  wea^,  if  they  be  bad  :  A  Prinze 
he  was  very  induftriou?,  of  marvellous  difpitch,  and  Co  in- 
ured in  continuall  aftion,  that  at  the  lati  gafpc  he  faid,  And 
is  there  any  thing  for  me  to  do  now  ? 

Whi!e  he  ruled,  the  world  was  folcofe  that  three  thou- 
fand  were  indicted  at  %fmc  of  adultery,  at  which  time 
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lid  the  Emprefs,  blamed  the  wife  o(  Argetocox  a  northern 
Britain  Lady*  that  the  Brittifri  women  did  not  according 
to  womanhood  carry  tiemfelves,  in  accompanying  with 
mens  (Tor  ch  n  ten  or  twelve  men  had  two  or  three  wives 
common  among  them.)  But  fhe  not  ignorant  of  the  Ro- 
tmn  incontirjencie  ,replicd;  fVe  accompany  indeed  with  the 
be  ft  and  brave  ft  men  openly ,  but  mo  ft  v tie  and  bafe  compani* 
ens  do  ufeyou  fecretly .  \_Xij.  hiltnus^] 

At  YerkjACo  dyed  Con  ft  ant  inns  Chloms  the  Emperour  y 
who  being  not  able  to  furnirh  DmUftan  his  confort  in  the 
Inapire,  wjthfuch  arriafs  ofmoceyras  he  required  at  that 
inftant,  faidy  He  thought  it  better  for  the  Common-wealthy 
that  money  would  be  in  the  hands  of  private  men,  than  ftut 
tfp  in  the  Emperour  scoffers ;  concurring  with  Tra\ane%  who 
compared  the  trcafure  ofthe  Prince  unco  the  jplccn,  that 
the  greater  it  groweth,  the  limbs  are  the  letter .  [Eufe- 
bins.] 

Hiifon  Confront  in*,  invefted  in  the  Empire  at  York^i 
(and  aBritaw,  bornas^all  Writers  confent,b:/Tde  Nicepho* 
rus  who  lived  not  long  fiace,  and  now  Lipftus  deceived  by 
the  falfe  printed  Copy  of  IuL  Firmicus,)  thefirft  Empe- 
rour which  advanced  the  faith  of  Chrift*  followed  the  hu- 
mility of  Chrift,  for  heufed  to  call  the  common  people, 
His fellow- fervants  and  brethren  of  the  Church  ofCj-od. 

When  a  flattering  Prieft  (for  in  all  ages  the  Clerical! 
will  flatter, as  well  as  the Laicall)  told  firm  that  his  god- 
lincfs  and  venues  juftly  defcrved  to  have  in  this  world  the 
Empire  of  the  world,  and  in  the  world  to  come,  to  nigra 
with  the  fon  of  God  :  The  humble  Emperour  cried,  Fie, 
fie,  for  ftamejet  me  hearnomore  Juch  unfeemly  fpeeches  •  but 
rather  fuppliantly  pray  unto  my  Almightie  CM*kfr9  that  in 
this  life,  and  in  the  life  to  come7  I  may  [cem  worthy  to  be 
kiifervant. 

When  he  fought  by  fevere  ecJWs  to  abo'ifa  all  heathe- 
nifli  fuperflition,  and  laboured  by  godly  Laws  to  cftablifii 
the  true  religion  and  fervice;  yea,  and  unce/fantly  ende- 
vomcd  to  draw  men  unto  the- faith,  pcrfwading,  repro- 
ving,. 
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\mg,  praying,  intreating  in  rime,  out  of  time,  pub'ickly 
a  id  privately  .-he  on-  day  laid  merrily,  yet  tiuiyunto  the 
B  /hop  that  he  had  bidden  to  a  banquet,  As  ye  be  Btfhops 
wtthm  the  Church,  fo  may  I  alfo  [eem  to  be  a  Biftoop  out  of 
the  (  hurch. 

HcdiCvading  one  from  covetoufnefs,  did  with  his  ianec 
draw  cm  the  length  and bredth  of  a  mans  grave,  faying: 
rlhi6  is  all  that  thou  (halt  have  when  thou  art  dead,  tf  thou 
ear. ft  half 'Ay  get  fo  much. 

He  made  a  Law  that  no  Chriftian  fhould  be  bondman 
to  a  Jew,  and  if  that  any  Jew  did  buy  any  Chriftian  for  his 
.lave*,  he  fhou  d  be  fined  thereore,  and  the  Chrifiian 
enfranehifed  ;  adding  this  reafon  :  That  it  flood  not  with  e- 
quity,that  aChrtftianfhouldbe  (lave  to  the  murtherers  of 
thrift. 

Ethelbert  Kino  of  Kent,  was  hardly  induced  to  embrace 
Chriftian  Religion  at  the  perfwafion  of  Auguftine  fent  to 
convert  the  Engliflh  Nation  :  but  at  length,  being  pcrfwa- 
tied  anddefirous  to  be  baptized,  (aid  :  Let  us  come  alfo  to 
the  King  of  Kings,  and  giver  of  Ktngdoms  :  it  may  redound 
to  our  fhame,  that  we  which  are  fir -ft  in  authority ,  fhould  come 
laft  to  Chriftianity  :  But  I  do  befeech  that  true  King,  that 
he  would  not  r effect  the  precedence  in  t/me,  but  devotion  of 
minde,[Jofceltnus.] 

When  Pdulinus  broughtunto  Sdwin  King  ofl^ort hum- 
her land  the  glad  tidings  of  the  falvation  of  mankinds  by 
Chrift  ,  and  preached  the  Gofpell  unto  the  King  and  his 
Nobility,  zealoufly  and  eloquently,  opening  unro  them 
the  myfteries  of  our  faith  and  precepts  of  Chriftian  Re- 
ligion-, one  of  the  Lords  t  us  fpake  unto  the  King,  (but 
fomc  now  happily  will  fmile  at  this  fpeeeb,)  may  aptly 
compare  mans  ft  ate  unto  this  little  Robbin-Redbrefl,  that  is 
now  in  this  cold  weather  here  in  the  warme  chamber  chirptng 
and  finging  merrily,  and  as  long  as  (he  fh  til  remain  here,  we 
fball  fee  and  under ft and  how  fhe  doth:  but  anon  when  (he 
(hall  be  flown  hence  abroad  into  the  wide  world,  and  (hall  be 
forced  to  feel  the  bitter  florms  of  hard  winter^  we  (hall  net 
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hnow  whatpjall  become  of her :  So  Lkew'fe  we  fee  how  mtbt 
fare  as  long  as  they  live  among  us,  but  after  they  be  deadi  nei- 
ther we  nor  our  religion  have  any  knowledge  what  becomes  of 
them  i  wherfore  I  do  thinl^it wifedo-me  to  give  ear  unto  this 
man,  who  feemeth  to  fhew  us,not  onely  what  [hall  become  ofu/$' 
but  alfo  how  we  may  obtain  everUfting  Isfe  hereafter,  [Beda- J 
When  Rodoald  King  of  the  Ealt  .Ar.gles,  being  worr 
with  reward?,  was  fhamefully  minded  to  have  delivered 
unto  Edelfrlde  the  King  of  Northumberland,  the  innocenc 
Prrnce  Edwin,  who  had  fled  ntuo  him  to  be  iavei  from  the 
bJoudy  hands  of  Sdelfride,  who  bad  unlawfully  bereafchimf 
of  his  Kingdome  His  wife  turned  his  intent,  by  telling 
him,  that  It  flood  not  with  the  h'gh  and  [acred  fiate  ofaK'ng 
to  buy  and  fell  the  bodies  of  men^  m  it  were  a  petty  chapman  g 
or  that  which  is  more  dfhonourable ,  flave-llke  to  fell  away 
his  faith,  a  thing  which  he  ought  to  hold  more  precious  than 
all  the  gold  and  gems  of  the  whole  world \  yea,  and  his  §wnt 
/#/e[Beda.] 

In*  King  of  Welt- Saxons,  had  three  daughters^wnom* 
upon  a  time  he  demanded  whether  they  did  Jove  him,  and 
fo  would  do  during  their  iives,abovc  all  othersjthe  two  el- 
der fwear  deeply  they  would,  the  youogeft,  but  the  wifeft 
told  her  father,  without  flattery:  That  albeit  (he  did  love, 
honour  and  reverence  him9  and  fo  would  whilfl  foe  l\ved%  as 
much  at  nature  and  daughterly  duty  at  the  uttermofl  could 
expett  ?  Yet  fhe  did  thinke  that  one  day  it  would  come  to  pafs$ 
that  fhe  fhould  affett  another  more  fervently  ,  meaning  her 
Husband,  when  fhe  was  married  :  who  being  made  one  flefh 
with  her t  as  Cjodby  commandement  had  told,,  and  nature  had 
taught  her,  fhe  was  to  cleave  fifl  to,  firfaJ^ng  father  end  mo- 
ther,kiffe  andkjn.  [Anonvmus.]  One  refcrreth  this  to  the 
daughters  of  Kirg  heir. 

Imperious  was  that  Tpeeeh  of  Theodore  the  Grecian  , 
Archbifhopof  Canterbury ,  in  depriving  a  poor  Erglifli 
BiftiOp,  Although  we  can  c  harge  yon  with  nothing, yet  that 
We  w,U,  we  w'il:  like  to  that*  St  Volo,  fic  )ubeo%  $4$  pro  rati" 

mcveluntas  :  But  humble  was  the  Engiifh  Bifaops  repJy  : 

Paul 
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Paul  appealed  from  the  Jews  to  Cafar\  and  I  from  jou  to 
thrift  1  J^it a  S.Mlfreds.] 

The-rcvcrend  %tde ,  whom  we  may  more  e^fily  ad- 
mire, than  fufrkiently  praife  for  his  profound  learning  fn 
a  moll  barbarous  age,  when  he  was  in  the  pangs  of  death, 
faid  to  the  itandersby;  /  have fo Uvtd among youyt hat  lam 
not  afhamed  of  my  life  ;  neither  fear  I  to  die,  becaufe  I  have  a 
moft  gracious  Redeemer.  Heyecldcdup  his  life  with  this 
prayer  for  theChurchjO  King  of % glory  ,Lor  do f  Hofts  which 
haft  triumphantly  afc ended  int*  heaven,  leave  hs  not  father- 
Iefsybut  fend  the  promiftd  fp  rit  of  thy  truth  amonpft  ut. 
Some  write  that  he  went  to  Rome,  and  interpreted  there 
S.  P.      R,  in  derilion  of  the  Gcthes  fr  vanning  to  Rome. 
Stultm  Populu*  quarit  Roniam  :  and  that  in  his  return  he 
died  at  (}enoay  where  they  fhew  his  tomb  •*   But  certain  it 
is  that  he  was  fent  for  to  %ome,  by  Sergim  the  Pope ;  and 
more  certain  that  he  dyed  at  Weremouth9zni  from  thence 
was  tranflatcd  to  Durham  :    And  that  I  may  incidently 
noiethat  wh;chl  have  heard;    Not  many  years  fince  a 
French  Bifnop  returning  out  of  Scotland,  comming  to  the 
Church  of  Durham  ,  and  brought  to  the  fhriae  of  Saint 
Cvthbert,  kne  led  down, and  after  his  devotions,  offered 
iBaubie,  faying  5  Santle  Cuthberte,ft  far.ftus  fis,era  pro  me: 
But  artervvard ,  being  brought  unothe  Tembe  of  Be- 
da ,  faying  likewife  his  Orifons,  offered  there  a  French 
Crown,  with  this  alteration,  Santte  Beda7  quia farMus  esy 
era-  pro  me. 

I  hannes  Srigena  furnaued^Va/^  a  man  renown  d  for 
learning,  fitting  at  the  Table,  in  refp  cjt  of  his  learning, 
with  Charles  the  Bauld  ,  Enperour  and  King  of  France t 
behaved himfelf  as  a  (lovcn'y  SchoIJer,  not  ing  court Jy  ; 
whcr««pon  the  Emperouras&edhim  merrily Quidtntereft 
iver  Scot  um  &  Sot  urn  ;  What  is  the  difference  between  a 
ScotaaJ  a  Sot  ?Hc  merrily,  bu:  yec  malapcrdy  angered, 
A<fe*fa.  The  Tib.'e;  as  though  the  Empetour  were  the  Sot, 
and  he  the  Scot.  [Rog.  H0vtd?nus.~) 

On  another  -time  the  Efr>perour  did  fet  down  unro 
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him  adifli  with  two  fair  great  fillies,  and  one  little  one, 
willing  htm  to  be  carver  ur  to  wo  other  SchoJhrs  that  fat 
beneath  him.Then  Mahcr  John,  who  was  buta  Jittie  man, 
laycd  the  two  great  fifocs  upon  his?  own  trencher,  and 
fet  down  the  one  little  Hfh  unco  she  other  two  Schok 
lers,  who  were  bigge  rren.  Which  when  the  Erapercur 
faw,  he  fmiling  faid  \Infanh  m£*ifter]olwt  you  are  no  in- 
different divider  :Yes,if it  like  your  Highne\s9very indifferent  *3 
(faid  he)  for  here  (pointing  to  bimfeif  and  the  two  great 
fi/hes)£*  two  great  onesyanda  little  one,ar>d  jo  yonder  (reach- 
ing his  hand  towards  the  SchoJiersJir*  two  big  ones,  and  a 
little  one.  Idem. 

WinefridusboiTit  at  Kirton  in  Devenjhire3  after  furna- 
med  Boniface,  who  convened  Free\eland  to  Chriftianity, 
Was  Wont  to  fay,  In  old  time  they  were  golden  Prelats,  and 
woodden  Chalices, but  in  his  time  wooden  Prelate  s%  and  goU 
den  fhalices.  \Beatus  Rhenamslib0  2,  rcrttm  Germ  ante  a* 
rum^\ 

Ethelwold  the  Bifliop  of  Winchester,  in  the  time  of  King 
Edgar,  in  a  great  famine  fold  away  ail  the  faercd  gold  and 
filver  veflelsofaU  his  Church*  toreleevc  the  hunger- /tar- 
ved  poor  people,  faying,  That  there  was  no  reafon  that  the 
fenfelefs  temples  of  God  (hould  abound  in  riches,  and  living 
temples  of  the  holy~6hoft  ftarve  for  hunger. 

When  as  Kinnad  King  of  Scots  a  valiall  to  King  Eadgar 
of 'England,  had  faid  at  his  Table>  That  it  flood  not  with  the 
honour  of  the  Prtncesofthis  IJle  to  befub  eEb  to  that  Dandi-, 
prat  Eadgar ,  who  was  indeed  but  of  fmall  ftature,yet  fuJl  of 
courage  :  He  undemanding  thereof,  withdrew  Kinnad pri- 
vately into  a  wood,  as  though  he  had  to  confer  with  Lim 
of  fome  important  fecret ;  where  he  offered  I  im  the  choice 
of  two  fwords»preparcd  for  that  putpofe, with  thd'e  w  ^i's, 
*How  we  are  alone ^  you  may  try  your  manhocd^ow  may  tt  ap~ 
pear  who  (hould  be  fubj'B  to  the  other  :  retire  not  one  foot 
back^i  It  flandeth  not  with  the  honour  of  Princes  to  brave 't ' 
at  the  Table%andnot  to  dare  it  in  the  field.  But  Kwnad  here- 
at  difmaied,  de/Ired  pardon  by  excufe,  and  obtained  iV 
[ Malmcsbttricnfis  pag.  33.}  The 
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The  fame  King  Eadgar,hwin°  brought  into  his  fub/c&i- 
on  the  aforefaid  Ktnnad  King  of  Scott s ,  Malcolm  King 
dt£nn  btrlaKd^Mac-cuis  the  arch-pirate  Lord  of  the  Ifls. 
With  Ttufnalf,  CJnffi:h,  Howell,  Jacob y  Iudethill  Princes  of 
Wales,  was  rowed  by  them  in  triumphant  manner  in  his 
barge  upon  the  river  of  Dee  at  Chejfer,  at  which  time  it  is 
reported  he  faid;Then  may  my  fuccejfours  the  Kings  <?/ Eng- 
land  glory,  when  they  (hall  do  the  lt\*m  [(JMarianus  Scot  us 

When  Hinguar  of  Denmark*  came  fo  fudiinly  up^n 
Edmund  the  King  oFthe  Eafi- Angles ,  that  he  was  forced 
to  feek  hisfafety  by  flight,  he  happened  unhappily  on  a 
iroupofD^^,  who  fell  to  examining  of  him,  Yvhethcr 
he  knew  where  the  Ktrg  of  the  Eafb  Angles  was,  whom 
Edmund  thus  anfwered;  £vch  now  when  I  was  in  the  palace ; 
he  was  there,  and  when  I  went  from  thence,  he  departed 
thence ,  and  whether  he  (hall  efcape  jour  hands  or  no,  one  ly 
Godknoweth.  Butfofoon  as  they  once  heard  him  namr 
God,  the  godltfs  infidels  pittifaliy  martyred  him.  {Vtta 
San  fit  Edmund/,] 

W'hcn  Brithwold^  a  noble  Saxon  marching  againft  the 
Dames  encamped  near  Maldon*  was  invited  by  the  Abbo: 
of  Elie  to  take  his  dinner  with  himjie  refufing,anfwered; 
He  would  not  dine  from  his  companies,  because  he  could  r,ot 
fight  without  his  companies,  [L/ber  Slienfis,] 

King  Canutus,  commonly  cal  ed  Knute,  walking  on  the 
Sea  lands  near  to  Southampton ,  was  extolled  by  fome  of 
his  flattering  fo'iowers,  and  told  that  he  was  a  King  of 
Kirg>,the  mightieft  that  raigned  far  and  near  ;  that  both 
Sea  and  land  were  at  his  command: But  this  fpecch  did  put 
the  gocly  Kiug  in  mirde  of  the  infinite  power  ofGcd* 
by  whom  Kings  have  and  enj  ytheir  power,  and  there- 
upon he  made  this  dsmonftraiion  to  refell  their  flatterie  : 
He  took  off  his  cloak,  and  wrapping  it  rousd  together, 
fate  down  upon  it  near  to  the  Sea,  that  ih-n  begarr 
toflow,  faying,  Sea,  I  command  thee  that  thou  touch  not 
my  feet  :  Bm  he  had  not  fofoon  fpoken  the  word,  but  the 

forging. 
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(urging  wave  daflied  him.  He  then  rifing  up,  and  goin* 
back,  faid  :  Te  fee  now  my  Lords  ,  what  good  caufe  yQ% 
have  to  call  me  a  King,  that  am  not  .  able  by  my  commande* 
ment  to  ftjty  xmc  wave<:  no  mortall  man  doubtless  is  wort  by  of 
fnch  an  high  name9no  man  hath  fnch  commandant  oneKtng 
whtch  ruleth  all.Let  hs  honour  him  Jet  w  call  himKtng  of  all 
Kings, and  Lord  of  all  nations:  Let  us  not  onely  co>:fefsybut  alfg 
profefs  him  to  be  ruler  of  the  heavens  ,fea,  and  land. [Poly do- 
rus9  and  others.] 

When  Edriahz  extorter  was  deprived  by  King  Cnute 
of  i he  government  of  Mercla  ;  he  impatient  of  the  dif- 
grace,  told  him  he  haideiervedjjf  iter,  for  tiiat  to  plea- 
furehim,  he  had  firfr  revoked  f;Oift^is  Sovera-'gn  Ki>g 
Edmund  ,  a~d  alfo  diipar.ehcd  h  m.  Whereat  {nvte  ail 
appalied, an  wered-  And  thou  fhf.lt  dye'fo?  thy  defer  t>  when 
at  thou  art  a  Traitcur  to  God  and  wejn  killing  thy  Ki  gt  and 
my  confederate  brother  ;  His  blond  be.  up n  thy  head,  whtch 
haft  lay ed  hands  upon  the  Lords,  annotated.  Some  leport 
that  he  laid ;  For  his  ieftrts  hefkould  be  advanced  above  all 
the  Nobiltty  <?/ England,  w'iich  heimmediatJy  performed, 
advanced  his  head  upon  tiie  Tower  of  London.  {Fori- 
legus-] 

-  King  Edward  the  Conk  flour,  one  afternoon  lying  in 
his  bed  with  the  Curtains  drawn  rourd  about  him,  a 
poor  pi  firing  Courtier  eame  into  his  Chamber,  where 
finding  the  Kings  Casket  open,  which  Hugolwehh  eham* 
beriaia  had  forgotten  to  fhut  ,  going  'forth  to  pay  mo- 
ney in  haftc,  he  took  out  fo  much  money  as  he  could 
weil  carry,  and  went  away.  But  infatiahle  de/ire  brought  * 
him  again,  and  fo  the  third  time,  when  the  King  who  lay 
flill  ail  this  while,  and  would  not  ferm  to  fee,  began  to 
Ipeak  to  him,  and  bade  him  fpeecily  be  packing.  For  he 
was  well  if  he  could  fee  •  for  //"Hugoiire  c*me  and  took^  htm 
there>  he  were  not  oneJy  like  to  lofe  all  that  he  had  gotten^  but 
alf e  fir  etch  an  halter.  The  fellow  was  nofooner  gone,  but 
Hugoline  came  in  ;  and  rinding  the  C  »sk?t  ope  ft,  and  much 
money  taken  away,  was  greatly  moved :  But  the  King 

wilied 
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yvillcd  him  not  to  be  grieved,  For  (faid  he)  he  that  hath  it ^ 
had  more  need  of  it  than  roe  have*  This  at  that  time  was 
adjudged  Chrilii an  lenky,  but  I  think  in  our  age  it  will 
be  accounted  fimpliciae  in  the  worft  fenfe.  [fota  Santti 
Edwardf.] 

This£*fow*Jhaftedcutof  Normandy,  whither  his  ex- 
pelled father  King  Ethelred  had  fled  with  him,  with  a  great 
power  to  recover  the  Kingdome  of  England  from  the  - 
Danes,  neer  unto  wbofe  forces  he  wis  encamped,  ready 
$0  give  them  battcll:  But  when  his  Captains  promised  him 
t/Tured  victory,  and  ih it  they  would  not  Icaye  one  Dane; 
alive  :  (jod  forbid  (  quoth  Edward,  )  that  the  Kingdome 
jhouldbe  recovered  for  me,  one  man,  by  the  death  of fo  many  - 
thousand  men ;  It  is  better  that  I  do  lead*  a  private  and  un- 
bloody ltfe9than  be  a  King  by  (uch  butchery:  And  therewith- 
al! brake  up  Campc,and  retyred  into  Normandy,  where  he- 
ftaied  uotill  God  fent  opportunity  to  obtain  the  Kingdome 
without  bloud.  [Pattlus  */£mlius.'}

wyn,  EarlofiOwf,  who  then  dined  with  the  King  ,  fou- 
ling faid  :  Now  one  brother  did  help  another  i  At  this  word, 
although  fpoken  proverbially ,  the  Kings  bloud  began 
to  rile,  thinking  how  fliamcfaUy  they  had  murdered  his 
brother  Alfredo,  and  angerly  anfwered  \  And  fo  might  my 
brother  have  ban  a  help  to  me,  if  it  had  p leafed  you.  [Fttn 
S.  Sdwardi.] 

The  fame  King  fifa^W  pafling  oat  of  this  life,  commen- 
lied  his  wife  to  the  Nobilitie,  and  faid  5  That  (he  had  carri- 
ed her  folfai  his  wife  abroad,  bnt  as  his  ftfter  or  daughter  at 
home:  Afterward  feeing  fuch  as  were  prcfenc  weeping  and 
lamenting  for  him,  he  faid*  If  you  loved me ,  you  would 
forbear  weeping  and  rejoyce  9  becaufe  I  go  to  my  Father , 
with  whom  I  fhall  receive  the  joys  promifed  to  the  faithfully 
net  through  my  merits,  but  by  the  free  mercy  of  my  Saviour  % 

Ii  which 
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whtth  fbcveeth  mercy  on  wh*m  he  fleafeth.  [SUredus  Rival* 
lenjis. 

Sywarde the  martial!  Earl  of  Northumberland^  feeling 
id  his  fieknefs  that  he  drew  towards  his  end  ,  arofc  cue  of 
his  bedfand  put  on  his  armour,  faying,  That  it  became  not  a 
valiant  man  to  dye  lying,  like  a  beafl  :  and  fo  he  gave  up  the 
Gholt  ftanding.  As  valiantly  both  fpoken  and  performed,  £, 
as  it  was  by  frfpafian*  I 

When  the  faid  Syward  onder/rood  that  his  fon,  whom  | 
he  had  fern  infer  v'Ccagaiiift  the  Scottifhmcn,  was  flain  , 
he  demanded  whether  his  woun  i  were  in  the  fore  part  or 
hinder  part,  of  his  body,  when  ;t  was  aafwered  in  the  fore-  m 
part,be  replied;/ am  right glad7  neither  wifh  any  other  death 
to  me  or  mine*  [  Hen,  Huntingdon.'] 

In  this  age  when  a  Bifliop  liv'u  g  ioofeJy9  was  charged 
that  his  coaverfation  was  cot  according  to  the  Apoftles  - 
Jives;  he  made  a  mock  at  if.  and  excufed  himfelf  with  this  i 
verfe,whieh  was  afiet  taken  up  for  a  common  excufe  in  that 
behalf  ;  Nunc  aliudtempHSyalti  pro  tempore  mores ,  [Ano~ 
ttymHS,'] 

When  the  fatal!  period  of  the  Saxon  Empire  was  now 
compkte, and  battels  were  ma  faal'ed  between  William 
Duke  o(i{orwa*dy,  and  Harold,  Kng  of  England,  Girth* 
Harolds  yonder  brother  ,  not  holding  h  hti\  to  hazard  the 
Kitigdome  cf  Englandu  one  caft  ,  fignih>d  to  the  King* 
that  the  fuccefs  of  war  was.  doubt  full,  that  vtftory  vvas 
fwaye d  rather  by  fortune  th2n  by  v  »lonr,  that  aivhed  de- 
lay wi*  molt  import mr  ir$  Miirdall  affair?,  and  if  fo  be 
brother  (faid  htjyoxhave  pi ghed  your  faith  :o  the  Duke->

But  the  King  not  liking  his  fpcech,  anfwered;  /  will  ne- 
ver 
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ver  tummy  b.tck  with  difhonourto  the  Norman^  neither  cam 
J  tn  any  fort  dtgeftthe  reproach  of  a  bafe  miide  ;vpe!l  then>  be 
Ufa  (laud  fome  difcontemed    the  comply,,)  let  him  fair 
the  bra  t  that  hath  given  the  tccafion.  [A thymus.] 
- —   ■   .  ■ 

William  Conqerour  when  he  invaded  this  lhniy 
chanced  at  his  arrival!  to  be  gravel  ed,  ard  one 
©f  bus  fceiftuck  fofaft  in  the  iaad  ,  that  he  tell  to  the 
ground.  Where  >ic  ah  one  of  hi$  attendants  caught  him 
by  the  arme,  and  helped  him  up,  faying.-  St  and  Hp  my  Itege 
JLor  d,  and  be  of good  cheat ,  for  new  yo#  have  ta^en  faft  foo- 
ting tn  £ngian  i ;  and  then  cfpying  chat  he  bf  cu^ht  up  fand 
audeanh  in  his  hand,  ad  Jed  :  Tea  and  yon  hwe  taken  live- 
ry  andfeifm  of  the  gauntry  :  For  you  know  that  in  delive- 
ring cf  Uvery  and  fetfin,  a  piece  of  the  earth  is  taken.  (HtJF* 
Normanica.) 

A  Wizard,(ora  Wift-man  as  they  thf  n  called  them,) 
had  fore-told  William  that  he  (hou  dufzly  arrive  in  E#g- 
iand  witrfhis  who'e  Armie,  witnouc  any  impeachment  of 
Harold:  the  which  afcer  it  came  to  pafs,  rhe  King  fem  foe 
the  Wizard  to  confer  further  with  him.  But  when  ir  was 
told  hsm  that  he  was  drowned  in  that  fliip  which  ondy  of 
all  the  whole  fleet  mifcarried  ;The  Conqaerour  fail-  He 
would  never  mike  account  of  that  fciencc  that  profited  more 
the  ignorant  than  the  skilful!  there  'n9for  he  couldforT-fee  my 
good,  fortune,  but  not  his  own  mifhap. 

That  moriiing  that  he  was  to  joyn battel!  with  Harold, 
his  armorer  put  on  his  back-piece  before,  and  his  breaft-

li  %  (if 
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(jfwebeleeveAuthorf,)  fo  approved,  that  it  was  common- 
ly praSifed  :  For  as  iti  the  time  of  VaUns,  divers  curious 
men  (as  hath  been  fakl)  by  the  falling  ef  a  rirg  Magical- 
ly prepared  upon  the  letters  geOA,  judged  that  one  Thee* 
^^jthouIdlucceedein  theErrpire,  when  indeed  77?^. 
MJint  didt  So  when  Hildebrand  was  Pope,  by  like  curio/i- 
tiesit  was  found  that  Odo  fiiouid  fueceej.  Whereupon 
Odo  EarJ  of  Kent,  and  Bimop  of  Bayeux,  brother  to  King 
William  the  Conquer  our,  devoured  the  Papacie  in  hops* 
fent  money,  his-perfwadiBg-mciTenger  to  Romei  purchafed 
a  palace  there.and  prep.red  thitherward ;  whej]  Kino  wil- 
liam  for  his  prcfumption,  and  other  his  mifdemeanour*y 
ftayed  him,  and  committed  him,  faying:  Offcnfive  fool-har* 
*- dine ft  muft  be  timely,  reftrained.  [Ltber  Cademexfis.'] 

When  die  fame  Odo  who  Was  both  Bifhop  of  Bay  em: 
in  Ttyrmandy,  and  Earl  of  Kent ,  in  former  time  had  fo  dif- 
loyally  carried  himfcJf  agaicft  King  tVdliam  the  Con- 
quc*onr,  that  he  complained  of  him  to  hh  Lords  :  Lan* 
.franc,  Arcbbimop  of  Canterbury^  adyifed  the  King  to  com- 
mit him.  But  what  fay  yon  ( quoth  the '-King)  wkia  at  he  it 
flergym/infTou  may  not /aid  bt, , commit  the  Bifhop  «/Bay- 
CUX,  but  yon  may  well  commit  the  Earl  of  Kent  \W.  Malmf- 
bur%~\  Like  unto  this  was  that  diflinction  of  Tiramus^  Se- 
cretarie  to  Charles  the  fift.in  Jate  years,  when  Pope  Julim 
■the  fecond  did  combine  with  the  French  King,  agairftth* 
Emperour,  of  the  Popes  honefty,  aid  Julius  dimonefty  : 
fajing,  that  the  Pope  was  an  honctt  man,  but  Julius  a 
very  Kr. 

This  K\togWiiiiamy  by- reafon  of/icfcnefs  !:e  pt  hW'chzm- 
i>er  a  longtime ,  wbereatthe French  King  fctffitg,  faid  : 
Tfc  Ising-<,fEng\ir)&  I  ethlcng  in  child-bed.  Which  vvhea 
it  Wa^yrcported  unro  King  Wtfliah*,  he  anfwercd  5  when  I 
Hm  Churched  there  jhall  be  a  thou f and  lights  in  France  : 
(alluding  ta  the  lights  that  women  ufed  to  bear  when 
* hey  were  Ghgrcbed,)  and  rfift  he  performed  within  few 
Jaies  after,  watting  the  French  frontiers  with  fre  and 
tfVvoid.  .

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The  fame  King  at  the  time  of  his  death,  fai-J ;  /  appoint 
no  fucceffour  in  the  Kingdome  of  England,  but  I  commend 
it  to  the  ettmall  Go:ls  whofe  I  am,  and  in  whofe  hands  all 
things  are  :  haply  rcmcmbring  that  of  the  Monkc  before 
fpecified,  fag.  5. 

This  King  pcrceVing  his  own  defers,  in  fome  prints*, 
for  vvaftt  of  learning,  did  exhort  his  children  oftentimes  to 
Icarn'ng  vvith  this  fayiog,  An*un learned  Prince  is  a  crow- 
ned Afs :  Which  fpeeehtook  To  great  imprcflion  in  l  is 
fon  Henry ,that  he  obtained  by  ttudie  and  learning  the 
Turname  of  Beauclarke,  or  fine  Scholler.  \_Anmla  Ecclr- 
ft<&  Cant,  &  Malmesburienfs, 

Warn  %uft*s  loved  well  to  keep  v.  cant  BiDio- 
pricks  and  Abbics  in  his  hands,  fay  ng  ;  C^rifis 
bread  is  fwect,  dainty ,  and  moft  delicate  for  ICings. 

But  a  though  this  King  made  moft  cornrr.cu~hV  ,  as  it 
were,  part  fale  of  the  Spirituall  livings  5  yet  when  two 
Monks  were  at  drop- vied  Bez^antines  (the  currant  gold 
of  chat  age)  before  him  for  an  Abbey,  be  efpied  a  third 
Monk  of  their  company  landing  in  a  Correr,  whom  the 
King  asked,  what  he  would  give  to  be  AWnr?  Not  cxe 
jar  thing  (faid  he)Jor  I  reneuncedthe  world  and  riches,  th.n 
I  might  ferve  God  more  jincerely.  Then  ('aid  the  King) 
thou  art  moft  worthy^ 0  be  *uidt  Abbot >arfdthon  fhdt  have 
it .  [  Liber  Cant  uarj] 

When  news  was  brought  him,  that  the  French  Ki  g 
iiadbefieged  the  Cine  of  Confiances  m^iormand) \.t  pofled 
vvith  a  few  to  the  Sea  Coaf*,  to  take  fhip.  But  beeaufe  the 
•winds  bk-vv  very  ftrongtrom  South,  the  Sai!ers  fignified* 
that  it  was  very  dargerots  for  him  to  take  Sea ;  but  the 
Kingreplyed,  Hoife  up  [ails  in  Gods  namey  for  I  have  not 
heard  of  a  King  drowned  by  ttmpefi  :  Yo:t  [hall fee  both  w'tndc 
and  weather  ferviceable  to  us.  Anfwerable  to.  that  of  Iulins 
£&ftry  vv.hifch  inforccd  a  poor  Pilot  in  the  like  cafe  to 
Jaunci  forth,  atnd  in  the  rage  of  die  (torme  comforted  him 
with  faying,  Cafarem  &  C  afar  is  fort  pi  nam  vehis.

II  war«  the  cuftome  of  the  Court  in  the  time  of  King 
Htnry  the  firit,  thai  Books,  EiUs,  and  Letters  fhcuid  be 
drawn,  and  figned  for  fervuers  in  the  Court,  concerning 
their  own  matters,  without  tee.  But  at  this  time  Turttaxe 
the  Kirgsiteward,orLfDf//>^<rr,as  they  then  called  him, 
from  whom  tbcf<  rni  y  of  the  L.  Spencers  came,  exhibited 
to  the  Kingaeompiaint,  again!*  Adam  of  Yarmouth  ciarke 
of  the  Signet,  tor  that  he  rcfufed  to  fign  without  fee  a  Bill 
pafled  for  bim.  The  King fTrft  heard  Turflane,  commen- 
ding t  e  old  cuftome  at  large, and  charging  the  Clarke  for 
exacting,  forncwhac  contrary  thereunto  ,  for  paffing  his 
Book.  Then  the  Clarke  was  heard,  who  briefly  laid,  I 
received  the  Book,  and  fent  unto  your  fteward,  defiring 
bim  only  to  beffow  of  me  two  fpice  Cakes,  made  for  your 
one  mouth,  who  returned  anfwer  ,  He  would  not,  and  Gafltllos.

There was  allowed  a  pottle  of  wine  for  liverie  every 

night 
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eight  to  be  fervedup  toK.  Henry  the  Bids  chamber,  but 
becaufe  the  King  did  feldome  or  never  ufe  to  drink  in  the 
mgbi9Paine  Fitz,-Ichn  hisChamberJaine,andthe  Page?  of 
the  Chamber  did  caro  .vfe  the  wine  among  them.  On  a 
lime  it  happened  the  King  at  midnight  called  for  wine,  but 
none  was  to  be  found:*?*/;?*  and  the  Page*  bellirred  them- 
(elves  in  vain,  feeking  wine  here  and  there.  Paine  was 
called  into  the  King>  who  asked  him  if  there  were  not  al- 
lowance for  Jiverie :  lie  humbly  anfvvered,  that  there  was 
a  pottle  allowed  every  night,  bm  for  that  he  never  called 
for  it  ( to  fay  the  truth  in  hope  of  pardon),  we  drunk  it  up 
amongft  us ;  Then  (quoth  the  King)  have  you  but  occpo:- 
tle  every  night  ?  that  is  too  (hort  for  me  and  you,  from 
henceforth  thereflialibe  a  whole  gallon  a' lowed,  whereof 
the  one  pottle  mall  be  for  me,  the  other  for  you  and  ycurs. 
This  I  note,  not  for  any  gravity,  but  that  the  Kirg-in  that 
age  was  commended  herein  both  for  bountie  and  clemen- 
cy, [Cjvaltems  tJMapesJ] 

Queen  Marrd^lk  to  King  Henry  the  firfl  of  England, 
and  daughter  to  Malcolm*  Canmore  King  of  Scotland^  was 
fo  devoutly  religious*  that  me  would  go  to  Church  bare- 
foot, and  alwaiesexercifeher  felf  in  works  of  charity \ 
iafomuch  that  when  David  her  brother  came  out  of  Scot- 
land to  vifitc  her,  he  found  her  in  her  privy  chamber  with 
a  towell  about  her  middle,  wafliing  vwiping  ,and  kifllng 
poor  peoples  feet,  which  he  difliking  faid,  Verily  tf  the 
King  your  husband  knevfthis^you  (hould  never  k^fr  his  lips, 
She  replyed  ;  That  the  feet  of  the  King  of  Heaven  are  to  be 
f  referred  before  the  tips  of  a  King  in  earth.  [Guile  Afalmef 
&  (-Math.  Paris.} 

Simon  Deane  of  Lincolnc ,  who  for  his  Courtlike  carri- 
age was  called  to  Court,  and  became  a  favorite  of  thij 
King  Henry ,  was  wont  to  fay  ;  I  am  cafl  among  courtiers* 
*$  fait  among  quiek  Eeles,  for  that  hefalted,  powdred,  and 
made  them  flir  with  his  fait  and  fliarpe  quipping  fpeeches. 
But  what  faith  the  Author,  whorcporteth  this  of  him; 
Qfofaklofthisfeafonbythcwoyflurcoftbt  £clcs9  and  wax 
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caff  out  en  the  dunghill  •  For  he  incurring  hatred  in  Court, 
was  difgraced>committedtand  at  laft  banifhed*  [Henr.  Hun- 
tingdon in  Epiftola.'] 

WHcn  the  Scots  in  the  time  of  King  Stephen,  with  a 
great  armie  invaded£»g/^,the  Northern  people 
brought  to  the  field  the  Earl  of  Albemarle,  the  onc'y  re- 
fpc&ed  heir  of  thofe  part«  in  his  cradle  ,  and  placed  him 
by  the  Standard,  hoping  thereby  to  animate  the  people.- 
But  Ralph  Bifliop  of  T>urefme  animated  them  more  with 
this  faying,  Ajfure  your  f elves  that  this  multitude,  not  trai- 
ned by  dtfciplne,  will  be  comber fome  to  it/elf  in  good  fuccefs, 
andindiftrefseafily  difcomforted.  Which  proved  accor- 
dingly, for  many  Scottifhmen  left  their  earcafes  in  the 
field.  [Htfloriola  de  Standardo.] 

M A  ud  the  Emprcfsi  daughter  arid  heir  of  this  King 
Henry  the  fir  ft  ,  which  ttiled  her  felf  Lady  of  the 
Engliflimen,  would  often  fay  to  her  fon  King  Henry  the 
fecond  5  hafty  in  nothing ;  Hawks  are  made  more fervice- 
able,  when  ye  make  fair  Jhews  of  offering  me  ate  often,  and 
yet  with-  hold  it  the  longer. [Cjualterins  Mapes. .JOcher  Max- 
imesoihctjnarte  'Regnandi*  proceeding  from  a  niggi/h 
old  wife  I  wittingly  omit,  as  unbefitting  a  Prince. 

Robert  Earl  of  Cloucefter,  bafefonto  King  Henry  the 
firft,the  onely  martiall  man  oi England  in  his  age,ufcd 
phen  Beauchampe  with  all  grace  and  countenance,  as  his 
onely  favourite  and  prtvado ,  to  the  great  diflike  of  all  his 
followers,  Whereupon  when  he  was  diftrefTed  in  a  con- 
flict, he  called  to  fome  of  his  company  for  hefpKbut  one 
bitterly  bade  hum9Callnow  to  your  Stephen.  Pardonme,par- 
don  me ,  replycth  the  Earl,  In  matters  of  venery  I  mnftufe 
my  Stephen,  but  in  tM -ft  i  all  affairs  I  re  lye  wholly  upon  you v 
[Gualter  ^Mapes  de  Nugis  Curialiuw.]

Zachanm  non  iivertijfct  Dom nue,  nijt  de  ficomoro]am  de~ 
feehd'tfti  'Ttei  Zacheus  had  never  entertained  and  lodged 
Chiitf.uakfs  he  had  come  down  from  the  figge  tree.-  As 
though  Ghftfi  could  never  like  the  lofty,  untiil  they  would 
hutmiiaie  themfelves*  and  come  down  .

JtfugisCtrrialium^  This  Bifhop  (Jeffrey  in  all  his  InRtU*

SAvage  a  Gentleman, .which  amongft  the  firft  Englifo 
had  piloted  himfelt  in  Ulfter  in  I,  e  land  ^dvi  fed  his  fon 
for  to  bnild  a  Caftle  for  his  better  defence  sgainft  the  Jrifh 
enemy, who  valiantly  &n{wetcd',that  he  would  not  trufitoa  1

Robert  Blanchmains  Earl  of  Leicefler  was  wont  to  ; 
fay»  Sovcraign  Princes  are  the  true  types  or  refemblances  of  { 
Gods  true  wajeftie,  in  which  refpe&,  faith  mine  Auchoup, 
treafon  againft  the  Princes  pcrfon  was  called  Crimen  ma- 

jt fiat u  [rolycraticon^ 

Pope  t/f&rian  thefourth,an  English  man  borne,  of  the 
familicof  Breakefpeare  in  Middlesex y%  man  commended 
for  converting  Norway  to  Chriftianity,  before  his  Papacy, 
hu-  noted  in  his  Papacie,  forufingthe  Emperour  Frede- 
rike  the  fecond  as  his  Page,  in  holding  his  ftirrop,  deman- 
ded of  John  of  Sarisbury  his  countreyman  what  opinion 
the  world  had  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  and  of  him  who 
anfwered  ;  The  Church  of  Romc^  which  jkou'd  be  a  mo- 
ther, is  now  a  ftepmother,  wherein  Jit  both  Scrtbes  and  *Pha~ 
rifes ;  and  as  for  your  felf9when  as  yon  arc  a  father,  why  da 
yen  exfeU  penfions  from  your  children  f  &c.  A  drian  /miled, 
andafter  fomeexcufes  told  him  this  tale,  which  albeit  it 
may  feem  long,  and  is  not  unlike  that  of  Meneniw  Agrip- 
pa  in  the  Romane  Hiftoric ,  yet  give  it  the  reading ,  and 
happily  you  may  learn  ibraewhat  by  it.  All  the  members 
cf$hebodycon[prred  again  ft' the  ftomae* e  ,  as  againfi  the 
(wallowing  gulf  of  all  their  labours  ;  for  whereas  the  eyes

When  it  wasfignified  unto  King  Richard  the  n"rft,  Con 
to  the  forefaid  King  Henry  fitting  ac  Supper  in  his  Palace 
at  Weftminfter  (which  we  eaii  the  old  Palace  now)  that  the 
French  King  befteged  his  town  of  Vernoil  in  Normandy ; 
he  in  greatnefs  of  courage  prptefted  in  thefe  words*  /  rviU 
never  tume  my  bricks  untill  I  have  confronted  the  French  ► 
For  performance  of  which  his  Princely  word,hc  eaufed  the 
wall  ip  his  Palace  at  Weftminfter  to  be  broken  down  di- 
rcelly  toward*  the  South,  pofted  to  the  coaft,  and  imme- 
diately inco  Normandy ,  -where  the  very  report  of  his  fo- 
daine arrival!,  fo  terrified  the  French ,  that  they  raifed  the 
fiege,  and  retired  thcmfelves.

The  farncKing  Richard  purpofing  an  expedition  into  the 
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holy  lan3,  made  money  at  all  bands  j  and  and  among  Othec

Earldome  ofT^arthumberland ,  merrily  laughing  when  he 
inverted  him, md  {\)mg\Ammt  I  cunnings  and  my  fraft's- 
majrerythat  can  make  ayoung  Sari  of  an  oldBiJhop  ?  Bllt  this 
Prelate  was  fit  to  fcc  an  Earl/or  the  world  (as  one  of  this 
age  faid  of  him)  wot  not  crucifixus  to  him,  but  infixus  in 
hm,  [Lib.  Dunelm^ 

One  Ftilke  a  Frenchman, of  great  opinion  for  hisholi- 
»efsa  told  this  King  Richard  that  he  kept  with  him  three 
daughters ,  that  would  procure  him  the  wrath  of  God,  if 
hcdidnotflionly  riddc  himfcif  of  them,  why  Hyp0Crite 
(quoth  theKing)*//  the  world  k^noweth  that  I  never  had  child 
Tea  ( (aid  Pulke)  yon  hnveyas  I  faid,  three  •  and  their  names 
are  Pride >Covetottfne[s,and  Lechery  J  s  itfof  (faid  the  King) 
j  oh  (hallfeemeprefently  be  flow  them ;  the  Knights  Templars 
jka.ll  have  Pride  ;  the  white  Utfonkj  Covetoufnefs  ;  and  the 
Clergy  Lechery  ;  and  there  have  y  on  my  three  daughters  be* 
flowed  among  j 

When  there  was  a  fair  opportunity  offered  fcato  this 
King  Richard ,and  to  Hugh  Duke  of  Burgttndic  for  the  fur- 
Vrifecf  Jerufalemy  they  marched  forward  In  two  battaiis 
from  Acres.lhe  Ki»g  of  England  led  the  firfl,  the  DHke 
of  Burgundie  the  other  ;  when  they  approached,  the  Duke 
of  Burgundie  envying  the  glery  of  the  Engliii,  fignified 
to  the  King  of  £*w7#w/that  he  would  retire  with  his  Com- 
pany, becaufe  it  mould  not  be  faid,  that  the  Englifh  had 
taken  Jernfalem.  While  this  rneffage  was  delivering,  and 
the  King  grieving  that  fo  glorious  an  cnterptife  was  fo  o* 
verthwarted  by  envie;  oncamongft  the  EngJifh  compa- 
nies cryed  aloud  to  the  King,  and  faid,  Sir.fir^come  hither, 
and  Iw'UJhew you  Jerufalem,  But  King  Richard  caft  his 
Coat  of  arms  before  his  face,  and  weeping,  ottered  thefe 
Words  with  aloud  voyce  yAhmy  Lord  God,  I  befeech  thee 
that  J  may  not  fee  thy  holy  Ctty  Jerufalem,  when  as  I  am  net 
able  to  dtltver  it  out  of  the  hands  of  the  enemies.  [Jan  Sire 
delenvMeim  the  life  of  Saint  Lims,cap,  70.  J  This.  Author 
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alfcgivcth  thisteftimonic  of  the  faid  King  in  the  eighth 
Chapter  of  the  faid  Book,  This  Prince  was  of fuch  prowtfs, 
that  he  was  more  feared  and  redwbted  amongfi  the  Sara- 
zens,thanever  wo*  any  Prince  Chrifiian.  Insomuch  that 
when  m  their  Itt tie  infants  began  to  cry,  the'r  mother  would 
fay,  to  make  them  held  their  veace  •  Ktng  Richard  comet h , 
and  will  have  you  ;  and  immediately  the  Uttle  children  he  a* 
ring  him  named,  would  forbear  crying  :  And  liktwife  the 
Turks  and  Saracens >  when  their  Horfes  at  any  time  Par- 
ted, they  would  putfpar  to  them,  and  lay  ;  What  you  jades* 
i  youthink^King  Richard  is  here  ? 

When  the  lame  King  Richard  had  fortunately  taken  in 
1  skirmifti,  Philip  the  Martial!  Bifhop  of  Beavoys,  a  deadly 
enemy  of  his,  he  cart  him  in  Prifon  with  bolts  upon  his 
heels,  which  being  complained  of  unto  the  Pope;,  he  wrote 
earneftly  unto  him,  not  to  detain  his  dear  Son,  an  Ecde- 
Ziafticall  pcrfon,  and  a  fhephcard  of  the  Lord.?,  but  to  fend 
hi m  back  unto  his  flock.  Whereupon  the  King  lent  unro 
the  Pope  the  armour  that  he  was  taken  in,  and  willed  his 
Ambaffaicurtouk  the  words  of  Jacobs  fons  unto  their 
father,  when  they  had  fold  away  their  brother  Jofepb, 
Hanc  invenimusy  vide  utrum  tunica  fiLitui  fit ,  an  nowffhis 
we found  ;  fee  whether  it  be  the  Coat  of  thy  [on*  or  no.  Nay 
(quoth  the  Pope)  it  is  not  the  Coat e  of  my  [on,  nor  of  my  bro- 
ther, but  fome  impe  o/Mars,  and  let  him  procure  his  delivery 
if  he  willy  for  I  will  be  no  mean  for  him. 

When  the  French  Kfog  and  King  Rich  ird the  firft  begj  n 
to  p arlee  of  peace  ,•  his  broihcr  John,  who  had  falfly  and 
unnaturally  revoked  unto  the  French  King,  fearing  him- 
felf, came  in  of  his  own  record,  ard  fopplianily  bffought 
Richard  brotherly  to  pardon  his  manifold  offences,  that 
he  had  unbrotherly  committed  agairft  him  ;  he  rehear  fed 
the  ftraighr.  league  of  brotherly  piety,  he  recounted  the 
many  merits  ef  his  brother ,  he  bewared  with  tears  that 
hitherto  he  had  been  urmind  ull  of  them,  as  an  unnatu- 
ral! and  unthanke'bll  perfon.  Finally,  that  he  doth  Jive, 
and  mail  iiv* ,  he  doth  acknowledge  that  he  hath  received 
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k  at,  hfs  handj.The  King  being  modified  with  this  humble 
fubrniffion,  faid  :  God  grant  that  I  m*y  at  eafily  forget  your 
cjfencjs,  at  you  may  remember  wherein  yon  have  offended. 

IN  thewofull  vvarswirh  the  Barons,  when  King  John 
was  viewing  of  the  C*ftlc  ot  Rochefter  heJd  agamft  him 
by  the  Earl  of  Arundel ;  he  was  cfpied  by  a  very  good  Ar- 
cubaliftcr,  who  to  d  the  Earl  thereof?  and  /aid,  that  he 
would  foon  difpatch  the  crueii  tyrant,  it  he  would  but  fay; 
the  word;  Gcdfa  b{d3vtle  varlet (quoth  the  Earl)  that  rvc- 
[hou Id  procure  the  death  of  the  holy  one  of  God.  What  (faid 
the  fouldier)  he  wouidnot  fpare  you  if  he  had  you  at  the 
like  advantage.  No  matter  for  that,  (quoth  the  Earl)  Gcds 
goodwill  be  done. and  he  will  dlfpofe  t  hereof ^and  not  the  Kin? 
[CfrUtth.  Par's.] 

When  one  about  him  flievired  where  a  nob'e  man,  that 
had  rebe  Jlicufly  borne  arme*  again/*  him,  lay  very  honou* 
rably  imombed,  and  advifedthe  King  to  deface  the  monu- 
ment 5  he  faid  ;  no,  but  I  wo;,  la  all  the  reft  of  mineene* 
mies  were  at  honourably  buried.  \ldemi\ 

When  divers  Greeks  came  hither,  and  offered  to  prove 
that  t'if re  weie  c-rtain  errours  in  the  Church  of  SngUnd 
at  that  time,he  re je^ed  them,  faying,  /  will  not  fuffer  our 
fatth  eft  ab  lifted  to  be  called  in  que  ft  ton  with  doubt  full  difpu- 
tatiens.  [Fragm.  antiquum  edituma*P.  Pithao.] 

Yet  when  the  laid  King  John  faw  a  fatte  Buck  haun- 
ched,  he  faid  profanely  to  the  Zanders  by,  See  how  fair  and 
fat  this  Buck  is,  and  yet  he  never  heard  Mafs  all  his  life 
fang.But  this  may  be  forged  to  his  difgraceby  the  envious. 
[Matth.  Paris.] 

JNafolcmn  conference  betwecnKing  Henry  the  third 
of  England,  and  Saint  Lewes  King  of  France,  theoneiy 
devout  Kings  of  ihat  age,  when  the  French  King  faid,  He 
had  rather  hear  Sermons,  than  hear  Malfts.  Our  King  re. 
plied,whichfomewilIfmiJeatnow,  but  according  to  the 
learning  of  that  time.;  £hat  he  had  rather  fee  his  loving 

friend 
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friend  (meaning  the  reall  prcfence  of  Chrift  In  the  S.cra- 
mem)  than  to  hear  never  fo  moch  good  of  hiftx,  by  ether* 
in  Sermons.  This  I  note,  becaufe  it  was  then  thought  face- 
tious, which  I  doubc  not  but  fome  will  now  condemnc  as 
fupcrftitious.  [GUil.  Rifhanger. 

Peci^ham  that  Opticall  Archbi/hop  of  Canterbury \  who 
wrote  Perfpettlva  Communis ,  when  Pope  Gregory  the 
tenth,  who  had  created  him  Archbiflaop,  commanded 
him  to  pay  four  thoufand  marks  within  four  months , 
under  pain  of  excommunication  ;  he  that  came  unto  the 
See  then  deeply  indebted,  faid  ;  Behold,  yon  have  created 
me,  and  a*  a  creature  doth  defire  to  he  fcrfeUedby  his  creator^ 
fo  I  do  in  my  oppreffions  flye  unto  your  Holinefs  to  be  recrea- 
ted. [Archiep,  Cantuar.) 

Sew  all  Archbifhop  of  Torke  much  aggrieved  with  fome 
pra&ifcs  of  the  Popes  collectors  in  England,  took  all  pa- 
tiently, and  faid  ;  I  will  not  with  Cham  difcover  the  naked- 
ness of  my  father, but  cover  and  conceale  it  with  Sem.  As 
Conftantine  the  Great  faid,  that  he  would  cover  the  fault* 
ofBimops  and  Fathers  of  the  Church  with  his  Imperial! 
robe,  [<JMat  >  Paris,] 

Pope  Innocent  ins  the  fourth,  when  he  offered  the  King- 
dome  of  Sicill  and  Tuples  to  Richard  Earl  of  Cornewall 
with  many  irapoflible  conditions,  Ton  might  as  well  (faid 
the  Earls  Agent  at  Rome)  fay  to  my  Lord  and  Mafter,  I  {ell 
cr  give  you  the  Moon,  climb  e  up,  catch  it,  and  take  it.  \Afut~ 
nymus  quiincipit.  Rcx*Pi£torum.~\ 

Alexander  fueeeflbr  to  Innocentins  Tent  unto  the  &id 
,  Earl  Rtchard  to  borrow  a  great  maft  of  money  5  but  the 
Earl  arifwered,  /  will  not  lend  to  myfuperior,  upon  whom  I. 
cannot  diftrain  for  the  debts.  This  Richard  is  reported  by 
the  faid  Author,  to  have  had  fo  great  treafure,  that  he  was 
able  to  difpend  for  ten  years  an  hundred  marks  a  day  , 
which  according  to  the  Standard  of  that  time  was  no  final! 
Turn  me.  [Idem.] 

In  the  raign  of  King  Uenry,  aBiftopof  London  floutly 
Withftood  the  Popes  Nnhh,  that  would  hayc  levied  exa-

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&\on$  of die  Clcrgie:  Whcrcopon  the  Nuncio  complained 
unto  the  King,whomortly  menaced  the  Bifhop,  ami  told 
him  he  would  caufe  the  Pope  to  pluek  his  Pcacoekes 
taile;  but  the  Bimop  boldly  anfwered  the  King,  that  the 
Pope  and  he,  being  too  ftrong  for  him,  might  bereave  him 
of  his  Biflioprickby  might,  hot  never  by  rightjand  that  al- 
though they  took  away  his  Mitre,  yet  they  would  leave 
him  his  Helmet.  [Lib.  Cantuar.] 

Wicked  rather  than  wittie is  that  of  a  Deane,  high  trea- 
furer  of  that  had  demeaned  himfelf  fo  well  in  his

WHen  Edward  the  firft  heard  of  the  death  of  his 
oneJyfoft,  hetookitgrievoufly,as  a  father,  but 
patiently  as  a  wife  man.  But  when  he  underftood  fhor  tly 
after  of  the  departure  ofhts  father  King  Henry  the  third,he 
was  wholly  dcje&cd  and  comfortlefs:  whereat  when 
Charles  King  of  Sicilie  #  with  whom  he  then  fo/ourncd  in 
his  return  from  the  Holy  land,  greatly  marvelled,  He  fa- 
tisfied  him  with  this,  <jod  may  fend  more  fins,  but  the  death 
cf  A  father  is  irree  over  able.  \Walfngham. 

This  is  that  King  Edward  the  firft,who  as  in  lineaments 
of  body  hefurpafled  all  his  people,  being  like  Sa*lt  higher 
than  any  ofthem;  fo  in  prudence  conjoyned  with  valcuc 
andinduftry  he  excelled  all  our  Princes,  giving  thereby 
fare  ankerhold  to  the  government  of  this  Realm,  wa- 
ving up  and  down  before  moft  uncertainly.  Which  he 
tffe&ednot  fomuehby  eftablifhing  good  laws,  as  by  gi- 
ving life  unto  his  laws,  by  due  execution.  And  as  my  Au- 
thor faith  jndices  fotitfimum  \udicans  quos  confiituit  judtces 
alter nm .Whoaddcth  alfothisof  him \  Kttmo  in  conftliis  illo 
trgutior,  in  eloquio  torrentior,  in  fericulis  fecurier,  in  fro* 
fferis  cautiorjnadverfis  conftantior.  [Qommendatio  lamen* 
y*bilisin  tr*nJttH  %fgis  Sdw.frimh'] 

Whereas 
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Whereas  the  Kings  of  England,  before  hi*  time,  ufcdto 
wear  their  Crown  upon  all  folemn  Feaft  dayes,  he  firft 
omitted  that  cuftome,  faying  merrily,  That  Crowns  do 
rather  oner  ate  %than  honour  Princes.  \Idcmtrattatus^\ 

When  a  fimple  religious  man  feeing  him  meanly  atti- 
red, wondring  thereat,  asked  him  why  he  being  fo  po- 
tent a  Prince,  ware  fo  fimple  a  fute,  he  anfwercd,  Father, 
F  atherty  oh  know  how  (jod  re  gar  deth  garments^  what  can  I 
do  more  in  roy  all  robes  than  m  this  my  gabber  dine*  [Idem*  J 

When  the  Clergte  pretending  a  difehargc  by  a  Canon, 
lately  made  at  the  Couneell  held  at  Lyons  in  France,  would 
contribute  nothing  to  the  temporal!  neceffiacs  of  King 
Edward,  he  faid  unto  them  in  Parliament,  Seeing  yon  do 
refufeto  hetpme,  I  willalfo  rcfnfe  to  kelp  you,  #*c.  If  yon 
deny  to  pay  tribute  to  me  as  unto  your  Prtnce,  I  will  re  fife  t* 
protect  yon  as  my  fnbjeits;  and  therefore  tfyou  be  fpoyled,  rob- 
bed,  maimed,  and  murthered^eek^or  no  fncconr  nor  defence 
ef  me,  or  mine. 

The  Pope  fent  an  InjunSion  unto  the  fame  Edward^  the 
which  was  delivered  unto  him  in  one  of  his  journyes  a- 
gainft  the  fautors  of  John  B  alio  I  King  of  Scotland,  the  te- 
nour  of  it  was,  that  he  /hould  furceafe  to  difquiet  the  Sects, 
which  were  an  exempt  natiot^  and  properly  appertiining 
to  the  Roman  Chappeil,  Wherefore  the  City  of  Jernfalem 
could  not  but  defend  her  Citizens,  and  help  t^em  that 
did  truft  in  the  Lord,  like  mount  Sion*  He  had  no  foonec 
re,  d  ir,hut  rapping  out  an  oativ  aid;/  will  not  hold  my  peace 
for  Sion  nor  Jerttfalcms  reft,  as  long  a*  there  is  breath  in  my 
body ,  but  will  profecnte  mj  jnft  right  kjown  unto  alt  the 
world^  and  defend  it  to  the  dearh.[Tho^  Walfingham.] 

When  Jehn  Ear!  of  Atholl,  nobly  defended  ^  who  had 
with  other  murthered  John  fomin,  was  a  prehended  by 
King  EdwArd  the  firft,  and  fomc  it  treat' d  for  him  :  the 
King  anfwered,  The  higher  his  calling  u,  the  greater  muft 
hU  fall  bc\and  as  he  is  of  higher  parent  age,  fo  he  fhtll  bf  the 
higher  hanged :  which  accord  g  y  was  performed,  for  he 
was  hanged  on  a  gaiiows  fifty  foot  high.  Ifhrihg**.') 

LI  %  \Vhe» 
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When  as  is  fiege  of  the  Caftle  of  Strivelin  in  Scotland , 
King  Edward  the  rirft,  by  his  over-forwardnefs  was  cfcen 
cndangered,fome  advifed  him  to  hare  more  regard  to  his 
perfon  ,  he  anfwered  them  with  that  of  Davtd  in  the 
Pfa.'m,  A  thousand  Jballfall  at  my  fide,  and  ten  thovfand  at 
my  right  handy  bnt  it  Jhall not  come  necr  me*  [Florilegus.'] 

When  the  learned  Lawyers  of  the  Reaime  were  con- 
sulted in  acaufe  by  him,  and  after  long  confutation  did 
not  fatisfie  him^hc  faid,  (as  Kings  impatient  of  decays  may 
be  bold  with  their  Lawyers,)  My  Lawyers  are  long  advi* 
fiy.g,  And  never  advifed,  (Flortlegus.)  As  for  Other  fpeeehes 
cf  his  I  wittingly  and  willingly  overpafs. 

Eleanor  wife  to  King  Edward  the  firft ,  a  moft  Yertnous 
and  wifr  womaa,  when  he  took  his  long  and  dangerous 
voyage  into  the  Holy  land,  would  noL  be  diflwaded  to  tar- 
ry at  home,  but  would  needs  accompany  him,  fayiag ; 
th'ng  waft  part  them  whom  Cod  hath  joy  ncd,  and  the  way  to 
Heaven  is  as  near  in  the  Holy  land,  (  if  not  nearer  )  at  in 
Englandj  orSpiln. 

This  worthy  Queen  maketh  me  remember  Enbulus 
%  icoffing  Comicall  Greek  Poet,  which  curfeth  himfelfi 
if  ever  he  opened  his  mouth  againft  women,  inferring,  al- 
beit Medea  were  wicked;  yet  Penelope -wit  peeriefs;  if 
Clytemnefira  were  naught  vyet  Alee  pes  was  pafllng  good: 
if  Phtdra  were  damnable,  yet  there  was  another  laudable. 
But  here,  faith  he,  I  am  at  a  fland  ;  of  good  women  I  finde 
notoretnore,  bat  of  the  wicked  I  remember  thouiands. 
Be(rircwthisfeofrcriyeg~od  wires  aLI,  and  Jet  his  enrfe 
fall  upon  him,  tor  ofyour  kinde  may  many  a  million  be 
found, "yea. of  ycur  own  Country  •  and  that  I  may  referve 
other  to  a  fitcerpJacc,  I  will  fliew  unto  you  a  rare  example 
in  this  Queen  of  Exglavd,  a  moft  loving  and  kinde  wife, 
out  of '  Rodertctu  Sar.Uiw ,  not  mentioned  by  our  Hiftori- 
ans. 

When  King  Edward  the  firft  was  in  the  holy  land,  he 
was  ftabbedwith  a  poyfoned  dagger  by  a  Sarazcn,  and 
through  the  rancor  of  the  poyfon,  the  wound  was  judged 

incurable  - 
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incurable  by  his  Phyfitians.  This  good  Qjicen  Eleanor 
his  wife,  who  had  aceompinied  hkn  in  that  journey  ,  en- 
dangering her  own  life,  in  loving  affeftion  fayed  his  Jifc^ 
and  eternized  her  own  honour.  For  fae  daily  and  night- 
ly fueked  out  the  ranke  poyfon  ,  which  love  madefweet 
co  her,  and  ttercby  effected  that  which  ro  Arc  durft  at- 
tempt to  his  fafety,her  joy,and  the  comfort  of  all  EngLmJ, 
So  that  well  worthy  was  fhe  to  be  remembred  by  thofe 
Groffcs  as  monuments ,  which  in/read  of  Statues  were 
erected  by  her  husband  to  her  honour  ac  Lincoln  Cjran- 
thamy  Stanford^Geddingtofh  Northampton,  Stony-Stratford, 
TlunftabltySaint  AlbancsiWahhampxi&  that  oimfiminjhr, 
called  flaring  crofs,  all  adorned  with  the  Arms  of  Caftile, 
Leon,  and  the  County  of  Pontieu,  which  by  her  right  wasj' 
annexed  to'the  erown  of  England. 

Robert  Winchelfey  the  Arehoiflicp  of  Canterbury  was  ba- 
nifhed  by  K.  Edward  the  firft,but  afterward  reftored  again 
by  him,  and  all  the  rents  that  had  been  fequetfred  during 
his  abfence,  repayed  him :  whereby  he  became  the  richeli; 
Archbifhop  that  had  been  in  that  feat  before  him.-Wherc- 
fore,often  recording  his  troublcs,be  would  fay ;  Adverfnie 
never  hurteth,where  no  iniquity  over-ruletb.  [Lib.  Cantuar.] 
William  de  March  Lord  Treafurer  unto  King  Edward 
the  fir£t,caufed  all  thetreafure  throughout  all  the  land,  that 
was  laydup  in  the  Monaftcries  and  Churches,  to  b:  at  one 
in/tant  violently  taken  away  by  military  men,  faying,  It  is 
better  that  money  jhou Id  be  moving  ,  and  according  to  the 
name  be  currant-,  and  go  abroad  to  the  ufe  of  the  people,  than 
refiing  in  chefis  without  fruit  and  occupation  .-concurring  in 
this  laft  point  with  a  Maxime  of  the  UTurcrs  hall. 

GF  King  Edward  the  fecond,  I  finde  nothing  memora- 
ble, but  that  which  grief  and  great  indignity  wrefted 
from  him,  when  Comey  and  his  rafeall  rabblements  after 
his  depofition,  would  needs  lhavc  him  on  the  way,  left  he 
ihould  be  known  and  refeucd.  They  enforced  him  to  fit 
down  upon  a  mole  hill,  and  the  Knayc  Barber  infu'ting, 
~    '  ~        LI  3       ~     -  told 
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told  him  that  cold  water  taken  out  ofthe  next  diteh  fhould 
ferve  for  his  trimming  at  that  time.  He  anfwered,  whether 
yon  will  or  noy  there  [hall  be  vearme  water  :  and  therewith- 
al i,hc  fhedding  tears  plcntifuily^verified  his  words.  [Thorn* 
de  la  CMore. 

After  the  battell  of  Poitiers,  James  Lord  Audley  was 
brought  to  the  Black  Prince  in  a  Litter  moft  grievoufly 
wounded,  for  he  had  carried  himfeif  mc ft  valiantly  that 
day.  To  whom  the  Prince  with  due  eommen  1ations,gave 
for  his  good  fervice  four  hundred  marks  of  yearly  reve- 
nues. The  which  he  returning  to  his  tenc.gaveas  frankely 
tohisfcur  E:quir  a,  that  atrended  him  in  the  b?ttell: 
whereof  when  the  Prircc  was  ad/enicd , .  dou'nirg  that 
his  gift  was  cor  terrified,  as  too  if  tie  for  fo  great  g<  o  fer- 
vice  :  the  Lord  Audley  fatisfiedrim  with  this  aniWr;/ 
mufl  do  for  i  hem  wkodtferved  be  ft  of  mc.  Thefe  my  E  [quires 
fovea  my  life  amidft  the  etemtes*  yird  Gia  b  thar^d^I 
have  J  efficient  revenues  I  ft  by  my  A,c  ftors  to  mat f 
me  tnyour  fervic>.  Whereupon  the  Prince  praifing  his  pru- 
dence and  liberality,  confttmed  his  gift  made  to  his  El- 
quires,  and  atfigned  him  moreover  fix  hundred  marks  of 
like  land  in  SngLwd.  fF^oprd.] 

William  Wickham  sfter  Bi"hcp  of  Wtnchefler,  came  in- 
to the  fervice,  and  alio  into  the  grca  favour  of  King  Ed- 
•ppardiue  third,  by  being  overfeer  of  his  great  work  at 
W ndfor *,whercas  before  he  ferved  as  a  poor  parifh  Prieft. 
Wherefore  he  caufed  to  be  written  in  one  of  his  windows, 
This  worke  made  Wtckham.  Which  being  told  unto  the 
King,  he  was  offended  with  mckham ,  a  though  he  had 
gone  about  to  robbchim  of  the  glory  of  that  magnificent 
work.  But  when  Wickham  toJi  him  that  his  meaning 
was,  that  that  work  had  been  his  making,  and  advance- 
men^  the  K  ng  reftcd  content  and  fatisfied*  [Vita  trie* 
camij) 

When  the  faid  William  Wtctyam  (as  it  is  commonly 
fiid)  fued  unto  Edward  the  third  for  the  Biflioprick  of 
Vyinehefttr*  the  King  told  him  that  he  vfas  unmeet  for  it; 

becaufc 
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bscaufe  he  Was  unlearned,  buc  he  fa'd,  In  recommence  there- 
j  cf9  I  will  make  many  learned  men.  The  which  he  performed 
indeed  :  For  he  founded  New  Colledge  in  Oxford,  and  an- 
other in  winchefter\  which  houfes  have  afforded  very  mr 
ny  learned  men  both  to  the  Church  and  to  the  Common- 
weal^. 

When  Henry  of  Lancafter%  furnamed  the  Good  Sari  of 
Darby  had  taken  ( 1341.)  Bigerac  in  Gafcoigne,  he  gave  ard 
granted  10  every  lou.dier  ,  the  houfe  which  every  one 
Giould  firft  fcize  upon,  with  all  therein.   A  certain  foul- 
dier  of  his  brake  into  a  Mint-maflers  houfe,  where  he 
found  Co  great  a  mafs  of  money,  that  he  amazed  there- 
with, as  a  prey  greater  than  his  defcrt  or  defire,  fignified 
the  fame  unto  the  Earl ,  who  with  a  liberall  micde  an- 
fwercd,   It  is  not  for  my  flate  to  flay  Boys  pUy^  to  give  a>:d 
take\  Take  thou  the  money$ifitwere  thrice  at  much* 
fingham.[ 

When  news  was  brought  unto  King  %ichard  the  fc- 
eond,  that  his  Uncles  of  Torke  and  (jloucefter,  the  Earls  of 
Arunde I yV Warwick.  Darby  y  and  Nottingham,  with  other  of 
that  faclion,  who  fought  to  refbrme  the  mi /orders  of  the 
King,  or  rather  of  his  Councellours,  were  aflemblf  d  in  a 
wood neer unto  the  Court;  after  he  had  asked  other 
mens  opinions,  what  was  to  be  done  in  fo  weighty  and 
doubtfuil  a  cafe  ;  At  length  he  merrily  demanded  of  one  /ir 
Hugh  a  Linne,  who  had  been  a  good  military  man  in 
his  daies,  but  was  then  fomewhar  diftraught  of  his  witSj 
what  he  would  advifc  him  to  do:  Iffue  out  (quoth  Gi 
Hugh)  and  let  us  fet  upon  them,  and  flay  them  every  mothers 
fon  5  and  by  Gods  eyes,  when  thou  haft  fo  ionet  thou  haft 
killed  all  the  fait hfull  friends  that  thou  haft  in  Eflg'aad.[/^- 
nonymus7\ 

Kmg  Henry  the  fourth  ,  a  wife  Prince,  who  full  well 
knew  the  humour  of  the  Englifh,  in  his  admonition  to 
his  fon,  athis  death,  faid  ;  Of  Englijhmen,  [0  long  as  they 
have  wealth  and  riches  ,fo  long  (halt  ibtft  have  obejfance\  but 

when 
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when  they  be  poor,  they  be  alwaies  ready  to  make  infurrettions 
at  every  mot  ton.  [Hall,  J 

King  Henry  me  fourth  ,  during  his  fipknefs  ,  caufed  his 
Crown  to  be  let  on  his  pillow,  at  his  beds  head,  and  fud- 
dainly  his  pain  fo  fore  troubled  him  ,  that  he  Jay  as 
though  his  vitall  fpirits  had  been  from  him  departed 
Such  Chamberlains  as  had  the  care  and  charge  of  his  body : 
thinking  him  to  be  dead,  covered  his  face  with  a  linncn 
clfth.  The  Prince  his  Sen  being  thereof  adverdfed,  en- 
tred  into  the  Chamber,  and  took  away  the  Croyvn,  and 
departed.  The  Father  being  fuddainly  revived  out  of  his, 
traunce,  quickly  perceived  that  his  Crown  was  taken  a- 
vvay  :  and  understanding  that  the  Prince  his  Son  had  it, 
caufed  himto  repairtobisprefence,  requiring  of  him  for 
what  caufe  he  had  fo  mif-ufed  himfelf.  The  Prince  with 
a  good  audacitic  anfwercd :  Sir ,  to  mine  and  all  mens  judge* 
ments  you  feemeddead  in  this  world  ;  wherefore  I>  as  your 
next  and  apparent  heir,  tockjhat  m  mine  own,  not  as  jours. 
Well  fair  fa  (faid  the  King  with  a  great  figh)  what  right 
I  had  to  itt  and  how  I  enjoyed  it,  God  knoweth.  Well  (quoth 
<  the  Prinee)  if  you  dye  King,  1  will  have  the  garland,  and 
truft  to  keep  it  with  the  Sword  again  ft  all  mine  enemies  %  as 
you  have  done.  [Hal Li 

King  Henry  the  fift ,  when  he  prepared  wars  againft 
France ;  the  Dolphin  of  France  fent  him  a  Prcfcnt  of 
Taris  Bills,  indention  ;  but  he  returned  for  anfwer,  That 
he  would  fhortly  re  fend  him  London  Balls,  which  Jhould fhake 
Paris  walls.  [Anonymus  Anglic 

When  King  Henry  the  fift  had  given  that  famous  over- 
throw unto  the  French  at  Agincourt,  he  fell  down  upon 
his  knees,  and  commanded  his  whole  *rmie  to  do  the  fame; 
faying  that  vcrfe in  the  Vk\m,Non  nobis  Domine,  non  no- 
bis, fed  nomini  tno  da  gtoriam  :  Not  unco  u  J  (€)  Lord)  not 
us,  but  unto  thy  same  gi  vc  the  glory. 
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ZJEnry  the  (ut  did  take  all  injuries,  whereof  he  received 
plenty » fo  patiently  ,  that  he  not  only  did  not  feekc  to  re- 
venge them;  butg-we  god  thanks  that  he  d'd  [end  them  to 
punl[h  his  fins  in  this  life  ,  that  he  might  efcape  punijhment 
in  the life to  come \Vita  Henrici  Sexti.  ]  As  the  Emperoar 
Fr^'^the  third,  when  he  heard  of  the  death  of  a  great 
Noble  man  of  A  aft  via,  who  lived  ninety  three  years  moft 
wickedly  in  fleftily  pleasures,  and  yet  never  once  affli&ed  with 
grief  or  ficknefs,  faid  ;  This  proovtth  that  wh'ch  Divines 
teach ,  that  after  death  there  is  fome  place  where  we  receive 
reward  or  punijhment  5  when  we  fee  often  in  this  fVorld ,  nei- 
ther the  jtift  rewarded,  nor  the  w'ched  pnnifhed. 

The  fame  King  Henry  having  in  Chriftmafs  a  (hew  of  young 
women,  with  their  bare  breafts  laid  out,  prefented  before  him, 
he  immediately  departed  with  thefe  words,  F/>,  fie  for  fhamey 
forfoothyoH  be  too  blame.  [  Idem,  ] 

He  receiving  on  a  time  a  great  blow  by  a  wicked  mart, 
which  compafled  his  death,  he  only  faid,  Forfooth^  forfooth  yt 
do  f  only  to  finite  a  King  annolnted* 

Not  long  before  his  death,  being  demanded  why  he  had  fo 
long  held  the  Crown  of  England  unjuftly,  he  replyed ,  my 
Father  was  King  ofEnglandy  quietly  enjoying  the  Crown  all 
his  raign,  and  his  father  my  grandfire  was  aljo  King  of  Eng- 
land, and  I  even  a  child  in  cradle  was  proclaimed  and  crowned 
Kingvrthout  any  interruption,  and  (0  held  it  for  forty  years* 
&ell-nere>  all  the  fi at es  doing  homage  unto  me9  as  to  my  An- 
ceftors.  Therefore rl fay  tv'th  King  'David,  my  lot  is  fallen  in 
a  fair  grouvd9  I  have  a  goodly  heritage'  my  help  is  from  the 
Lordwhichfaveth  the  upright  in  heart.  [  Idem.  ] 

Thomas  Mount acute '  Earl  o£Sarisbury9  when  he  befieged 
Orleans,  and  had  fo  enforced  it,  that  the  Inhabitants  were 
Willing  to  articulate,  and  to  yccld  themfelves  to  the  Duke  of 
Burgondy,  then  being  in  his  company:  he  highly  difdaining  it, 
faid  in  theEnglifti  proverb; /will  not  beat  the  bufh^and  another 
]h  ill  have  the  bi  'dr.  Which  proverbiall  fpeech  fo  offended  the 
Burgundian,  that  it  wholly  alienated  his  mind  from  the  Eng- 
lifli,  to  their  great  tofs  in  all  the  French  yw*  following. 
anl.zAZmtl.Lio.]  Mm  John 
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John  Lord  Talbot  fnft  Eat  I  of  Shrewsbury  of  that  Family,  fur- 
prifed  upon  the  fbdain  by  the  French  Army  a?  Ckaftltion  ,  far 
from  coward'y  fear  of  deatk  and  fatherly  srfe&cd  to  his  ion 
the  Lord  Lifle,  who  would  not  for  fake  him  in  that  danger,  ad- 
Vifcd  him  to  flye,  faying  ;  My  death  in  r-fpdl  of  rny  former 
exploits  cannot  be  bat  honourable ;  ar.d  in  refpetb  of  iky  youth, 
ne  'ther  can  it  be  honourable  fox  thee  to  dye,  nor  dishonourable 
to  flye.  But  this  young  Lord  in  height  of  courage,  nothing 
degenerating  from  fo  worthy  a  Father,  loft  his  hie  with  his 
father  in  the  field,  and  with  them  a  bafe  fon,  and  a  fon  in  law 
cf  th  efaid  EavJs.  [Taulus  ^£mU'us  Lib  I  o.  &  (fommcn- 
tar ii  Pa  P.  P.  l.L'b.

After  this  battell,  when  theflimes  of  inward  war  began  to 
flifh  out  in  England,thc  martiall  men  o{ England  were  called 
home  out  of  France,  to  maintain  the  factions  herbs  tfrwhicrt 
time  a  French  Captain  feeffingly  asked  an  Enghftiman ,  when 
they  would  return  again  into  Fraice.  He  anfweied  feelingly, 
and  upon  a  true  ground:  when  your  fins  fhall  be  greater  and 
more  grievous  in  the  fight  of  God,  than  ours  are  now, 

qr  Urctill  this  time,  from  the  beginning  of  King  Edward 
the  firft>  which  was  about  an  hundred  and  fixt  e  years,  whofo- 
ever  will  with  a  marking  cyeconfider  the  comportment  of  the 
Engtifh  Nation,  the  concurrent  of  martial!  men,  their  Coun* 
cels3  military  difcipline,  defigns>  a&ions,  and  exploits,  not  only 
out  cfcur  own  Writers,  but  alfo  forrain  Hiftorians,  cannot 
but  acknowledge  that  they  were  men  of  efpeciall  worth,  and 
their  prowefs  both  great  and  glerious.  Why  afterward  it 
fhould  decay,  as  all  other  proft  /Hons,  which  even  like  plants  J 
hare  their  times  of  beginning  or  in  rooting,  their  growing  up, 
their  flourifhing,  their  maturity,  ard  then  their  fading,  were  a- 
difquifition  for  the  learned;  Whether  it  prccecdeth  from  cc- 
leftiall  influence,  or  thofe  Angels  which  Plato  makes3  or  the 
Sccunde:  which  Tjtikmm  imagined  to  have  the  regiment  of 
the  World  fuccciTively,  or  from  the  degenerating  of  nti fi  bers 
into  fummcs,  v^hich  Iconfiis  I  unjldaffaiM  no:  ,  being  an  ig* 
noranc in  abftrufelcatraing.  OtAy  1  have  read  in  t'anrc ul:s,

;;  after  a  wh'Jc  they  muft  naturally  defccnd.  Yet  I  rclyc  upon  ihac 
of Eccleftaftcs, as  I  underhand  it.  Cmlta  fcc'.t  Mm  fa 
pre  [no  Detti9  &  mmfUtm  tradidt  d  [put  at  lorn  eorum^  ut 
non  invemat homo  quod  operatus  eft  Dens  ab  m'tii  nfoul  ad 
fi  ;sm.  But  pardon  me.  I  cannot  tell  how  I  have  been  by  ad- 
;  miration  of  our  Progcnitours  diverted  from  my  purpofe. 

In  theyearof  our  Lord  1415.  when  fifteen  hund;ed  Et^- 
lifh,  under  the  conduct  of/.  B^uprt^ixl  of  Tiorfet,  were 
encompafTcd  b;tween  the  Sea,  and  fifteen  thoufand  Fccnch; 
The  E  n-l  of  Armiiac  Genera!!  cf  the  French,  fent  to  the  Bttij 
adv  fin*  him  toyccld himfelf:  but  hcanfwered,  It  is  not  the 
manner  of  the  £:ghjh  to yeeld  without  blowes,  nether  am  I  [9 
hcirtlefs  that  I  will  deliver  my  [elf  in4 0  the: r  Hands  ,  whom 
Qodmaj deliver  into  mm*  And  accordingly  God  gave  him  the 
honour  of  theday,to  the  great  confufion  of  the  enemy,  (jval- 
fwghan;  ik  Ypcdigmate. ) 

T^y  Hen  Elizabeth  the  widow  of  fir  John  Gray  was  a  flitter 
unto  King  Edward  the  fourth  ^  againft  whom  her  hus- 
band loft  his  life  )  for  her  pyncurc'  the  kind  King  became alfo 
a  fiwer  unto  her  for  a  nights  lodging.-but  fhe  wilcly  anfwered 
him,  when  he  became  importunate,  That  at  jhe  did  account 
her  [elf  too  l**[e  to  be  his  w-fey[  (he  did  thinkjser /elf  too  good 
to  beh  s  harut. 

When  Jovegrewfohot  in  this  King  Edward  the  fourth, 
chat  he  would  needs  marry  the  frd  Elizabeth,  widdow  of  fir 
ffhn  Grey,  to  thegre.it  difcontent  ofhis  Councell,  but  efped- 
ally  of  his  mother;  who  alleadging  many  reafons  to  the  con- 
trary, faid,  that  only  her  widowhood  might  be  fufficicnt  to 
reftrairi  him,  for  that  it  Wis  high  difparagemtnt  to  a  King,  to 
be  dimon^ured  with  bigamy  in  his  firfi  marriage  :  the-  King, 
merrily  anfwacd ;  / n  fSat  [he  Is  a  widdow,  ^  awthtth  already 
ch  Liver: ;  by  (jods  blejfc  d  Lady  I  am  a  tMchellcr,  and  have 
fm '  ton  H  idfo  e<achofus  hath  rfproofy  tharntnbsr  of  us  Ave 
ii'<$t»  be  barren,  and  rhe-'t  {I,  t  MaAkr^  tp-ayjouie  contert'>  ' 
Ltruft  ln  God!{he  [haR 1Br'^r-.r>tifrth  a  fomg  Am^e\Jhat 
M  m  %  fmll 
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fhall  pleaje  you.  *And  as  for  the  bigamy  y  let  theBlfhop  hardly 
lay  it  in  my  way  when  I  come  to  take  Orders:  for  I  under  ft  and 
it  is  forbidden,  to  a  Trie  ft,  but  J  never,  wift  it  yet  that  it  was 
forbidden  to  a  Prince. 

His  hot  love  ncverthelefs  was  partible  among  three  ojher 
of  his  Miftriflb*  of whom  he  was  worn  to  lay,  The  one  was  the 
fair  eft 'rthe  other  was  the  merr left*  and  the  third  the  holieft  ^ 
fir  (he  had  wholy  devoted her  f ?lfto  his  Bed  and  her  Bedes. 

When  Lewis  the€leyenth  (  French  King  )  entertained  di- 
ws  CounfcliorsofKiag£^^thefounh  with  Jarge  pen- 
fionstofteede  him  in  England,  he  fcne  Peter  CUret  one  of 
theMaflersof  his hou mold,  unto  the  Lord  Haftings  the 
Kings  Cbamberlain.to  prefent  him  with  two  thoufand  crowns. 
Which  when  he  hid  received,  Peter  Cleret  did  pray  him,  that 
for  his  difcharge  he  fliould  make  him  an  acquittance;  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  made  a  great  difficultie  thereat,  then  Cleret  doth 
rcqueft  him  again  that  he  would  give  unto  him  only  a  letter 
of  three  lines  for  his  difcharge  to  the  King,  fign-fying  that  he 
had  received  them:  the  Lord  Chamberlain  aafwered ;  Sir  that 
which  you  fay  is  very  reafonable ;  but  the  gift  comes  from  the 
good  will  of  the  King  your  'Maftcr*  and  not  at  my  re  que  ft  at 
all*  If  it  pie afe you  that  I  fhall  have  tt^  you  fhall  put  it  within 
the  pocket  of  my  fleeve^  and  you  fhall  have  no  other  acquittance 
of  me.  For  I  will  never  it  fhall  be  faid  of  me  ,  that  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  o\ 'the  King  of  England  hath  been  Penfioner  to 
the  King  of  France*  Nor  that  my  acquittances  fhall  be  found  in 
the  Chamber  of  accomtts  in  France.  The  aforcfaid  Cleret 
went  away  male-content,  but  left  his  money  with  him,  and 
came  to  tell  his  meflage  to  his  King,  who  was  very  angry  with 
him.  But  thenceforth  the  Lord  Chamberlain  of  England  was 
more  eftecmed  with  the  French,  and  al waics  paid  without  ac- 
quittance. (  Philip  dcCommincs*  ) 

JTIng  Richard  the  third*  whofe  monftrous  birth  forefhewed 
his  monftrous  proceedings,  (  for  he  was  born  with  all  his 
tecth,and  hair  to  his  (houlders, )  albeit  he  lived  wickedly .  yet 
snadc  good  Law^an^  when  divers  (hires  of  England  offered 

him 
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him  a  benevolence,  he  refufcdir,  faying,  I  know  not  in  what 
fcnfc;  I  had  rather  have  your  hearts,  than  your  money  >  {J** 
anngs  Rojfus  Warwicenfis. ) 

John  CMorton  the  B  (hop  of  £Uey  but  afterward  of  Can- 
terbury,  being  folicited  by  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  then  a- 
lienated  from  Richard  the  third,  to  fpeak  his  mind  frankly 
unto  him,  in  matters  of  State'  the  Biflhop  anfwercd  him;  In 
good  faith  my  Lord9  f  love  not  much  to  talkjw  th  Pr'nces9  at  a 
thing  not  all  out  of  peril,  although  the  words  be  without  fault. 
Forafmuch  as  it  (hall  not  be  taken  as  the  party  meant  ft,  but  as 
it  pleafeth  the  Prince  to  con  ft  rue  it.  And  ever  I  thinkyn  tAZfops 
talet  that  when  the  Lyon  had  proclaimed)  that  orrpain  of  death , 
there  fhould  no  horned  beast  abide  in  that  wood  ;  one  that  had 
in  his  forehead  a  bunch  of  flejh]  fled  away  a  great  pace.  The 
Fox  that  faiv  him  run  fofaft,  asked  him  whither  he  made  all 
that  haft  I  he  an fw ere d\  In  faith  I  neither  wote  nor  reeky  fo  I 
•were  once  hence,  hecaufe  of  this  proclamation  made  of  horned 
be  aft  s.  What  fool  (  quoth  the  Fox  )  thou  mayft  wdl  enough  a- 
bidefhe  Lyon  meant  not  by  thee,  for  it  is  no  horn  that  is  upon 
thy  head',  no  marry  [  quoth  he  ]  that  wote  I  well  enough  ,  but 
what  and  he  call  it  an  horr.\jvhere  am  I  then?  (Tho.  Afoore.) 

Sir  Thomas  Rokesby  being  controld  for  firft  fuffering  him- 
felf  to  be  ferved  in  creene  Cuppes,  anfwered5  Thefe  homely 
cuppes  andd  jhes}pay  truelyfor  that  they  contain'  I  had  rather 
drink,  out  of  treene,  and  pay  gold  and  fiver,  than  drln^  out  of 
gold  and  filver, and  make  wooden  payment, 

T^THen  "B^chard  the  third  was  fkin  itBofwrth,  and  with 
v  v  him  John  Howard  Duke  of  Norfolke,  King  Henry  the 
feventh  demanded  of  Thomas  Howard  Earl  of  Surrey^  the 
Dukes  fon  and  heir  then  taken  prifoner  ,  how  he  durft  bear 
Arms  in  the  behalf  of  that  tyrant  Richard.  He  anfwered;  He 
was  my  crowned  King,  and  if  the  P Parliamentary  authority  of 
England  fet  the  frown  upm  a  ftock^  I  will  fight  for  that  ftocki 
jindas  I  fought  then  for  him,  I  vrlll fight  for  you,  when  you 
are  eftablijhed  by  the  faid  authority.  And  fo  he  did  for  his  fon 
King  Henry  the  eighth  at  Flodden  field,  [  *Awnymn$.}

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When  ^Margaret  the  widdow  of  Charle  r  the  Hard'e  Duke 
of  Burgundieyznd  fitter  to  King  Edwardtht]  fourth,  envying 
much  the  happy  eftatc  and  raign  of  Henry  the  fe^eoch^fceo* 
ded  of  che  adverfc  family  cf  Lancafter^  had  at  lundry  times 
luborncd  two  ratcals  to  counterfeit  the  perfons  of  her  two  bro- 
thers Ions,  thereby  to  withdraw  the  hearts  of  his  fubjecls,  and 
raife  upioares  in  his  Realm;  the  King  fent  over  unto  Philip  the 
Duke  of  Burgundy  Do&or  fVurham^itv^zid  Archbifhop  of 
Canterbury^  to  inform  him  of  her  treachery.  This  Do&or  in' 
the  latter  end  of  his  Oration  thus  nipped  the  feditious  Dutches,

The  Earl  of  Kildare  being  charged  before  King  Henry  thz 
feventh  for  burning  the  Metropolkane  Church  of  Caffiles  in 
Ireland;  2nid  many  witneflfes  procured  to  avouch  the  truth  of 
the  Article  agamft  him,  hx  fedain ly  ccnfciTcd  it  to  the  great 
wondringand  debellation  of  theCouncelJ.  Then  it  was  looked 
how  he  mould  juftifie  that  faft.  By  Jefu  [  quotli  he  ]  /  would 
never  have  done  if '  t  had  not  been  told  me  that  the  Arch- 
bifhop had  been  within  it.  And  becaufethe  B'fhop  was  one  of 
the  bufieft  accufersprefentj  merrily  hughed  the.  King  ax  the 
plainnefs  of  the  man.to  fee  him  alleadgc  that  intent  for  excufe, 
which  moft  of  all  did  aggravate  h:s  fault. 

When  among  many  art  cles,  exhibited  by  the  Irim  againft-- 
that  Earl  o£K.ldarcy  the  lalt  jwas;  Finally,  dl  Ireland  car. not 
rule  this  Earl.

When  one  reproved  King  Henry  the  fevemh  for  his  flowneft 
in  making  wars  on  thofc  that  wronged  him;  he  anfwered,  If 
we  Princes  fljTuld take  evr-y  oczafion  that,  is  offered  us,  the 
World fo  all  never  be  quiet y  but  w:aried.wiph  continual  war-s> 

When 
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When  a  Gentleman,  none  of  the  wifeft,  told  King  Henry 
the  leventh,thit  he  found  Sir  Richard  Crofies,  who  was 
made  Banneret  ac  the  battel  of  Stoke  to  bs  a  very  wife  man.- 
The  King  anfweicd,  He  doubted  not  that4  but  ma;  veiled  ?nuch 
'horv  a  fod  could  know  a  wife  man. 

Ithappetied  that  there  was  fallen  in  comm'jnic't'cn  of  die 
ftory  of  Jofeph,  how  his  Ma'ter  Fftiphdms  wi.'c,  a  great  mail 
with  the  King  of  Egypt:  would  have  pulled  him  to  her  bed, 
and  he  fled  away.  Now  Mafiw  M  ih  (  He  was  the  Kings 
Almoner  )  quoth  K-ng  Henry  the  M&\th\P&a  be  a  tall  ftrong 
m-in  on  the  one  fid  ,  and  a  cunn'ng  D  oil  or  on  the  other \  what 
would  you  have  done,  if  you  had  not  bien  J^feph,  but  m  Jofep  hs 
ftead  ?

There  was  a  poor  blind  man  in  Warwick-fliire,  that  Was 
accounted  very  cunning  in  prognosticating  of  weather.tipon  a

A  Noble  man  of  this  cime.in  contempt  of  learning  faid,  that 
it  was  for  Noble  mens  fons  enough  to  wind  their  horn.  &  carry 
their  Hawk  fair,&  to  leave  ftudy  &  learning  to  the  children  of 
mean  men.To  whom  the  forefaid  Richard  Ptce  replied:  Then 
yon  And  other  Noblemen  muft  be  content y  that  jour  children 
may  wind  their  horns  &k.eep  their  Hawks  3while  the  children  of 
mean  men  dj  manage  matters  of  eft  ate,  [fB^P -de  f rutin  dotl.] 

Job:  F.^/r^Bfhopof  Roch eft er  when  the  King  would  haye 
tranflaccd  him  from  that  poor  Bifhoprick  to  a  bctier.he  refrfed 
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faying,  He  would  not  for  fake  his  ptor  little  old  wife ,  with 
whom  he  had  fo  long  lived.Uappily  thinking  of  the  fifteenth 
'Canon  of  the  Nicene  Connect,  and  that  of  the  Canomftss 
Matrimonii  inter  £pi{coput<$*  Ecclefiam  effe  contrattut  &c. 

There  was  a  Nobleman  merrily  conccitcd,and  riotoufly 
£ivcn,  that  having  lately  fold  a  Mannor  of  an  hundred  te- 
nements, came  raffling  into  the  Court,  in  a  new  fuice,  fay- 
ing ;  Am  not  La  mighty  man,  that  bear  an  hundred  houfet 
on  my  backj  Which  Cardinall  fVoolfey,  hearing,  faid  ;  Ton 
might  have  better  imployed  it  in  faying  your  debts.

him  to  White-hall :  where  when  he  had  danced  attendance 
iong,at  length  the  Cardigan  coming  cut,  faid  in  the  pre- 
tence of  many ;  CMafter  More,  /  would  you  had  been  at 
Romt  ,when  you  were  made  Speaker  of  the  Parliament  houfe.

The  fame  Cardinall  at  a  full  Councell  table,  when  Sir 
Tho.  More  was  firft  made  privy  Counceller,  moved  that 
there  might  be  a  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Realme,  eho- 
fen  for  certain  eonfidcracions;  and  the  body  of  the  Couneell 
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inclined  thereunto.  Sir  Thomas  More  oppofed  himfelft 
Whereupon  the  Cardinal  in  a  chafe  faid ;  Are  not  you  a{ha- 
med  who  are  the  meaneft  man  hereto  dfffentfrom  fo  many  ho- 
nourable and  wife  per fonagej :  yon  prove  your  fwlf  a  plain  foot. 
WhereuntoMaftcr  Moore  forthwith  anfwercd;  Thanks  be 
to  God  that  the  Kings  Afajefiy  bath  but  one  fool  in  his  right 
honourable  ComcelL  \Jdem^\ 

,  Wbcs  he  w>  s  Lord  ChaneeIlour,he  enjoyned  a  Gentle- 
man to  pay  a  good  round  fum  of  money  unto  a  poor 
■  widdow  whom  he  had  Gfpprefied  ;  and  the  Gentleman 
(aid  .*  Then  1  do  hope  your  Lordjhip  will  give  me  a  good  long 
day  to  pay  it.

Surplice,  and  fmg  the  Service :  and  being  one  day  efpied  in 
that  attire  by  the  Duke  of  fyrfilke,  The  Duke  began  to 
chafe,  crying,  Fie,  fie,  my  Lord,  the  Lord  Chancellour 
of  England  a  Parifh  Prieft,  and  a  paltrie  fi&giog  man  I 
youdifhonour  the  King,  you  diflionour  the  King.  No 
my  Lord  (quoth  Sir  Thomas)  it  is  no fhame  for  the  King,  if 
his  fervant  fervt  his  foveraign  and  Saviour^  who  is  the  King 
*f  K*»gs>  During 
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During  the  time  of  his  Chancellourfliip  of  England,  he 
ufed  to  fend  his  Gentleman- lift cr  to  his  wifes  Pew,  after 
divine  ferviee  was  done,  to  tell  her  that  he  was  gone ;  buc 
the  next  Sunday  after  he  gave  up  his  ChanceUourflhip  of 
gngl and,  he  eame  himfeif  to  her  pew>  and  ufed  the  ufuall 
words  of  his  Gentleman-Uffier,  Madam,  my  Lord  is  gone. 

His  latter  wife  was  a  widdow,of  whom  Erafmns  wri- 
tcth,that  he  was  wont  to  fay,that  flie  was,  net  bclla>  nec pa- 
ella :  who  as  (he  was  a  good  hufwife,  fo  was  (lie  not  voyd 
of  the  fauft  that  often  folio  we  th  that  venue,  fomewhac 
flirewd  to  her  fcrvants Upon  a  time  Sir  Thomas  found 
fault  with  her  contimall  chiding,  faying;  If  that  nothing 
elfe  would  reclaimc  her,  yet  the  contention  of  the  time 
(for  it  wa7  Lent)  fhould  reftrainhec.  Tujhttu(hy  my  Lord. 
(faid  (he)  look*  here  is  one fiep  to  Heaven-ward,  fhewing 
him  a  Friars  girdle.  I  fear  me  (qiAxh  Sir  Thomas  Moore} 
this  one  fiep  will  not  bring  you  up  a  fiep  higher. 

One  day  when  fhe  came  from  fhrifr,  fhe  faid  merrily  unJ 
to  him,  Be  merry  Sir  Thomas,  for  this  day  was  I  well  fliri- 
ven,  I  thankc  God^ind  purpofe  now  therefore  to  ieave  off 
my  old  fhrewdnefs;  Tea  (quoth  he)  and  to  begin  afrefh. 

When  he  was  fcntPrifoner  unto  the  Tower-  and  the 
Lieutenant  his  old  friend,  received  him  with  a  heavy  cheer, 
he  faid  ;  Is  this  the  entertainment  and  good  countenance  yon 
give  your  gue ft  s  when  they  come  to  you  *  Why  look  man,  here 
are  twenty  ange  11  nobles  {fhewlng  him  his  purfe)  and  when 
this  is  fptnt->  turn  me  out  at  doors ,  as  a  bare  gamefier,  and 
not  able  to  pay  for  that  he  takes.  Hitherto  may  be  referred 
his  filent  anfwer,whcn  at  his  enuring  into  the  Tower,  one 
of  the  Officers  claimed  for  a  fee,  his  tipper  garment  (mea- 
ning his  gown  or  his  eloke)  he  offered  him  his  cap. 

Being  asked  after  his  condemnatioa,and  before  his  cxe- 
cution.vvhether  he  had  changed  his  minde,he faid:  Tea^for 
J  thought  to  have  been  (haven,  but  now  feeing  I  fhall  dye  fo 
fhertly,!  will  let  my  beard  grow. 

His  daughter  Refer  one  day  as  fhe  repaired  unto  him 
into  the  Tower,  eounfellcd  him  to  recover  the  Kings  fa» 
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voart  and  his  own  former  Jibettie,      doing  I  know  noc 
ivhaf,  the  which  (he  faid  one  of  the  greatcft  States  of  this 
&ea!me,anda  man  karnsdtoo,  and  his  tender  friend1,',. 
&id  he  might  do,  without  fcruple  of -confcier.ee,..  as  raoft/ 
of  the  Nobility  of  the  Reajmchad  done,  not  one  flicking^ 
therear/ave  ondy  himrejf5af)d  one  other  man.  This  fpeech 
ofher  he  anfwere  J  with  apleafant  tale.  At  a  Bartholomew, 
fair  at  Londonjhere  wot  an  Ejcheator  of  the  fame  City,  that 
had  arrefted  a  Clothier  that  was  outlawedy  and  had  [ eiz^ed  his . 
goods, which  he  had  brought  into  the  fair, tolling  him  out  ofy 
the  fair  by  a  train.  The  man  that  was  arrefled  was  a  Nor-^ 
them  man,  which  by  his  friends  made  the  Efchaetor  to  be  ar» 
rtflefl  within  the  fair,  upon  anjiUion  I  wot  not  neerwhat  • 
And  called  aCoptrt of Pipowdsrs.  Now  had  the  (^lothicr,  by 
friend/hip  of  the  Officers,  found  the  means,  to  have  all  the 
Queftatmoftmade  of  the  Northern  men9  fuck  as  had  their. 
Booths^  ftanding  in  the.fair^  who  were  no  fooner  departed' 
from  the  bar  >  and  come  fnto  thehoufet  but  the  T^ortherne 
men  were  agreed,  and  ineffett  all  the  other  to  caft  our  Lon- 
don Sfcheator.  They  thought  they  needed  no  more  to  prove 
that  be  did  wrong  J hen  even  the  name  of  his  bare  office  alone. 
But  then  was  there  amongftthem  ,  as  the  D.vell  would,  an^ 
honeft  man  of  another  quarter  called  Company,   %rfni  the* 
fellow  feemedbut  a  filly  foul^and  fate  ft  ill,  and  faid  nothing  ; 
they  made  no  reckoning  of  him,  butfaid9  We  be  agreed  new, 
come  let  us  go  and  give  up  our  verdttt.  Then  when  the  $oor 
fellow  f aw  that  they  made  fuch  has~b,  and  his  minde  nothing 
gave  him  that  way  that  theirs  did  {if  that  their  minds  gave 
t  hem  that  way  they  faid)  he  prayed  them  to  tarry  and  talks 
upon  the  matter^  andtell fuch  reafon  therein,  that  he  might 
think^as  they  di  dp  and  when  they  fhould  \o  do,  he  would  be 
glad  to  fay  with  them  ;  or  elfe  he  faid  they  muft  pardon  him  : 
For  ftth  he  had  a  foul  of  his  own. to  keep,  as  they  had,  he  mutt 
fay  as  Re  thought  for  his  foul,  as  they  muft  for  theirs.  When 
they  heard  this  they  were  half  angry  with  him.  What  good 
fellow*  (quoth  one  of  the  Northern  men)  whore  war.nes  thou  ? 
Be  not  weeUavenhtre)  and  thou  but  one  all  alone \  and  all  we 
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agreed,  whereto fhouldft  thou  ftiri^t  whais  thy  name  gud fel- 
low} Mafters  {quoth  he)  my  name  ta  called  Company.  Com- 
pany ( quoth  they)  now  by  my  troth  good  fellow t  play  t  hen  the 
god  companion  tcomet heron  forth  with  hs,  &  p.ifs  even  for  gud 
company .Would  Cjod goodmafters(quoth  the  man  again)that 
there  lay  no  more  wet ght  there onk  But  now,  when  we  fhalC 
hence %  and  come  before  God,   and  that  he  ft  all  fend  you  unto 
Heaven  for  doing  according  unto  your  con[ciencei  and  me  to 
t he  dive  11,  for  doing  againft  mine,  all  faffing  at  your  requeft 
here  for  good  company  now.  By  God  M after  Oickcnfon  (chat 
was  one  of  the  Northern  mens  names,)  If  I  then  (hall  fay  un- 
to you  all  again  \  (JHafters^  I  went  once  with  you  for  good 
company  %which >  is the  caufe  that  I  go  now  to  hell  flay  you  the 
good  fellows  now  again  with  me ,  as  I  went  then  fjr  good  com~- 
pany  withyou,  fo  fomc  of  you  go  now  for  good  company  with 
me  i  would  you  go  Matter  Diekenfon?  Nay,  nayy  by  our> 
Lady, nor  never  a  one  of  you  all.  And  therefore  muft  you  par* 
don  me  for  paffing  as  you  paf s  j  for  the  faff  age  of  my  poor  foal 
fzffeth  all  good  company. 

In  the  like  fence  he  ufed  often  to  fay,  That  he  would  ne- 
ver pinne  his  foul at  another  mans  bacj^,  not  even  the  be  ft  ■ 
man  that  he  knew  that  day  living  »  for  he  knew  not  whither . 
he  might  hap  to  carry  it. 

When  one  came  to  him,  to  fignifiethat  he  muft  pre- 
pare himfelf  to  dye,  for  he  could  not  Iive>  he  called  for  bi  s 
UrinaAl,  wherein  when  he  had  made  water,  he  caft  it,  ani 
viewed  it  (as  Phyfitiansufej  at  laft  he  faid  fobcrly,  7  hat-he" 
faw  nothing  in>tha\  water  .hut  that  he  mtght  live,  if  it  f  leafed* 
the  King. 

When  he  was  in  prifon,  and  his  boc&s  and  papers  (a-, 
ken  from  him,  he  did  fhut  his  Chamber  windows  both- 
day  and  night,  faying  y.JVhen  the  wares  are  gone,  and  t he- 
tools  taken  away,  we  muftfhut  up  fhop.  > 

When  he  went  to  death, a  certain  woman  offered  him 
a  eup  of  wine,  which  he  refuting*  laid  «  Good  woman%  Chnft 
in  hispafflon  drunk^gallyandno  wine. 

When  he  was  to  mount  the  Scaffold ,  he  faid  to  one  of.

When  the  hangman  (according  to  his  manner)  defired 
him  to  pardon  him  his  death,  he  anfvvered,  /  d*  forgive 
thee  with  all  my  heart :  but  one  thing  I  will  tell  thee*  thou 
iv ilt  never  have  bene fite  in  cutting  off  my  head,  my  neck^ 
fo  (bort. 

NOwwe  have  done  with  Sir  Thorn*  Moore  his  own 
Apothegms  which  have  c  me  corny  hands,  I  will 
tranfenbe  out  of  his  works,  a  few  Tales,  or  call  them 
what  yoa  pleafe. 
*'  A  poor  man  found  aPruft  over-familiar  with  his  wife,

"the  people  took  fuch  fpiritua  1  pleafure  and  inward  fo.

Cl  you,  with  a  for  row. 

«?  Sir  John  CMorc  was  wont  to  compare  the  ehoofing  of 
ce  a  wife  unto  a  cafuall  taking  our,  at  ali  a  very  ventures 
''Eeles  out  of  a  bag,  wherein  were  twenty  Snakes  for 
€CanEeie. 

Sir  lohnFtfteuXifotxietimz  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Kin^s 
i  Btneh,  was  often  heard  to  fay:  who  Jo  takcthfrom  a  Jujfice 
the  order  of  his  difcretion,  taketh  furely  from  him  more  than 
half  his  office. 

Wire  was  that  faying  of  Do&or  Afedcalfe:  youyong  men  • 
.  <df  think^tu  old  men  to  be  fools  ^bat  we  old  men  do  know  that  j 
you  young  men  arc  fools, 
Kathennc,  wife  to  Char  Is  Branden,'  Duke  of  Suffolk.; 
•  when  her  husband  at  a  feaft,  willed  every  Lady  to  take  to 
fit  by  her,  him  that  flic  loved  beft,  provided  he  were  not 
her  husband,  (lie  took  Stephen  Gardiner  BilLop  oi  JVtn- 
chefter,  faying  :  Seeing  (he  mivht  not  have  him  whom  fie  \ 
ved  be  ftifhe  would  take  him  whom  [he  lovod  worfl. 

King  Edward  the  fixt,  when  three  fwords  were  delive- 
red at  his  Coronation  unto  him,  as'  King  of  England, 
Trance fic  Ire  land fii^Thcte  was  yet  another  fword  to  be 
delivered  unto  him.  Whereat  when  the  Lords  marvelled, 
ic  tix&lmtan  ffaid  heJ  the  (acred  Bible,  which  is  the  fword  J 
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of  the  Spirit,  without  which  we  are  nothing,  neither  can  do 
any  thing.  [Baldwin  Centuriis*] 

IV  hen  fir  Ralfe  Fane  was  condemned  to  dye  by  the  pra* 
clife  of  the  Duke  o'i  Northumberland,  he  (aid  no  more,pro- 
tefting  his  innocency,buc,  My  blond  [hall  be  the  Dukes  boU 
fter.as  long  as  he  liveth  :  Meaning,  as  I  think,that  his  con- 
fcienee,  affrighted  with  fliedding  innocent  bJoud,  fliould 
enjoy  little  quier,but  pafs  reHIefs  niohts.[1{jlatio  Gallica.] 

Thirlby  Bifliop  of  E lie%  when  he  was  AmbaflTador  ac 
Romet  one  o;  his  men  negligently  laying  down  his  Jivcry 
cloak  in  his  lodging^oft  u:  wherewith  the  Bifliop  being 
angry,  rated  the  fellow  roughly,  who  told  him  that  he  fuf- 
pe^ed  nothing  info  holy  a  place  *s%ome  was,but  did  take 
them  all  for  true  men.  What  knave  (quoth  the  Bifhopjt 
when  thou  comeft  into  a  ftrangc  place,  think  all  men 
there  lobe  theeves,  yet  take  heed  thou  do  not  call  them 
theeves. 

When  fre  was  prifoner  in  the  Tower,  he  was  fearehed 
by  the  Lieutenant ,  and  five  hundred  Frcftch  Crowns 
fourd  in  hispurfe,  and  in  his  doublet  about  him  ;  whereat 
when  the  Lieutenant  wondring,  asked  him,  what  he  meant 
to  carry  fomuch  money  about  him  ;  he  anfvvered,  /  love 
to  have  my  friends  fit  11  neer  about  me,  and  cannot  tell  low 
J  fbould  be  ufedy  if  I  lacked  them. 

In  the  rebellion  in  the  Wefi,  during  the  raign  of  King 
Sdwardthe  fixt,  fir  Anthony  Kingflon  Marfliall  of  the  field, 
hanged  up  a  fellow  that  was  fervant  to  a  rebelliousMiilcr, 
whom  he  affirmed  himfelf  tobe,  untill  he  came  unto  the 
ga!lows,and  then  his  deniall  would  not  be  allowed.  After- 
ward the  matter  being  better  known,  Sir  tAnthonyyyis 
told  that  he  had  executed  the  man  for  the  Matter,  It  is  well 
enough  (quoth  fir  %/fnthony)  he  could  never  have  done  his 
wafter  better  ferviee,  than  have  hanged  for  him* 
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THefc  following  arc  taken  out  of  the  life  of  Cardinal! 
Poole  Archbifliop  of  Ctmerburyt  written  by  a  learned 
man,  and  printed  at  Vence. 

When  one  asked  ccunfdi  of  Cardinal!  Poole,  what  me-  - 
thode  and  way  was  bed  to  be  taken,  to  under/land  the  ob- 
fcure  places  in Siint  Pauls  Epitfies,  he  anfvvered  him, 
he  thought  the beftand  flioneft  way  was,  to  rcade  fir&v 
the  lact:r  part  of  thofe  Epiftles,  which  do  intreat  of  Chri- 
fiian  manners,  and  underftand.it,  and  cxprefs  it  in  Jife  and 
good  manners, and  then  togo  unto  the  firft  part,  where 
the  matters  of  faich  are  fubtilly  and  exactly  handled,  fay- 
ing •  That  God  rv ill  give  his  fpirit  of  under  ft  anding  fa- 
ne jt  unto  thofe  9that  with  all  their  whole  hearts  fetk^  to  ferve 
him. 

He  was  wont  to  fay,  That  fa  and  all  other  Bifhops  ought 
to  con fiier  that  they  were  ordained  ,  not  onely  Judges  over 
thofe  of  their  Dioceffes^but  father  Judges. 

In  communication  when  mention  hapned  to  be  made 
of  a  certain  Bifhop,  who  was  wont  to  blame  the  Bi- 
frops  that  lived  at  Rome,  who  negle&ed  their  charge,  and 
yet  he  himfelf  was  rcfident  at  Rome.  He  (quoth  Poole} 
doth  Itke  unto  thofe  that  cannot  abide  the  fmell  ofgarUke  ;  for 
if  they  have  to  do  with  them  that  have  eaten  garlic^  they 
eat  fome  too  themfelves%  that  they  may  not  perceive  their 
fttnkjng  breaths. 

Speech  was  heard  of  a  young  man  that  was  learned  in- 
deed,but  too  bold,and  ready  to  cenfure.  Learning  (quoth 
Poole)  doth  worh^almoft  that  inyong  men,  that  wine  doth  in  a 
the  fat;  there  it  worketh,  there  it  boileth  upland  fwelleth.  But 
at  foon  04  it  is  purged,  and  -put  in  the  ve/fell^  hzvtKg  gathe- 
red his  force s  together,  it  is  quiet  and  frill. 

Whca  one  very  skilfull  in  Aftrologie  tcld  him,  that  he 
had  very  cxaftly  calculated  his  nativity,  and  found  that 
great  matters  wrre  portended  of  him  ;  Poole  anfwered, 
Perhaps  it  may  be  as  you  affirme^  .fat  you  mufi  remember 
that  2  was  borne  again  by  Baptifm,  and  that  day  of  nativity 

where- 
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therein  I  was  born  again,  doth  eclipfe  the  other  before. 

Whcnonehadfaid,thatwemuftbe  fo  wholly  bufied  in 
the  fiud  e  of  the  Scriptures,  that  no  time  fihould  be  left  for 
other  ftudies :  and  another  man  bid  added,  that  the  ftudies 
cf  other  learning  were  to  be  ufed  as  way  ting  maids,  and 
Bond  women,  ivhat,doyou  not  know  (quoth  Toole)  that 
Agar  was  caft  out  of  the  doors^becaufe  jhe  was  a  bond-woman? 

When  Sadolet  adhorted  him  unto  the  fiudy  of  Philoso- 
phy, giving  to  it  the  price  above  all  other  Rudics-.Pco/e  an* 
fwered  him,  While  all  the  world  was  overwhelmed  -with  the 
darkjiefs  ef  Paganifmejt  d'd  excellall  other  Arts  :  but  fence 
that  t  hick  mift  was  chafed  array ^  by  the  bright  beams  of  the 
preaching  of  Chrifi  and  his  Apofile s^and  their  fuccejfors;  the 
ftudyofthe  facred  Scriptures  and  Divinity  had  gotten  the 
palme  and  chief 'prai\e  •  adding,  that  Phi lofophy  was  now  AS 
Tenzdos^ofwhom  Virgil  writes :

Inffila9dives  opnmy  Priami  dum  regna  manebant  j 
l^unc  tantum  finus  &  fla.io  male fida  car  inis* 

A  famous  Ifleof  riches, while  Priamus  Kingdom  flood : 
Now  nothing  but  a  baggage  bay,  &  harbor  ncching  good. 

He  ufedfriend'y  toadmonifli  a  certain  Biftiop,  not  to 
forfakehisfiieep.  but  rather  leaving  Rome  to  repair  home 
and  execute  his  Office.-  This  Bifhop  upon  a  time  came  un- 
to him,  and  told  him  that  he  was  minded  to  go  out  cf  the 
Citie,  for  one  month,  and  to  vificc  his  meep,  and  there- 
fore he  did  defire  that  he  might  depart  with  his  good  leave 
and  liking  :  Poole  anfwered,/  {hall  take  this  comfort  by  your 
d*  fart  are,  that  you  jhall  be  beaten  the  lefs. 

When  Letters  were  mewed  unto  him  very  artificially 
penned,  which  one  had  Tent  unto  a  great  man,  to  comfcrc 
him  for  the  death  of  his  friends,  and  to  that  intent  had  ufed 
all  the  places  of  Rhecoricfc ,  he  read  them,  and  then  fail ; 
That  he  never  in  all  his  life  had  ever  read  Letters,  that  could 
bring  greater  comfort  j  for  they  -were  fitch,  that  no  man  that 

Qo  2  fkottld 
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Jkonld  reade  themjouldbe  able  to  keep  him  [elf from  laughing. 

Having  heard  a  certain  Preacher  of  great  tome,  who  ar- 
rogated much  to  himfelf,  and  did  paflingiy  pleafe  himfe.f  ; 
he  was  asked  what  he  thought  of  the  man.  Poole  anfwe- 
red  ;  Wcllykut  I  would  that  he  would  fir  ft  preach  unto  him* 
felf9a»d  1  hen  afterward  to  others. 

When  a  Nobleman  of  Rome  told  him,  that  he  did  truft 
that  he  Qioold  come  to  his  pleafant  gardens,  which  he  had 
fumptuoufly  rmd?  yea  thirty  years  after,  and  v\  ondrcd  at 
the  beauty  of  them;  Pool  anfwercd,  I  hope  I  have  not  dc [tr- 
ued [0  ill  cfyoujhat  yon  fhould  wifh  me  fo  long  a  banifhment 
from  my  heavenly  country. 

While  he  wa?  in  the  Low  Ccuntries,and  one  day  would 
have  gone  unto  t  harles  the  Emperour,  but  he  could  not 
be  admitted  to  his  fpcech  :  but  two  dayes  after  the  Bifhop 
of  Jrras  was  fent  UDto  him  by  the  Emperour,  toexcufe  his 
Jong  Ray  and  defire  him  to  come  unco  him,-  *Pool  faid,  that 
he  had  ftrange  hap,  That  whereas  he  fpake  daily  unto  God 
for  the  Empsrouryyet  he  was  not  admitted  unto  the  Emperour 
to  talk  with  him  about  a  matter  belonging  to  God, 

There  was  one  that  vvaWery  curious  in  keeping  of  his 
beard,  and  it  was  reported  that  he  bellowed  every  month 
two  duckats  upon  the  trimming  of  it.  // it  befo  (faid  Pool) 
his  beard  will  [hortly  be  more  worth  than  his  head. 

After  the  death  of  Panlus  Tertius  whea  many  Cardinals 
came  unto  him,and  told  himt  that  if  be  liked  of  it,  they 
would  make  him  Pope  :  He  de fired  them  to  look  well  to  tt9 
that  they  were  fwayed  by  no  paffion  of  the  mindey  or  did  ought 
for -favour \and  good will \  but  refer  all  their  cogitations  whol- 
ly unto  the  honour  of  God ,  and  the  profit  of  his  Church  ;  the 
which  onely  they  all  ought  efxec tally  to  have  alvpaies  before 
their  eyes. 

When  one  of  the  Cardinals  of  the  adverfe  faction  dii 
oneda-y  charge  him  with  amb  tion ,  and  faid  that  he  did 
untimely  and  oy-r-haftily  f-ek  the  Popedome  :  He  anfwe- 
reJ  gravely  9Thar  he  thought  not  the  burthen  of  that  great  of- 
fice to  be  fo  Itght  J>ut  that  hew.ts  of  the  mind f  hat  it  was  rather 
to  be  fearedtthan  de  fired.  A*  for  them  which  under ftoodnotl 

and 
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And  thought  more  b.ifely  of  fo  great  a  place*  be  lamented  th:tr 
cafe,  and  wot  forry  for  them. 

Wnen  the  Cardinall  Farnefsy  and  divers  other;  of  his 
friends  came  unto  him,  at  midnight,to  make  him  Pcpe,by 
adoration,  he  repelled  them  faying  ;  He  would  not  havefo 
weighty  a  matter  XnmultUovfiy  and  rashly  done,  but  ufnally 
and  orderly?  hat  the  night  was  no  convenient  time  therefore, 
that  God  loved  the  light  more  than  darknefs,  wherefore  they 
fhouU  defer  it  tint  ill  the  next  day,  and  that  then,  if  n  plea  fed 
Cjod,  t  might  very  well  be  done*  Bu:  this  Kb  pic  us  modefty 
loft  him  th<  Papacy. 

Hj  ufed  often  to  fay,  Thofe  which  would  betake  th*m  un- 
to thefiudy  of  the  holy  Scripture  s^which  was  as  though  they 
would  go  into  the  inner  and  fecret  part  of  the  Temple)  mufb 
pafs  through  a  low  and  narrow  door  *  For  that  no  man  can 
attain  to  the  under ftanding  of 'the  Scriptures ,  that  is  proud 
and  puffed  up  with  the  (harpnefs  of  his  wit,  or  excellency  of 
humane  learning  ;  but  he  that  bringeth  lowlinefs  of  m'mde  9 
and  contempt  of  him f elf t  and  yeelds  his  under fianding  (  as 
the  Apoftle  faith)  captive  unto  faith. 

Of  this  alfo  did  he  often  admonilh  thofe  that  woul  J  ftu- 
die  the  facred  Scriptures,  That  they  fhould  fpecially  beware 
that  they  never  went  to  the  reading  of  them  with  this  intent 
and  minde%t hat  they  might  difputeofthem  ter  (hew  their  lear- 
ning and  by  that  knowledge  to  get  them  honours  and  riches  ; 
for  both  purpofes  were  very  contrary  to  this  kinde  of  ftudy. 
Whtreunto  ou^ht  to  be  adhibited*,  firfi  fervent  prayers*,  then 
a  lowly  mindes  and  finally  an  heart  void  of  al  ambition  and 
greedy  df fire.  Thus  far  of  this  good  Cardinal]. 

Willi. im  MarqtHS  of  Winchester  bfing  asked  how  he  con- 
tinued of  the  Ccuncell  in  the  troubleforae  times  of  divers 
Princes  ;  anfwered,  By  be  'ng  a  Willow*  and  rot  an  Oake.He 
would  alfo  often  fay,tnar  he  found  great  eafe  in  this:  That 
J  never  fought  to  rule  the  rofie,  and  to  be  the  direftoxr  of  o- 
thers}  but  alwaies  fuffered  my  felf  to  be  fwayed  w  th  the  mo  ft 
and  might  it  ft.  A  s  anotSer  Courtier  of  former  times  faid  he 
had  borne  off  many  court- (torms  in  dangers  times,  By 
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'    [offering  injuries-,  andg.ving  thanks  for  them. 

A  lully  gallant  that  had  wafted  much  of  his  patrimony^ 
feeing  Matter  T>utton  a  Gentleman  in  a  gown,  not  of  the 
neweft  cur,  told  him  that  he  had  thought  it  had  been  his 
great  grandfathers  gown,  ft  uf&,  (izid  Matter  Dutton)and 
I  have  alfo  my  great-grandfathers  lands s  and fo  have  not  you. 

A  reverend  man  my  firft  teacher  would  often  fay  in  the 
midft  of  his  mirth,  So  row  is  good  for  nothing  (ave  fin  onely* 


NDw  we  draw  to  an  end,  have  a  few  fayings  of  merry 
M.  Heytfood  the  great  Epigrammatift.  When  Qjucea 
Mary  told  this  Heywood,  that  the  Priefts  muft  forgoe  their 
wives  .*  He  merrily  anfwered,  Tour  grace  mufi  allow  them 
Lemans  then,  for  the  QeargJ  cannot  live  without  fawce. 

He  being  asked  of  the  faid  Queen  <Jfr[ary%  what  wilide 
blew  him  to  the  Court,anfwered  her,  Two  fpecially9  the  one 
to  fee  your  CMa]efiy.  We  thanke  you  for  that,  faid  Queen 
Mary ;  But  I  prayyou,  what  is  the  other  ?  That  your  Grace 
(faid  he)  wight  fee  me. 

When  one  told  him,that  Pace  being  a  Ma#er  of  Art,had 
difgraced  himfelf  with  wearing  a  fooJs  Coate,  he  anfwe- 
red.

Book- makkrsar* 
full  wi[t  f  .7^,  who  piin  and  pine  themfe'ves  away  by  wri* 
ting,  to  fub-ettthtmfelvesto  the  centre  of  (neb,  which  in 
Ordinaries  an  A  in  Ale- benches  will  pill  and  fall  them  by 
their  words*  phrafes  and  lt;ies}  as  it  were  by  the  beards  \  when 
fame  of  them  are  fo  pill'd  themfelves^as  that  thy  h*ve  not  one 
katrofhonefiy;  ortoufe  his  own  words,  Ne  pilum  beni 
bominis.

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|F  the  dignity  of  Poetry  much  htth  been 
faid  by  the  worthy  Sir  Philip  Sidney,  & 
by  the  Gentleman  which  proved  that 
Poets  were  the  fixR'Polititians,  the  firft 
Ph/ofophers^hc  firft  Htfioriographers.  I 
will  oncly  adde  out.  of  Thtlo,  that  they 
were  Gods  own  creatures;  who  in  his 
Book  de  Plantattone  Noe%  reporteth,  that  when  he  had 
naade  the  whole  Worlds  Mais;  he  created  Poets  to  cele- 
brate andfet  out  the  Creator  himfelf,and  all  the  Creatures: 
you  Poets  rcade  the  place  and  you  will  like  it.  Howfoever 
it  pleafeth  the  Italian  to  cenfure  us,  yet  neither  doth  the 
Sun  fo  tar  retire  his  chariot  from  our  Climate,  neither  are 
there  lefs  favourable  afpec^s  betweene  Mercury-  Jupiter, 
and  the  Moone,  in  our  inclination  of  Heaven,  if  Poets  are 
Farias  it  pleafed  Sncrates^  neither  are  our  Poets  deftitute 
of  Arte  prefcnbed  by  reifon,  and  grounded  upon  experi- 
ence, but  they  arc  as  pegnant  both  in  witty  conceits  and 
devices,  and  alfo  in  imitation  as  any  of  them.  Yea,  and 
according  to  the  Argument  exce  l  in  grandity  and  gravity, 
in  fmoochnefs  and  propriery,  in  quicknefs  and  briefnefs* 
So  that  for  ya.rjety?  efficacie  and  fweetnefs>  the  four 
mate  iall  points  required  in  a  Poet,  they  can  both  teach 
and  deli^hc  perff&ly. 

This  would  e»fi  y  appear  if  any  lines  were  extant  of 
that  worthy  Br  'ttfhLtdy  Claudia  l^ufina  ,  fo  commended 
by  <JMarttul-yoT  oiGildas  which  Lilius  Giraldtu  faw  in  the 
libraries  of  / taUe,  or  of  old  Chedmon  who  by  divine  infpi- 
ration  about  the  y care $80.  became  fo  divine  a  Poet  in  our 
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Englifli  tongue>tbat  with  his  fwect  vcrfcs  full  of  compnn- 
&ion,  be  withdrew  many  from  vice  to  vertue,and  a  religi- 
ous fc are  of  God:  or  of  our  Claudius  Clemens  one  of  the 
fi  ft  founders  of  the  Univeiftty  of  Paris:  and  doth  moft 
cleareiy  appear  to  all  that  can  judge  by  many  learned  Po- 
ems published  in  this  our  learned  age.    But  whereas  thefe 
latter  are  in  every  mans  hand,  and  the  former  are  irreco- 
verable, I  will  only  giveycua  talieoffome  of  middle  age, 
which  was  fo  overcaft  wkh  darke  clouds,  or  rather  th;tk 
fogges  ef  ignorance,thar  every  1  i  tie  fpa  ke  of  libera j1  lear- 
ning feenaed  wonder  ull:  fo  that  iffomttime  you  happen  of 
an  uncouth  word,  let  ihe  time  emreate  pardon  fork,  when 
as  all  words  have  their  t  me^  and  as  he  Uith:

Chiidifh.  it  is  to  refer  hither  the  fhields  of  King  Ar- 
thurs  round-table  Knights>  when  they  were  devifed,  as  ic 
is  probable,  for  no  other  end,  but  to  teach  yong  men  the 
termes  of  Blazon. 

Neither  are  Arms  to  be  referred  hither,  which  woe 
devifed  to  diftinguifh  Families,  and  were  moft  ufuall  a- 
mong  the  nobility  in  warres,  tilts  and  tornaments  in 
their  Coats  called  Coauarmouirs,  Shields,  Standards*  Ban* 
vers  i  Pennors,  Guy  dons,  untill  about  fome  hundred  years 
fince>whcn  the  French  and  Italian  in  the  expedition  of 
Naples  ,  under  Charles  the  eight  began  to  leave  Arms, 
haply  for  that  many  of  them  had  none  ,  and  to  bear  the 
Curtains  of  their  Miftreflcs  Beds,  their  Miftreffes  Co- 
lours, or  thefc  Jmprcfes  in  their  banners,  fhields  and  ca-  •

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parifons  :  in  which  theEng'ifh  have  imitated  them  ;  And 
albeit  a  few  have  borrowed  fomewhar  from  them,  yet  ma- 
ny have  matched  them,  and  no  few  brpaffcd  them  in  wit- 
tie  conceit,  as  youfhail  perceive  herea'tcr,  if  you  will  firft 
give  me  leave  co  remember  feme  imperfect  Devifes  in 
this  kiadcof  fome  former  King?  of  EniUutif  which  you 
may  well  fay  to  bclivelcfi  bojies »  for  that  they  have  no 
'word  adjoyned.

The  victorious  Black,  Prince,  his  left,  nfed  fcmeiimes 
one  Feather,  fomttime  three,  in  token,  as  fome  fay,  of  his 
fpcedy  execution  in  all  his  fervices,as  the  Ports  in  the  Ro- 
man times  were  Pteropkori,  and  wore  feathers  to  fign  fie 
their  flying  poft-hafte.  But  the  truch  is  ,  that  he  wonnc 
them  at  thcbattellof  Creffy,  from  lohn  King  of  Bohemia^ 
who  he  there  flew  :  whercunto  he  adjoyned  this  old 
Englifh  word  IC  D  I E  A7,  that  is,  I  fervO,  according  to 
that  of  the  Apoftlf  •  The  heir  while  he  is  a  childe,  differetb

John  of  Qaunt  Puke  cf  LatteaJl-erjDtothcr  to  this  Prince, 
tooka  redRofetohisdevice{asitwcreby  right  of  his  hrft 
wife, the  heir  of  Lancafter,is  Edmund  of  Langley^  Duke  of 
Tork*,  took  the  white  Rofe.

This  his 
great  Grandchild,  King  Edward  the  fourth  reported,  when 
he  commanded  that  his  younger  fan  Richard  Duke  of  Tork^ 
fliould  ufe  this  device  with  the  fetter-lock  opened,  as  Roger 
Wallxxi  Herald  of  that  timereporteth. 

King  Richard  the  lecond,  whole  untrained  youth  and 
yeelding  Icnitie  hattned  his  fall,  ufed  commonly  a  white  Hart 
couchanc  with  a  crown,  and  chain  about  his  neck  For  we  r- 
jng  the  wheh ,  fome  after  his  depofition,  loft  their  lives.

King  Henry  the  fourth  (  as  ids  in  Matter  Garters  book  ) 
ufed  a  Fox  tail  dependent,  following  Lyfanders  advice,  if 
the  Lyons  skin  were  too  (hort,  to  piece  it  out  with  a  Foxes 
cafe. 

His  half  brethren  furnamed  Beaufort  of  Beaufort  in  France 
( which  came  to  the  houfe  of  Lane  after ,  by  Blanch  of 
Artois,  wife  to  Edmund,  firtt  Earl  of  Lane  after  )  and  who 
after  were  Dukes  of  Scmmerfet,  &c.  bare  a  Portcullis  gold; 
wher eunto  not  long  afterward  was  added  this  word  *A L- 
TERA  SECU  RITA  S.  And  not  long  fi  nee  by  the 
Eails  of  Worcefter  ilTued  from  thtm,MU  T AJ^E  AUT 
TI  MERE  SPERNO.

It  were  need!efs  to  fet  down  here  the  laws  of  Plato, 
that  an  Epitaph  fhould  i  e  comprifed  in  four  v  rfe~;  or 
ofthe  Lacedemonians,  who  refeivedrhis  honour  only  to 
Martiall  men,  and  ehaft  women;  or  how  the  moft  ancient, 
(  cfpccially  Grecke,)  were  written  in  Elegiac  verfcafter 
in  profe. 

How  monuments  were  eredted  moft  nfually  along  tbe 
high  way  fide,  to  put  paiTengers  in  mind  that  they  are,  as 
thofe  were  mortal  I. 

How  fi|ch  as  violated  fepulchrcs  were  puniflicd  with 
death,  banilhmenr,  c  ondemnation  to  the  m  r\  s, 
members,  according  to  circumftancc  of  fact  and  perfon, 
and  how  'acred  they  w  re  ace  anted. 

In  which  regard  I  cannot  but  gi  .  e  you  the  words  out 
of  the  Novella  ttgts  Valentintans  AttgHftiiDefepulch  tsjU 
tnlo    which  arc  worth  leading,  5emw9nee  van* fides>&

And  in  the  like  fence  tombes 
were  nam:d  iXec^t-'etorUyOjf^aria^  Cineraria,  Von:  as  <t  - 
ter  As  you  may  fee  in  oldinferiptionsat  Rome^i 

elfewherc.  Which  Lucian  fcoffingly  termed  fompe s  and 
Cottages  o£Car&feu 

Notorious  it  is  to  all,  how  the  fame  Lucian  brfngeth  in 
ID  ogenes  laughing  and  cut- laughing  King  Maufolus,  foe 
that  he  was  fo  pittiful:y  preffed  and  eruflicd  with  an  huge 
htp  of  ftone*  under  bis  ftately  monument  CMaufoleum, 
for  the  magnificence  accounted  amonp  t>e  worlds  won. 
ders.  But  rnonunaents  anrwerable  to  mens  worth,  Rates, 
aad  peaces,  haveahvaies  been  allowed,  yet  ftately  fepul* 
chrcs  foroafe  f  l?ows  have  alwaits  Htn  open  to  bitter 
jefts,is  thatmaible  one  of  L  cinus  the  Baiber,  which

As  for  fueh  as  bury  thcmfelves  iivir^a&d  fay  they  lire 
to  the-nfelves,  when  they  live  neither  to  thtmfdves,  nor 
to  other ,but  to  their  belly 5eafe,and  pleafure,well  worthy 
are  they  to  hare  whi'e  they  li  ve>that  Epitaph  which  Sent* 
ea  deviled  for  P^r/a  their  fellow,  to  be  in'cnbed  upon  his 
houfe,  Hie  fit  us  eft  Vatia.i&i  no  memorial!  at  all  when 
they  are  dead.

%/irthnr  the  valorous  upholder  ot  the  ruinous  Rate  of 
Britain  againft  the  Saxons  about  the  year  50o.was  buri- 
ed fecredy  at  Glaftenbury,  left  the  enemie  ftiould  offer 
indignity  to  the  dead  body,  and  about  700.  years  after, 
when  a  grave  wa  s  to  be  made  in  the  Church-yard  there, 
a  ftone  was  found  between  two  Pyramtdes  deep  in  the 
ground,  with  a  crofsbf  lead  infixed  into  the  lower  pare 
ihereof.and  inferibed  in  the  inner  fide  of  th«  crofs  in  rude 
Characters,  which  the  /talians  no>v  call  Gorifh  letters.

Under  whicrrin  a  trough  of  Okc  were  found  his  bones 
which  theMonkes  tranflated  into  the  Church,and  honou- 
red them  with  a  tombr,  bnt  difhoncured  him  with  thefe 
hornepipeverfes.

This  religious  and  good  King  dyed  at  tVeftminfler  :  the 
Chamber  wherein  he  dyed  yet  remainetr^dofe  to Sir  The. 
mas  Ccttons  houfe.he  bui't  a  goodly  houfc  in  EJfrx9wh'ich 
he  called  Rave  hearing,  as  much  to  fay,  as  f the  Ring 
(for  he  in  the  Saxon  was,  the,  in  our  now  Engii/h)  itrthis 
place  he  took  gteat  delight,becaufeit  was  woody  and  ib- 
lirary,  fit  for  his  private  devotions.  I  cannot  jnftifie  that 
reporc,  how  when  he  washindred  and  troubled  in  his 
praying  by  the mukkuie  of finging  Nightingales,  car* 
netfly  defircd  of  God  their  abfence,  fince  which  time  ne- 
ver Nightingale  was  heard  to  fing  in  che  Parke,but  with- 
out the  pales  many  rumbers,  as  in  other  places  ;  yet  this 
is  reported  for  a  truth  by  the  inhabitants  at  this  day. 

Concerning  that  name  of  Havering,  from  taking  the 
Ring,  the  Hiftory  is  commonly  known,  which  is,  how 
King  Edward  having  no  other  thing  to  give  an  aged  Pil- 
grim, who  demanded  an  almes  of  him  here  in  England , 
took  off  his  Ring  from  his  finger,  and.  gay.  it  him,  which 
Ring  the  faidPilgrim  [torn  Hi^rti  fa!  em, ot  I  wot  not  from 
whence,  delivered  to  certain  Englifhmen,  and  willed 
them  to  deliver  the  fame  again  unto  their  King,and  to  tell 
him  it  was  Saint  John  theEvaagelilt  thac  he  gave  it  unco, 
and  who  now  fent  it  again,  wirhall  to  tell  him  upon  fuch 
a  day  he  fhould  dye,  which  was  the  day  above  written. 
The  credit  of  this  ftory  I  leave  to  the  firft  Author,  and  the 
Legend?  butif  at  any  time  you  goe  through  Wcftminfter 
Clovfter  into  theOeans  yard,  you  fhall  fee  the  King  and 
Pilgrim  cut  in  ftone  over  the  gate  ?  but  this  njjfhe  way.

of  England^ vis  buried  at  £aen  in  T^ormandy,  with  this 
Epitaph,  difcovered  in  the  late  eivill  Wats  of  France  , 
but  mentioned  in  Gemetieenfis.

Lifle,  and  T\t%\which  Countefs  gaffed  from  this  world  the 
xiiii.  day  of [June,  the  year  of our Lord,  1468.  On  whofe 
foul  the  Lord  have  mercy. 

For  that  valorous  Earl  her  husband  the  terror  ofFrance^ 
I  have  elfewhere  noted  his  Epitaph,  and  now  in  flcad
